alive.  He  seetns,  indeed,  to  have  had  some  fore- 
bodings of  this  melancholy  event  -f*. 

His  worthy  Friend  tUe  Rev.  Francis;*;  W ull  i^tr  n, 
to  whom  Mr.  Hardiugc  acknuw  h'do:es  Ins  ohliLiiitious 
in  the  Lite  ot  Wray,  died  some  months  i>etore  him.

Srsonally  recoUeet,  or  can  learn  mini  ottieni^  of 
ANiEL  Wray,  to  whom  a  note  alludes  in  the 
second  vokmie  of  vour  entertaining  Anecdoies  ;** 
—a  Work,  distinguisiied  not  only  by  zeai  tor  the 
honour  of  literature,  but^  in  a  degree  perhaps  nnex* 
ampled,  by  that  vein  of  impartial  benevoleno^  irfiidi 
mns  through  every  page  of  it*  • 

Critic  without  malevolence,  j/om  have  ihomghi  it 
your  prwin6e,  to  dieptait  bemfy,M  wM  as  to  expose 
A^feeU ;  to  tmmdm  with  reafeci,  and  prme  witb 

mlaerity words  applied  by  Dr.  Jokmon  to  Mr, 

Spence,  and  perhaps  justly,  as  writer  ui"  the  "  Essay 
ou  the  Odjfss^i*  but  ixot,  I  thiak^  due  to  his 

general 
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general  character,  which  appem  to  have  heen  that 
of  an  eves^-dropper,  in  gossiping  reports  of  spleen 

against  amiable  characters,  dropt  in  the  hectic  of 
the  moment  by  ofli  nded  cdmp  titors. 

If  Collections  like  these,  ot  yours,  bv  their  com- 
pass, and  varieties,  made  us  less  warpt  against 
those  who  are  not  our  favourites,  —  less  pole- 
mical in  the  fiBKstions  of  Literature, — and  less  imfe^ 
rious  in  the  oracles  of  conteDi])t,  hy  developing 
the  merits  of  accomplished  men  (whether  Trojans 
or  TyrlitHs)  with  honest  praise;  they  would  be  of 
inestimable  value:  tliey  would  moralize  Criticism^ 
as  weil  as  enlighten  it. 

It  has  often  struck  me,  that  a  little  of  the  kur- 
nun&isif  without-  pride,  or  self-»indul^ing  passion, 

which  no  eccentricities,  however  amusing,  can  pal- 
liate, reeoin mends  the  effect  ot  talents,  and  virtues 
themselves,  in  the  nioral,  and  social  world. 

More  invidiously,  than  philosophically,  it  has  been 
argued,  that  such  an  effect  arises  A^om  our  envy,  that 
is,  from  a  base,  and  mean  spirit,  which  tempts  us  to 
rgoice  in  these  whims  of  ^ood,  or  great  men ;  be- 
cause they  lessen  our  superiors,-  and  brinpf  vs  nearer 
to  them,  bv  discovering  the  hero  behind  the  scetmsy 
in  some  of  his  harmless  defects.  I  cannot,  for  one, 
be  of  that  opinion ;  or  even  think  it  lowers  ihe  hero,  * 
to  see  him  appear  like  other  men,  with  human  frail- 
ties, or  singularities;  and,  as  it  is  well  expressed,  no 
hero  to  his  yalei  de  diambre!*  To  my  conception, 
it  elevates  him;  or,  at  the  worst,  it  endears  him  to 
h^  inferiors,  without  prejudice  to  their  randrmr  in 
feelinci:  his  advantage  over  them,  or  their  humility 
in  attesting  it.  • 

fFit,  if  it  is  not  overbearing,  but  is  like  that 
of  Forick,  so  well  described  in  Stenu^  though 
indiscreet,  never  ofiends.  Playful  habits,  and 
even  levities  of  manner,  especially  if  thev  have  • 
the  advantapre  "  desipere  in  loco,"'  are  dehghtful  in 
aecompUsUed  men.   But,  above  all,  the  amiable 

stmpticity 
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iimpiicitv  of  good-natured  tnirth,  displaying  the 
perpetual  liMt«if  dieerAii,  and  apoithie  habita  ia  a 
pfted,  and  richly  cnltivatod  tnlelleet,  niider  die. 

discipline  of  a  relis^ious,  and  moral  character,  will  ia 
every  age,  and  scene  of  life,  attract,  by  its  native  infiu- 
•  ence,  tlu  best  aflfections  of  the  tastr,  and  of  the  heart. 
very  singular  man — a  very  odd  creature^ 
igc.  are  popular  words,  too  indefinite,  and  very  little 
imderBlooa.  Tlie|r  w  like  the  adjecHoe,  aa  IdUjjf 
deseribefl  it,  when  he  says,  that  it  cannot  Hami 
by  itself]''  but  waits  till  the  substantive  puts  it 
upon  its  feet.  Senf?e,  and  fnlly, — Virtue,  and  her 
opjjosite,  vice, — Pride,  or  htimility, — the  poet,  and 
tJie  calculator, — the  benevolent,  and  the  selfish,— 
tnay  be  all  of  them  Comets,  like  the  Whariion  of  JPd}M', 
or  the  Fiiiiers  of  ^  Drydm ;  but  nith  no  other  affi- 
nity, or  centre  of  union.  The  andaUe  humomrisi 
is  the  only  original,  who  deserves  to  be  the  hero  of 
social  intercourse  in  the  moral  world. 

Perhaps  I  am  prejudiced  ;  for  it  lias  really  hap- 
pened, tliat  some  of  my  dearest  friends  have  not 
oeen  exempted  from  their  whims  of  taste,  of  num* 
neri  ofopinions,  and  of  conduct* 

When  I  shall  describi  niv  own  ^rst  impressions 
of  Mr.  Daniel  Wray,  the  reader  will  smde  at  the 
ridicule  of  his  jiortrait ;  but,  if  I  am  not  aelf-^ieceived, 
he  will  admire,  love^  and  venerate  the  man,  before 

we  part  with  him.

The  first  hnits  to  me  of  Daniel  Wray's  paren- 
tas^e  were  parts  of  an  obliging  note  Irora  Lad^ 
Lucas ;  who  acquainted  me,  that  she  iveard  him  say,, 
bis  firther  had  fiemettibered  Cktafride,  and  FleH 
Streci  e  dcaert  in  Vtom  tliat  msakted  het, 

I  luid  only  to  infiet  a  eenjeetar?,  thut  his  father 
^as  of  London.  I  hac^  then  little  hope  to  know 
more  of  his  earlv  days.  But  I  vvas  deceived  ;  and 
have  been  surjjnzed,  as  well  as  gratified,  in  a  degree 
that  love  to  the  memory  of  departed  trieodaaioae  can 
estimate,  bytheiafimMtion,  which  peiaetering  assi* 
dvitias  have  enabled  ine  to  obtoia,  though  linng 
in  the  depth  of  soUtttda,  and  6t  s^cImmoq  fran  the 
world. 

He  was  born  upon  the  2Sfh  November^  1701,  in 
the  parish  of  Si.  Botolpk^  Alders ^ate ;  the  youngeat 
of  oir  Dciinel  JVrajfs  many  chiklren  by  two  mar- 
riages. The  father  was  a  Laodon  citizen,  wha 
resided  in  Liiile  Britain,  made  a  very  conside- 
rable iurtune  iu  trade  ;  and  purchased  an  estate  in 

J^ssex,  near  Ip»^ai€6tom^  which  the  sou  |>asses8ed 
after  him. 

For  that  G>Qnty  Sir  Daniel  JH^rajf  was  Higk

He  his  tat! J er  credit,  in  the  poem  to  which

San  of  the  oQit{.inatemd  of  bowdhig  for  him,  and 
kwving  bfan,  at  be  well  expmM  it,  ^  « toolm^AiirJ* 

It  is  iAe,  and  yifiomtff  to  enqviiey  at  svch  a  dia* 
tance  of  time,  near  a  century  ago,  what  figure  be 
made  at  tliis  adiiiirahU  ^ciiool.  Nor,  indeed,  is  the 
boi/^  of  course,  a  iiurmur,  and  prophetic  imuf^e  of 
the  t'atojre  moM*  hut  aU  traces  oF  him  at  later  pe^ 
riods  tepretentiQg  him  as  pamoimtely  fond  of  lit^ 
ratnre—Hit  a  man  of  bright  partt,  and  of  lively  man* 
pen,  aohnatod  by  incettaat  habits  of  diligenoa^  and 
by  a  thirst  of  knowled^  insetiable^at  an  acute, 
and  luminous  critic,  a  deep  scholar,  and  a  hiug^h- 
ing  philosof)her ;  we  may  at  least  naturally  inter 
tbat  he  waa  accomplished  in  the  best  literature  of 
aeboois  at  an  eariy  period;  and  tbat  his  pataiofc 
fera^ast  wiMsn  a  aM»t»  waa  equally^  if  not  mon^ 
cpoapicnoMs  in  the  hay, 

I  must  here,  as  your  Brother  Antiquary,  lament 
that  exercises  of  the  ho^  n  in  that  School  have  not 
been  preserved  (like  those  of  a  period  equally  remote 
at  ff  ^esiimmter^  and  JEton) ;  because  1  have  little 
doob^  that,  if  they  were  extant,  ih^  would  a>nfer 
(loaottrttpon  the  boys^  and  upon  the  tattaof  tfaoae 
191^      presided  over  them. 
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He  has  tolti  us  himself  (as  you  will  see)  that  e  ven 
at  this  early  period  he  had  a  passion  Jar  the  Muse. 

In  1718  he  left  the  Charter-house;  and  was 
entered  as  a  FelhuyCdmmoner  at  QueiH*s  Col- 
It^tf  io  tbe  UrnhferMity  of  Omikndge.  To  this 
pricle  of  dUtioction  he  alludes  hnmoiiroosly  in  bit 
poem,  and  says,  tke^  took  him  for  ike  mn  of  a 
Bank-director  ai  least/*  His  father  was  then  living*. 

That  he  was  at  this  early  period  exemplary  in 
morals^  the  tenor  of  his  hfe  in  the  world  may  give 
HDqueationed  assuraooe;  for  nothing  like  irreguta* 
riiiea  of  any  kind  ever  touched  his  charactier ;  and 
there  never  existed  a  man  who  had  a  deeper  aenae 
of  Religion. 

•  But  a  circunisLance  occurred,  even  at  school, 
which  may  in  part  accouni  for  the  temperance  of 
his  life  in  the  tiery  ordeal  of.  youth.  Be  tore  he  left 
the  (Jharter-housey  an  asthma  fell  upon  him,  and 
k  dung  to  him  darin|  the  Mqnei  of  bia  life.  This 
may  in  part  account  ror  his  abilineiiee  from  enerva- 
ting pleasures  at  College,  or  in  the  world;  but  it. 
would  he  invidious  to  lay  stress  upon  it,  when  this 
abstinence  hail  the  elevated  principle  of  morality, 
and  virtue  for  its  guide. 

U  may  here  be  remarked,  that,  under  this  afflict- 
ing viaitation,  he  attained  the  age  of  eighijf^hree, 
with  a  seienity  of  temper,  and  with  a  cheerfbl  plav 
of  animal  spirits,  never  disconcerted,  and  mudb 
less  peevisli,  or  qucmious. 

Dr.  fVilUavi  Ilehenlen.  the  genuine  heir  of  his 
venerable  parent's  intellect,  and  virtues,  acquaints 
me^  that  his  Father,  who  was  at  Cambridge  inti^ 
mate  with  Mr.  Wray,  found  him  there  oppressed 
by  this  complaint,  and  with  such  peril,  that  he 
despaired  of  enjoying  bis  friendship  in  the  world. 
But,  happily  for  botli  of  them,  luey  were  destined

of  time,  and  their  attachment  md  no  intermistkm. 
One  peculiar  trait  of  an  amiable  charadmr  distin- 

guisihed  Mr.  Wray  at  an  advanced  period  of  his  life, 
.    a  delight  in  the  society,  and  improvement  of  young 
men,  or  bov«. 

Ur.  IIeherd€n(i\\e  Son)  most  ingenuously  certifies 
to  me,  that  Mr.  Wrav*s  parental  encouragement  in 
early  days  to  his  pursuits  engaged  his  gratitude, 
esteemi  and  afieoticm. 

Mr.  Philip  Salter^  Vicar  of  Shenfield,  near  BrcnU 
wood,  in  Essex,  the  Son  of  Dr.  Satfer  who  was  Mas- 
ter of  the  (  harter-lioftse,  enables  iwc  to  copy  A/,v  por- 
trait of  this  parental  cliuracter  in  our  friend.  It  the 
zeal  which  1  cherish  for  the  ashes  of  that  friend  bad 
only  given  rise  to  my  correspondence  wttb  so  pleasant 
a  coadjutor  as  this  gentleman,  during  a  very  short 
period,  I  should  have  thanked,  and  blessed  the 
occasion.  1  wis  a  perfect  stranger  to  him;  and 
we  became  frii mms  at  once.  He  has  all  the  anima- 
tion of  youth,  at  an  advanced  age ;  wit,  eloquence, 
and  genius,  with  a  heart  as  glowing  as  the  pen.  To 
Um  I  owe  the  A^pU  argument  upon  death,  so 
archly  reported  by  him.  His  words  m  the  poitrait 
of  Mr.  Daniel  WraIt  are  these: 

"  Of  all  mw  father's  friends,  none  were  of  more 
valtiahle  service  to  me,  than  Mr.  Wray.    He  was 
not  only  a  deep  scholar,  and  a  man  of  general  know-

^  fnends~of  Archbiskcp  Seeker^  my  God-lather~of

'^permanent,  evt/r  ])resent,  eviT  plt^isini^.  —  ^^'llat  I 
"  saw,  heard,  and  Jim  (led  m  their  society,  is  never 
'M  o  be  forgotten*.  *  «  *  «  I  was  always  fond  of  Mr. 
Wbat,  worn  the  time  that  I  was  nine  years  of  age. 
He  was  pleasant  in  bis  manner  to  me,  when  a 
bo>%  and  when  a  man.     He  bad  a  most  fasci- 
natmg  way  in  his  notice,,  and  encouragement  of

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^  jromig  people  whom  he  thought  worthy  of  bb 
fnendbbip.  His  many  TittaeB,  his  naturally  pow- 
cnrful  undarrtaiidiwg,  hit  wt  fiind  of  acquired

knowledge  to  young  men  who  shewed  ii  modest 

ea^t-niess  to  learn,  are  what  I  shall  cherish  with- 

plea&ure,  and  gratitude,

The Aer .  A6r.  ff^oUoiiam,  of  CUaMursi,  has  d  ra  wn 
die  same  character  in  a  masterly  epitome  |  a  littie 
more  in  detail,  hot  without  a  superfluous  word* 
It  is  a  model  of  its  kind  ;  and  I  need  not  add  wki^ 
Mr.  IVoUaston  is  :  but  I  should  be  tlie  most  utl- 
gratetul  o:  iii(?n,  if  I  did  not  liere  most  grate- 
fully attest  my  obligations  to  him,  tor  not  only 
tlus  eharacter  of  his  flriend,  and  mine,  but  m 
the  copy  of  that  Poem  to  which  I  bave  refeired,- 
a§  writteii  by  Mr,  Wuat,  and  preserved  by  him  i  a 
jewel  above  all  price  —  to  me  at  least,  who  loved 
the  writer  to  my  heart. 

His  words,  written  several  years  ago,  but  since 
Mr.  WaAY*s death,  are  these: 

In  relatioo  to  my  studies  in  Divinity,  T  owe  it 
<^  fe»  the  memory  of  an  old  friend  of  my  father,  to 
^'conftfss,  that  I  reeaived  more  information  oon* 
^oemingthem  from  him,  though  a  Layman,  than 

Iroin  any  of  the  Clergy  who  ever  came  in  my 
"  way — I  mean,  Daniel  Wray,  Esq,  late  a  Deputy 

Teller  in  His  Majesty's  Exchequer  under  the 
^>  second  Earl  of'  HarduHcke;  a  sendeman  of 

great  vivimty,  and  bright  parts,  witti  a  moat  uu- 
^  common  degree  of  learning,  aod  of  knowledge  in 

various  branches  of  literature ;  imd  one  or  the 
*f  best  friends  a  young  man  could  have  as  an  ac- 

qiiaiiitance.    He  had  long  been  intimate  in  L(n*d 

Chancellor  Hardwickes  family;  and  had  assisted  * 
<*with  hia  advice  aU  the  jrounger  brandies  of  It.  He 

did  die  same  to  me,  and  my  brothers;  and  ooutimied 
*^  his  kindness,  as  long  as  he  Uvud,  lo  my  sons,  as 

they  began  to  grow  up.. 

^  Courting 
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••'Courting  the  at^qnaintanoe  of  young  men,  and 
studying  to  make  his  house,  and  his  company 
agreeable  to  tbem^  he  waa  aiwa^^ra  <^q  to  be  asked 
'^advices  and  never  badkmid  in  giving  it  froeiyt 
^  bat  m  a  most  kind  way^  imaakcd^  wdm  be  «aw 
''  oocasum  for  it. 

"  This  is  said,  not  in  the  spirit  of  flattery  towards 
one  who  is  for  out  of  its  reach  ;  but  as  a  hint  for 
voung  men  to  seek  out,  and  cultlvaie,  the  ncquain- 
tance  of  such  persona^  wkerever  they  can  tind  thenu-' 
Iq  addition  to  this  aniOMited,  and  joat  ^fc|f  e»  1  <wi 
lay  for  myself,  that,  aa  fir  back  aa  viemoiy  cavfiea 
me,  I  contanplaie  with  delight  hta  goodrhiieMMiie^ 
and  laughing  countenance,  in  chat  with  me.  Hav- 
ing no  children  of  his  own,  he  adopted  in  part 
the  boys,  and  girls,  who  were  tlie  children  of  his 
fnenda;  and  was  nev^r  so  happy^  aa  in  improving 
them,  with  all  the  weight  of  a  master,  but  with  m 
pedantic  anateritiea. 

It  is  a  pictnreaque'aa  well  as  just  eharaetor  ef 
his  delight  in  children  of  another  class,  those  of 
his  favourite  School,  which  is  drawn  hv  I)r,  Berd^ 
more,  then  Head  Master  of  the  ( 'Imrtir-hoyse 
School,  in  his  Anniversary  Oratioa,  to  the  honour  of 
Mr.  Sutton^  the  Founder ;  delivered  in  the  Hall,  hf 
iUcw  Jbw  Hitjf,  the  senior  Scholar,  in  178$.  l^wf 
dcacnro  to  lose  half  the  beaaty  tbey  acquired  in  a 
language  called  Latin,  which  is  almost  obsolete  in 
this  age,  in  order  to  be  circulated,  thougrh  ^vith  infe^  ^ 
rior  enect,  in  a  more  familiar,  and  popuiar  cUannfil  ^ 
attempted  tor  them  by  me. 

it  would  be  sacrilege^  in  commemorating  diost 
"  who  were  educated  here,  and  have  made  a  figure 
as  men,  to  pass  over  so  distinguished  a  eharactef 
**  as  that  of  Daniel  Wray  ;  his  country's  honour, 
"as  well  as  ours;  who  departed  from  <is  when  he 
"  had  become  almost,  if  not  quite,  the  senior  of  m 

all.   Men  of  learning  were  ibnd  of  him  s  and 
*^  was  in  return  so  fond  of  them,  as  to  have  remained 
^  a  member  of  that  College  in  Cambridge  which  ba4 
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received  him  from  hence,  to  his  dyin«f  day.  All 

the  most  accompIi?*hed,aiid  L;irted  Scholars,  oi  their 

day,  who  were  his  contemporaries^  paid  honour 
**  to  him.  He  was,  on  bis  partt  of  so  sweet  a  tem- 
^  per,  and  of  such  engaging  maniim ;  had  such 

resources  of  leamingy  and  wisdom,  instilted  play- 
"  fully  in  conversation  ;  that  hoys,  and  young  men, 

in  vvho8e  company  he  took  delight,  heard  him 
**  with  pleasure,  and  could  not  visit  him  witliuut 
^  being  sure  to  leave  him  better  informed,  and  better 
"  disposed.    His  memory  was  incredible,  so  that 

he  had  a  kind  of  portable  treasure  at  hand,  upon 
^  which  his  drafts  were  sure  to  be  answered,  and 

he  was  never  at  a  loss  for  a  theme  of  instructioii, 
"  or  of  entertaiuiiient. 

How  often,  upon  this  very  festival,  1ms  it  been 

our  pride,  and  joy,  to  see  the  venerable  old  man^ 
-'^  favouring  the  wly  efibrts  of  genius,  and  of  dili- 
''gence,  with  jMiren^a/ zeal,  applanding  <igain^  and 
*^  Msin,  our  youthful  orators  r 

He  took  his  Bachelor's  decree  in  l'j[22,  Aic/iO- 
las  Ilui  dhtge,  my  Father,  was  just  one  year  se- 
nior to  liim  :  antl  from  the  intimacy,  like  that  of 
brothers,  which  united  them  for  several  years  in 
the  world  C  city  or  ^uhurhmC")^  I  assume  their 
habits  of  social  intercourse  at  Vambridge ;  where 
they  arrived  in  the  veiy  same  year,  and  where  I 
suspect  that  mv  father  commenced  the  habit  of 
banter  upon  his  fri<jiiirs  aiuuccnt  p^^  culiaritics,  from 
which  he  never  abstained  when  both  had  left  college, 
but  chiefly  in  verse  ;  and  winch  only  the  most  fiimi* 
liar  terras  in  their  friendship  could  justify. 

Both  were  fond  of  classical  studies,  and  were 
blessed  with  no  common  powers  of  taste.  Both 
were  of  Euphrosynes  \.vw\\  ;  und,  tiiou^h  admirable 
scholars,  amused  thein^elve^,  and  their  friends  by 
jeux  d esprit  in  satirical  wit — but  like  that  of  Ho- 
race  J  not  of  Juvenal;  for  which  a  fund  of  good- 
nature,  and  genuine  benevolence,  more  than  a  defect 
of  genius,  cBaabled  their  pen* 
'  '  Both 
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Both  were  Antiquaries,  but  (in  the  herald's 
phrase)  with  a  dijf  'erencer  niy  father's  passioa  \va8 
tor  old  writers  of  JEoglish  hiatoiy,  and  taw;  that 
of  Mr.  Wkat  far  scarce  bookt^  and  for  the  relicka 
€f  antieDt  wrftf.^ 

My  fatiier  had  a  poetical  vein  utrimque  linguae ; 
but  in  Latin  verse  had  tew,  if  any,  suj^eriors.  Mr. 
Wray  very  seldom  offered  his  love  to  the  Musses; 
aad  then,  with  such  prudery,  that  fcw  ot  his  works 
remain,  though  what  is  extant  proves  that  Jie  wrote 
MTt  de  soeUtd  with  degano^  nieilit]r,  and  poetical 
i]Nnt. 

But  he  Lidded  a  peculiar  enthusiasm  for  Natnral 
Philosophy,  in  which  my  father  left  him  to  him- 
self, unemu luted  by  him. 

As  the  period  is  remote,  I  have  to  lament  that  I 
can  give  you  no  list,  and  much  less  a  character,  of 
all  'Mr.  Wray's  Universitjr  assoeiaies,  at  the  eai^ 
fiest  period  of  his  academical  infeercoorse ;  but  I 

Iiave  been  hi  in  with  so  many  attached,  and  zealous 
tVitiids  who  vvfcic  near  his  own  age,  that  1  am  sure 
he  never  lost  any  oiie  real  friend^  uoiess  by  tlie 
hand  of  death.  ,       .  \ 

AU  thooe^  with  whom  I  have  seen  him,  were  mea 
of  enrnidtfy  characters^  and  polished  manners. 
He  never  sulfisred  his  passion  fcr  genius  to  super- 
sede the  exclusive  passport  into  his  threshold,  of 
mintls  well  disposed,  and  well  disciplined. 

When  I  again  mention  Dr.  ilehcrden  as  the 
revered  frieiKl  of  his  life,  I  aecredit  Mr.  Wray  as  the 
admsrerof  snperiortalents*,  accompanied,  and  graced 
fay  soperior  virtues.  Though  I  have  seen  personally 
mit  httle  of  that  blessing  to  the  human  race  (for 

such  he  was),  I  saw  enough  to  make  ine  respect  hun 
as  a  roan  .'huve  all  competitors  in  the  ralin,  and 

philosophicai  dignity  of  a  serious,  and  reflecting 

*  it  may  not,  pcih'^]>^ .  Iv  n\  geoeral  known,  tlm^,  in  ibc  "Atht" 
man  I.etters"  fpec  aiui  Aanl^,  p.  33),  (his  at  enmplished,  and 
profouiid  Scholar  lias  written  a  most  in^nious  paper  upon  the  life, 
practice^  and  writings  of  Hippocrates.  It  lias  the  signature  of  E. 
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mind,  improved  by  depth  of  scieace^  and  sofbe&ed 
•  by  the  gentlest  manners. 

Dr.  Johmsm  whimsically  said,  tkai  w»  aiaii  cmid 
be  tm  minutes  with  Burke  under  a  pcnlfaoute^  to 
a  fthower  of  rain,  witboat  finding  him  cot  at  m  gkmi 
in  e«pacilf/.  I  do  not  quite  m  fcr,  nor  think 
it  necessary  for  a  man  of  i»enius  to  be  a  fi  'iant 
in  a  shower  of  rain.  But  I  do  recollect,  besides 
the  fugitive  partii  in  which  1  have  m^t  ait  a  guest 
ifait  venerable  character,  one  happy  night  for  mfl^ 
fa  which  he  aat  ckMe  to  mo  at  the  ffogm/  Hocieiy; 
—As  what  the  reader  then  hid  before  us  waa 
moddeni  uoiiiterestiiif  ,  we  fell  hilo  chat ;  and  I  waa 
never  so  pleased,  or  so  instructed,  in  my  life. 

As  I  am  here  upon  the  topic  of  Mr.  W  ray's  ear* 
liest  friends,  though  i/ou  are  a  IVarburtonian^  I 
must  remind  you  of  Mr.  EdioarJSf  who  wrote  tbo 
Camns  of  Criticism. 

When,  and  wfaene  tbe  iatknacv  be^Mi  botwoea 
them,  I  am  unapprised ;  tfiou^li  I  know  it  wat  a 
cordial  attaclmient,  and  of  lon^  standing.  It  re- 
flected bonour  on  both  of  thmi.  io  say  nothing 
of  Mr,  Edwards,  as  a  keen  satirist,  or  of  his 
critical  acumen  (in  which,  of  their  kind,  he  has 
jMVflr  been  snrpaasedr  peiinpa  never  equaikd),  tm 
afpears  to  have  been  a  moft  amiaUe,  mi  Yirtnooa 
man ;  gentle,  and  afiectionate,  though  fall  of  spirit, 
and  vivacity,  >\hen  challenged  into  tlic  Held.  We 
have  jiome  of  his  Letters  in  tlic  coiTespoadence  of 
that  singular,  but  good  man,  tlie  author  of  Clarissa^ 
who  may  also  be  described  as  aaa  aadahle  hm^ 
wmtrietf  though  of  a  rank,  and  class,  very  unlike  the 
volatile,  and  sprightly  eeoentricitiea  of  alr«  Wrm; 

Tbene-  are  two  Sonnets,  addrmed  bjr  Mr.  Ed^ 

wards,  to  Mr.  Wrav  ;  \\ niun,  as  ail  his  other  S()«* 
nets  vvfrc,  in  a  vein  ot  unafiected  eiegauce,  and  cias«- 
sical  simplicity.  They  mark  the  aflTection,  which 
had  united  them  from  youth  to  age ;  and,  if  I  aupi 
Bot  mistaken^  well  deserre  a  record  wl  your  woiiu 
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"  Weay,  vhoae  dear  friandiiiip  in  tfae.dftwniflg  jciars

He  wm  an  adept  in  the  Jialkm  language,  mi  rea4 
it,  as  be  read  every  Ihing  worth  his  notice,  yn^  % 
nfidity  of  enjoymeot  peculiar  10  bunself,  and  yet 
withoot  prejudice  to  a  moat  accurate  memory.  I 
guess  that  he  could  read  Spdiftsh^  from  circum- 
Jtaiices  that  Will  appear  in  the  seqiiel. 

This  Lord  Morton^  wlio  was  a  most  acu|e,  and 
ibrewd  scholar  in  ika  book  of'  the  worlds  ,aa  isell  a|

Med  his  intioaacy  with  him  to  bis  dettb.  He  feve^ 
a  jest,  tike  his  firiend.

When  Mr.  Wray  took  his  Baclielor's  decree,-  he 
was  fourth  in  the  list;  but  what  powers  he  displayeti 
ill  bis  examinatioo  cannot,  it  aeemst  be  asoertainfldt 
as  there  ia  no  record  of  Unrversity  hQnoars  coo? 
kmd  upon  the  Bachelor  ^  that  period  e$  due 
Us  ownti  a  de§idereium  in  those  days,  which  ia 
now  admirably  filled  up  in  the  police,  if  I  may  us^ 
that  phrase,  of  lite  vary  encouracjement. 

How  lon^  lie  remained  abroad  hetween  1722  and 
17989  ia  not  precisely  ascertainedt  except  by  the  fact 
that  a  cast  in  bioiiae»  by  Pozzo^  wa^.  taken  of  hiip 
profile  ID  lygff,  at  Asm.

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Ibre  he  had  made  himself  a  complete,  and  profound 
triasler  of  it.  An  imprefwion  taken  from  ttm  eest  is 
hung  in  the  Hbrary  at  the  dMHer^-home ;  as  is 
also  m  copy  of  bis  portrait  from  the  original  at 
Queeti^s  College,  Cambridge^  by  Dmce. 

After  his  returti  from  liis  travels,  he  became  a 
Master  of  Arts  in  17^J^,  and  so  distinguished  by  phi- 
losophical attainments,  that  he  was  chosen  a  Fellow 
of  iif»  BogMl  Society  in  March  1 He  resided, 
howofer^  generally  at  Cambridge^  though  emigrate 
iog  oecasiomdly  lo  London^  till  1739  or  174O,  in 
wnieh  ktteryear  (January  1740-41)  he  waselecled 
Fellow  of  the  Antiquaries^  aad  was  more  habitually 
a  resident  in  town. 

Another  prominent  circumstance  in  Mr.  W ray's 
literary  career  is,  that  he  was  appointed  one  of 
the  elected  Trustees  of  the  British  Mueeum  on  its 
fitst  establishment;  a  distingaished  honour  then, 
m  wetl  as 'in  later  periods. 

It  is  from  you  that  I  first  learnt  his  humourous 
forgery  of  an  altar  inscription  at  Rome,  which 
made  very  excellent  Creek,  though  formed  of  Eng- 
lish words  expressed  by  Cireek  letters. 

This  banter  upon  the  Inseription-fanciers  of  the 
day  made,  -  I  dare  say,  a  ver}-  good  lansh  at  their 
cnrpeiioe.  Yon  have  sent  me  the  words,  from  nfac^ 
eioHh  of  them  in  the  Oentlemans  Magazine ;  but, 
as  1  have  not  the  key  to  them,  and  cannot  obtain 
it,  I  Wave  the  insertion  of  them.  Snch  badinage 
was  characteristic  of  his  humour.  It  was  always 
innocent,  like  this. 

In  1737  tfae  second  Eari  ^  Hardwicke,  then 
Mr.  Yerke^  arrived  at  Bmfi  CbUege  in  the  Vni^ 
mreity  cf  CSmnhidge.  His  Tutor  was  Dr.  Salter, 
the  late  Master  of  the  Charter- house,  then  of  that 
College,  and  recom mended  by  JS^/iC^j0  iUati^ri,  to

Mr.  l  orke  had  most  incomparable  talentSj  and 
TOtnet  $  but  be  had  the  deftxst  (and  geoml  socie^ 
were  the  suflbrm)  of  reaerve^  inherent,  and  conaH- 
tiitioiial*  It  was  oftaii  called  prides  and  was  aocomip* 
panied  (as  m  atndioua  men  it  often  ie)  hy  flia  of  alv 
sence.  But  I  have  seen  him  In  coni]Kiny  with  his 
friend,  and  I  never  passed  a  iDore  ealigbtenedj  or 
a  happier  hour. 

By  a  miracle  of  good  fortune,  I  posseta  more  than 
lettera  of  Mr«  Weat  to  his  illustrious  friend,  in 
Ua  own  kand,  entnialed  by  HheEarl  of  Hariwkktt 
to  me.  They  commence  in  1740,  and  are  closed  in 
176^^.  They  are  models  of  epistolary  eloquence: 
wit,  and  learning,  taste,  and  good  sense,  comuiand  his 
pen  by  turns.  There  is  a  kind  of  chastened  famili- 
arity in  them^  which  gives  them  a  peculiar  charmi. 
He  18  never  oppiesaed  by  the  difference  of  rwk,  or  by

sense  of  oMigatkma,  on  die  one 
bandy    guilty  of  nnbeooming  liberties,  on  the  other

From  tbenoe  be-  wmfee  a  Ufoly^  ingemonai  and 
amusing  poem,  in  English  verae,  to  hia  friend  Mr. 
IVollaston  of  Charter- home  Square,  father  to  the 
venerable  Divine  ul  that  name  at  Chiselhurst^  as 
well  ns  to  the  latu  Dr,  Charlton  IVollas'ou,  who 
waa  one  of  the  most  admired  physicians  m  his  day, 
and  ante  of  tliatingoished  eminence,  if  be  had

Mr.  WRAT'a  correspondent,  and  bosom  friena  was 
the  son  of  a  parent  who  would  have  immortalized 
the  name  by  liis  TreaiUe  on  the  Religion  ()/' Aature^ 
if  he  had  left  no  other  children  behind  liitn. 

But  I  do  not  believe,  the  moral,  and  the  literary 
vtorld  ever  contemplated  more  exemplary  worthy 
and  learning  than  have  appeared  in  this  ftmily,  and- 
appear  ill  it  stilL.

It  n)ust  have  been  of  peculiar  advantage  to  Mr.

Wray;  who,  in  addition  to  University  learning,  had 
made  a  foreign  tour,  and  bad  a  taste  tor  the  arts,  enii* 
Teued  by  wit,  good  humour^  and  spirits  hght  as  air. 

It  is  an  amusing  incident,  that  of  the  joint  work 
to  which  1  have  alluded,  the  subject  is  a  lively 
descnptioa  of  thirty  virgin  beauties  purchased  trom 
different  countries  for  the  Kimg  qf'  Persia,  and  a 
picture  of  the  happy  life  that  awaits  daem  under  his 
foof) 

But  one  of  these  Letters  bein^  upon  Vertu^  and 
connected  with  his  taste  for  it,  acquired  in  his  travels, 
I  cannijt  forbear  to  copv  it.  It  will  give  us  a  iavour- 
able  specimen  of  his  genius,  and  style. 

CUmnder  to  Megalbyznsy  from  Athens. 
<^  Thy  5000  daricksj  noble  Satrap^  are  so  far  from 
creating  a  dis^greileable  employment,  that  they  give 
me  occasion  to  improve,  as  well  as  to  indulge  my 
taste  tor  tho^e  curiosities,  which  thoa  dosirest  me  to 
obtain  ;  and  are  at  the  same  time  oi  service  tu  me 
in  my  other,  and  ministerial  capacity,  as  intro- 
^'  ducing  me  to  tlie  acquaintance  of  many  consider 
rable  persons^  aad  as  advancing  ode  to  a  chander^ 
"which  the  greatest  men  here  pursuob  that  of  a 
lover,  and  j  udge  of  those  elegancies. 

Were 
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my  fellofr->lAb(mfer  O/'mHpfm  to  under* 
tijbe  sueh  a  commiwidii,  he  wouM  at  onoe  Iom  the 

Interest,  his  address  has  procured  him  in  the  Lace- 
^  doemonian  adininistnitidn.  Nay,  it  were  well  if 
•*  he  did  not  ^t  t  hiiikselt  expelled  from  that  little 
"  community,  in  which  he  daily  sups  black  broth 

for  his  master's  interest^  and  out-doe»  the  native 
^  Spmrtans  in  bitterneta  i^inst  Aihmum  politeocss^ 

or  Asimiic  mgnifloenoe. 
But  hefe^  whatever  tends  to  improve,  or  to  adorn 

life,  lias  its  due  share  of  reputation.  The  j>encil 
**  of  niy  countryman  Parrhnmus  lias  obtained  for 
"  him  the  right  of  citizenship.    Phidlas's  skill  in 

statuary, and  architecture,  raised  him  so  high  in  the 
^  state,  that  he  was  treated  like  a  pnUie  minister^ 

and  was  impeached  before  the  peopte.  But  thoa 
^  wik  not  wonder  at  any  marks  or  distinctbo  shewn 

to  an  artist  here,  after  thy  adventure  with  Zeuxis 
"  at  Ephesus^  if  tlinu  recollectest  with  how  stately  au 

air  he  rei  cu  thv  visit,  and,  amitUt  all  the  pomp, 
«t  andattendance  of  aPer^iau  Vioeroy,  how  freely  he 

reproved  thy  false  criticism  on  his  works.  To 
^  those  repmofc  inay,  perhaps^  be  doe  the  admirable 

taste,  of  which  thou  art  beooroe  the  master,  and 
"  which,  joined  to  that  liberality,  which  equally  dis- 

tini^uishes  thee,  will  establish  a  school  oP  cki^ance 
"in  the  Bast,  aiul  will  convert  our  atfectatiua  of 

the  costly,  and  the  unnatural,  into  a  love  of  what 
^  is  great,  and  simple.    My  situation  enables  me  to 

assist  this  noble  design,  and  it  is  with  great  plea-

&ther,  toooemng  it  an  aoetteot  theme  of  thie 
Sernmd  vrofriora  ia  the  mBtmer  of  Horuat,  wrote 
perhaps  the  very  best  of  his  Latin  Poems,  to  indulge 

a  iau^^li  at  his  friencrs  cost.  If  this  Poem  had  not 
been  universally  admired  by  those  \\  lio  have  seen  it, 
I  should  not  have  presumed  upon  your  kind  pre- 
judice in  my  Jtavour  to  offer  it,  as  I  am  naturally 
partial  to  the  writer  of  it,  and  should  therefim  dis- 
credit my  own  judgmeiit  with  such  a  bias  upon  it* 

Of  these  too  I  nave  attempted  an  English  imi- 
tation, which,  however,  you  will  not  offend  me  in 
the  least  by  rejecting,  aiul  the  less,  because  I  cannot 
endure  it  myself^  in  comparison  to  the  original.

In  1745  Mr,  Vorke,  as  Teller  o  f  the  Exchequer, 
appointed  Mr.  Wray  his  Dcpnti^  Telley\  and  he 
Continued  in  that  laborious  oiiice  till  1 782.  Here 
was  a  new  theatre  of  his  talents;  and  one  should 
little  have  oonoeived,  that  a  man  qf  brilliaat  wit,  of 
lively  maimess^  a  Plulosopber«  a  deep  Scholar^  lid  a 
manof  Sciencis^  would  have  made  9i%ure  inthalmclie. 
.  But 
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But  it  i<?  a«(rec(l  bv  all  who  were  conversant  with 
him  tbere^  that  his  order,  his  aaetbod,  and  nifc^  bis 
IvmiMiis  predskm^  kis  mcntm  meaioiy)  hit  diligMoe, 
his  reanfinetSi  ttfiipery  ooidiimiimI  of  th6  aAoonpli, 
in  a  word,  his  possession  of  «ll  thtt  was  requifM  of 
him,  were  unexampled. — ^We  must  not  here  forget 
the  energy,  and  spirit  of  his  mind,  oppressed  in  vain 
by  incessant  complaints  upon  his  breath,  and  fits  of 
skbma  which  threatened  his  hfe,— -His  letter  of 
thanks  to  his  Patron  sppews  to  me  a  perfbct  model 
of  its  kind,  and  that  kind  one  of  tke  best  It  is 
manly,  and  afictkmate,  gracekilly  polUiad^  and 
playfully  nattml : — I  cannot  suppress  it.

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II  liad  stood  at  Canons,  near  Uie  DnJce  of 
MarLbot ousli  s  fii^ure.  in  honour  to  his  luilitarv  vie* 
tories.  Being,  1  suppose,  of  tlie  IVhig  faction,  Mr, 
Wray  exerted  himself  to  pot  a  disgrace  upon  this 
jiersonage ;  detected  the  inaccuracy  of  the  title ;  and 
was  confederate  in  a  jiarty  for  the  mMilsion  of  the 
figure.  — His  opposition  failed. — The  fi^re  was 
honoured  by  a  final  decree,  and  she  was  called  Aca* 
dcuiic  Glovi/y  with  a  label  annexed :

fully  gentle,  and  pleasing ;  she  had  a  temper  of  gold, 
a  sound,  and  well-informed  understanding,  a  liigh 
sense  of  honour,  and  a  love  to  her  husbainl,  which 
endeared  her  to  all  Ass  friends. — it  xtmy  be  ao 
amnsine  problem  to  appreciate  the  change  in  the 
habit  or  his  life,  as  her  sole,  and  exclosive  act,  or  as 
the  natural  consequence  of  that  felicity  which  her 
union  with  litiii  inspired. — Adieu  to  the  Lodgings, 
He  took  a  handsome  house  in  town,  first  in  King 
Streety  Covent  Garden^  but  afterwards  in  DeM 
Street,  Soho,  and  another  at  Richmond  — He  be-* 
came  distinguished  for  hospitality,  both  in  town»' 
and  in  the  country;  a  more  social  reception  could' 
not  be  wished,  or  imagined,  than  his  numerous  but 
well-chosen  friends  could  ensure  under  his  roof.  It 
added  that  highest  of  luxuriLs,  f//e  fi-asf  of  reason; 
—  a  manner  playful,  but  a  mind  correct,  and  ster- 
ling, in  Tirtue,  and  wisdom. — 1  have  been  often  his 
puest,  and  was  not  a  little  struck  with  his  religioua 
habit  of  nrayers  at  night,  in  the  very  centre  of  his 
mirth. — ^In  town  he  assembled  men  of  learnino  uid 
sense  at  his  j)ivi  ties;  hut  sprinkled  with  admirers  of 
them,  like  me:  and  he  did  the  honours,  \\ki^  Sir  Josh  iiu 
Hei/tnUds,  with  a  most  engaging  courtesy.

But,  with  all  its  delects,  the  History  which  he  baa 
written,  will  iiiiaiortalize  him ;  and  be  was  a  ^mt 
nan.  If  it  was  only  for  his  aniowted  portrait  of 
that  Anp^el,  Queen  Mary^  I  rfiouM  admiie  the 
painter,  and  love  the  man.  Time  has  developed  her 
character,  and  there  is  no  par  illel  to  it.  '1  ne  title 
of  Hardii'icke,  and  tlie  inheritance  of  the  land,  is 
now  in  his  nephew  Philip y  Mr,  Chat  Ivs  Yorkes 
only  Jon  by  his  first  marriage.  A  sense  of  gratitude 
is  very  innportanate ;  but  I  fear  to  say  all  that  I 
think,  and  feel,  of  honour  to  him.  He  won  the 
hearts  of  the  Irifth;  and  I  know  from  powerful  evi« 
dence,  that  in  p  jlitical  arithmetic  he  lias  no  supe- 
rior. T}j)on  tliat  critical  subject  of  the  Corn  he  has 
uniformly  disiiiii^uished  liis  knowledge,  and  wisdom. 
In  domestic  life  he  is  the  most  amiable  of  men.  To 
all  the  world  unassuming,  and  courteous.  To  ibis 
panegyrie,  which  is  to  he  fonnd  in  the  hearts  ol  alt 
who  know  him,  accedat  mea  vox. 

When  Mr.  Wk  \v  wrote  the  folIowinGj  Inscriplioii, 
I  have  noL  ascertai  it  <1  *.  Short  as  it  is,  it  makes  me 
lament  that  so  lively  a  vein  has  been  so  negligent 
of  its  treasures.

Mr.  Wray  to  the  celebrated  collector.  Dr.  Birch. 

In  a  Postscript  of  thejirsi^  which  is  dated  Queeri^ 
OdlesCy  Cambridge,  24  Sept.  1738,  it  appears,  that 
Mr,  Wray  was  then  intimate  with  Dr,  Middleton 
and  Dr.  Heherden — wh.it  lie  savs  of  the  latter  is 
characteribtic  o!  liis  jKirtfality  for  Ins  frieuds^  and  ot* 
his  graceful  turn  in  the  expression  of  it : 

"  Dr.  Middleton  sends  you  his  best  wishes ;  and 
*^  so  does  Dr.  Heberden^  but  thinks  you  may  have 

perhaps  forgotten  him. — If  you  have,  lam  Mrrjf 
«/or  yoii.- 

In  tlie  second  Letter,  dated  5  Oct.  1738,  are  two 
Of  thr^  features  ef  his  livi  Iv  character,  and  wit : 
"  We  have,  you  must  know,  a  kind  of  conven^ 
fh'le  here,  a  faint  imitation  of  the  Establiahed 
"  Church  in  Henrietta  Street.   To  give  yoa  some 
**  idea  of  its  proportion,  I  reckon  myself  to  fill  the 
^  lame  place  in  one,  that  you  fill  in  the  othen 
^  I  doubt,  however,  with  all  my  fluency  of  speech, 
u  iiether  J  shall  he  able  to  sujjport  this  personage 
long,  finding  the  matei  ials  decrease  every  day  ;  so 
"that,  unless  you  now  and  then  supply  nie  with  a 
cargo,  such  as  that  which  you  lately  gave  to  us,  the 
entertainment  will  be  incomplete,  as  wanting  one 
^  of  its  principal  characters"  I  had  like  to  have  said 
^  the  Harlequin  of  the  piece  f 

As  it  should  seem,  there  is  a  double  sense,  and  a 
very  admirable  conceit,  in  this  image  of  the  Har^ 
lequhi.      It  points  at  the  vivacity  of  his  friend's 

character,  but  it  also  marks,  by  the  patc/hwork  of 

hi« 
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his  habit,  the  miscellaneous,  and  pieball'd  acr^.n'si- 
tious  of  Dr.  Birch,  who  w  as  a  collector  of  '*  shreds 
and  patches*^  in  every  anti<]u:irian  wanlrobe. 

There  is  in  the  same  Letter  a  very  curious  /m- 
primaiur  by  Caryl,  dated  ^5  Jan.  16485  to  Cokmel 
Tkhbame's  Cluster  of  Canaan* s  Orapes : 
Imprifnaiur. 

I  have  delightfully  looked  upon  these  Clusfers 
of'  Canacui's  Grapes;'  and  have  liel])efi  thtin  to  the 
press ^  that  they  may  be  Wine  for  common 
drinking. 

I  only  minde  the  reader,  that  these  grapes  yield 
the  new  Wine  of  the  Gospel.  Let  him  take  heed; 

he  puts  it  not  into  the  old  bottles  of  envy,  or  of 
maliee,  of  prejudice,  or  contempt.  If  he  doe,  his 
"  bottle  will  break;  and  ihough  the  Wine,  because  it 
is  saving  Wine^  cannot  but  be  safe,  yet  himself  will 
^  be  8  loser ;  yea,  in  danger  to  be  lost:  whereas  hia 
^  profit,  and  salvation  are,  I  believe,  on  this  side  tihe 
"  glory  of  God,  the  highest  lend  of  the  Author  in  this

'  In  mt  letter  is  one  of  m  tbouarad  proob,  that  few' 
muk  quoted  LffKn  poetry  better.    His  wondnrfal 

memory  enabled  him,  and  in  a  manner  compelled 
him,  to  illustrate  his  thoughts  by  tliose  versions  of 
thern  into  similar  images  familiar  to  the  be^t  writers 
of  the  Augustan  age.  lie  describes  BareiUs  ac*

His  critique  upon  the  Statue  is  very  just.  Those

In  one  of  his  earliest  effusions  to  his  friend,  there, 
is  a  very  judicious  hint  at  the  partiality  of  that  fasci- 
nating Hiiitorian  JJr,  Middktoti  (to  whom  he  often 
alludes  in  the  sequel )  for  his  hero.  Many  other  parts 
of  tbia  letter  recommend  it  very  much ;  and  amongst 
Ifaem  a  polisHed,  but  zealous  affection  to  his  friend^ 
which  pervades  the  tenor  of  his  correspondence  with 
hitn.  it  contains  a  portrait  of  liis  manner  in  con-

Mress  enough  apon  one  tinqnestioned  primnoe  in 
wiif  diough  be  has  named  it^ — that  of  troii;^;  m 
which  the  antient  Orators,  Poets,  and  Sage^,  took 
peculiar  tleligbt^  and  marked  peculiar  talent. 

Prhf^s  reproof  to  a  conceited  Frenchman^  who 
sung  the  airs  himself  at  an  Opera,  will  give  a  neat, 
and  &miUar  example  of  it. .  The  performer,  and  this 
amateur^  one  of  the  company  in  the  hoxes  near 
ftioTy  were  singing  the  same  air  at  the  same  time. 
Pr/or  hissed  the  singer  professed,  and  his  neiirhbonr 
expressed  a  good  deal  of  surprize.  Prior  hissed  on, 
till  he  was  oalled  upon  to  explain  himself.  "  Curse 
^  the  fellow,''  said  he,  for  being  so  loud,  that  I  could 
^  not  bear  jfou  so  distinctly  as  1  wished.**

Of  this  kind  was  tbe  enchnnting,  and  tha  oolqiuI 
ti»#  of  Socratei,  or.  the  rich,  and  gkmng,  but  eqiiaUy 
ehule^  ind  moral  ran  of  the  unmortal  AdJimm, 

who  is  equally  above  all  competitors  in  his  religious 
papers,  and  in  his  mock-heroic  style  ot  c^rave  liu- 
mour, — ^in  his  moralizing  paj>er  on  lJ^e\f minster 
Abbey,  and  in  that  which  convulses  the  reader  with 
laughter  by  the  simplicitief  of  bis  dramatio  finend 
ike  Kmghi  in  the  veiy  flame  place. 

T  am  not  absurd  enough  tn  elevate  my  hero  into 
the  fame  of  men  like  thes^;  but  I  ma^,  .without  inor- 
dinate partiality  for  him,  accredit  him  to  the  world 

as  a  man  who  possessed  a  comic  vein,  u  philosophi- 
cal taste,  a  fund  of  learning,  and  science,  a  polished 
grace  of  style^  a  religious  morality  of  life,  and  a 
flocial  temper,  which  made  bim  the  delight  of  his 
ftfends —afku  enemies  I  never  hard. 


It  may  ap|)ear,  at  the  first  glance  of  it,  a  para- 
dox,  but  I  believe  it  will  be  found  correct^  when  it 
is  analysed,  and  compared  with  experienoe,  lo  say, 
'  that  nothing  is  more  difficult,  than  to  give  the 

portrait  ot"  a  siji^ular  ujan  ;  I  uieau  llie  featureff, 
and  die  countenance  of  his  mind. 

It  may  be  thought  upon.tUeJooUug  of  analogy  to 
paintcir's  canvas,  that  a  singular  mind  is  ttie  more 
easily  ckught»  like  a  singular  Jlace^  But  die  parallel 
n  not  juit,  in  my  opinion ;  for  the  singular  mind  h 
inseparable  from  little  stroke^  uf  cliaracter,  vvhicli 
must  be  seen  to  he  Jelt, 

The  look,  the  air,  the  form,  the  gesture,  all  the 
lights^  and  the  ahadei,  which  oonatatute  the  efiiact^ 
riode  every  power  to  dsaeribe  it,  so  as  to  make  it  m 
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But  the  difficulty  if  heightened,  when  the  fiieul- 
tiei,  and  the  btbito  are  so  varied,  as  to  make  thai 
leiy  cireomstafioe  an  appropriate  character  in  itself. 

I  shall  only  attempt  a  faint  impressioo  of  a  de^ 
forimentj  and  of  a  manner  the  most  ortginal  that  I 

ever  knew. 

Mr.  Wrat  had  a  vivacity,  and  laughing  air, 
half  ludicrous,  yet  exciting  no  ridicule,  and  border- 
ing upon  Il'viL>  ,  but  never  too  near  it — more  juve- 
nile at  least  than  his  a^e,  ever  since  1  knew  him  first 
(and  then  be  was  not  young) ;  but  in  tbi»  comic 
vein  he  was  never  coarse,  or  ill-bred ;  was  never  too 
free^  and  was  never  ill-natured.  He  was  blessed 
with  a  power  to  make  mstructim  pleasant ^  which 
uo  colours  can  reach. 

I  have  known  men  of  distii^iahed  parts,  and  wi^ 

who  seem  to  have  got  by  heart  a  whole  string  of  Epi- 
grams in  prose,  and  butm  viots,  to  be  let  off  in  the 
course  oi  the  day. 

Shakespeare,  who  was  at  home  in  every  hunrian 
character,  and  walked  in  every  path  of  it,  says  of  those 
aieo,  as  represented  by  one  of  his  dramatic  figures, 
"  This  fellow  picks  up  wit,  as  pigeons  pease^ 
**  And  utters  u  again  as  Jove  doth  please.'' 

Horace  describes  the  jester  of  his  day  : 

"  faeeieSf 

^Qal  eapiai  risus  bomiaam,  fanwmqae  dicacis.'*. 

Mr.  Weat  had  no  such  ambition ;  he  was  above 

it:  all  his  whims  of  thought,  fancy,  or  expression, 
were  not  oiilv  liis  own,  but  were  prompted  by  the 
casual  impulse  of  the  moment.  He  liad  a  right  even 
to  be  as  dull  as  he  was  brilliant,  from  bis  perfect 
indifference  to  the  effect  of  all  that  he  said,  except 
tbat  he  was  happy  in  oommunioatiDg  pleasure  to 
those  around  him. 

In 
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In  general  society  he  had  no  imperious  air  of  the  - 
pedant,  or  tuppLrles  of  taste.    He  had  no  oracles  to 
deliver;  no     Utile  Senate  for  his     laws;'  but 

spared  his  own  strength*/"  in  wisdonii  or  in  wit. 
He  had  a  li^ht,  and  nmiliar  note,  that  made  its 
party  good  with  boys,  and  girls.  He  rather  said  in 
a  lively,  and  comic  ^^t)  le  ulmt  carried  die  weight  of 
a  powerful  intellect,  tbaa  what  are  foolishly  called 
<f  good  thif^gs.** 

I  ran  remember  a  thousand  bons  mots  of  those 
wits  professed,  Chesterfield^  Horace  IValpole^  and 
Selwyn.  Of  Wray,  I  recollect  none:  and  it  ia 
not  because  they  did  not  exist ;  it  is  because  they 
were  melted  into  something  better,  and  superior.

Though  in 
such  a  copious  detail  I  may  be  accused  of  an  over- 
whelming prohxity,  I  can  assure  my  Headers,  that 
I  hate  b^n  upon  my  guard  in  merqr  to  them,  have 
suspected  my  own  prepossessions,  and  have  sup- 
pressed, with  pain  of  self-denial,  many  interesting 
relicks  of  his  genius,  and  virtue. 

Letters^  in  the  usual  intercourse  of  life,  are  falla- 
cies, if  they  are  called  in,  as  proving  either  characters, 
cr  opinions.  But  the  Letters  now  befave  ns,  like 
those  of,  Jlilli/  to  Atticui,  or  of  Gray,  and  Gmper, 
are  like  soliloqaies  overheard,  and  make  the  writer 
breathe  hi  liis  posthumous  image.

relatmg  to  himself  and  Family*. 

TU£  following  memoirs,  or  commentaries,  al- 
ibcNigb  not  void  of  some  surprising  events^  and  such  ' 
tons  of  fortone  as  in  a  great  family  might  far- 

wki  materials  for  history,  yet  relating  to  obscure 
persons,  and  being  intended  only  for  private  use, 
are  compiled  as  it  were  in  haste,  and  with  that  ne- 
gligenee  which  becomes  the  lowness  of  the  sabjeet. 
But,  however,  so  fiir  as  I  can  remember,  tb^  con- 
4mi  nothing  hat  what  I  have  either  known  myself, 
or  have  heard  from  them  that  I  thought  I  had  reason 
to  believe.  If  it  shall  please  (jod  to  pioloncr  riiy 
life,  perhaps  1  may  revise  them.  The  design  of 
tbem  is,  to  preserve  the  memory  of  some  passages 
wbieh  must  otherwise  perish  inevitably;  to  rectify 
Mie  misrepresentations,  that  owe  tiieir  originar 
only  to  ill-natured  divinations  concerning  a  fiimily 
that  never  much  appeared  to  vindicate  itself,  or  to 
tnvy,  or  that  delight  which  mankind  6nds  in  mak- 
inj^  stories  and  doing  mischief ;  to  transmit  to  my 
daidreii  an  idea  of  their  parentage,  that  in  some 
aiessmne  they  may  know^  not  only  whence  tbey  are, 
but  also  what  have  been  the  circumstances,  the  ad- 
ventures, the  successes,  or  mortifications,  of  their  an- 
cestors; and  lastly,  that  this  humble  domestic  monu- 
inent  may  testifymysenseof  God's  providence, which, 
by  bow  mudi  the  more  mconsiderable  I  an^  is  by 
to  moch  the  more  strongly  proved  to  be  particalar. 

At  Trescot,  in  the  parish  of  Tettennall,  near 
Wohrerhaiupton,  in  Staifordshire,  lived  lately  one

Thomas' 
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Thomas  Wollaslon,  a  plain  man,  but  one  that 
seemed  to  have  good  sense,  and  a  well-conditioned 
estate,  chough  not  great*  From  him  1  bad  a  ge- 
imlofiry  of  the  Wollastdna*.  He  shewed  me  more* 
ofviideedof  entail,  dated  in  the  reign  of  Edwaid  IV* 
by  which  William  lordof  Perton  settled  ujion  ^Vll  1  iam 
(the  first  man  I  suppose  in  the  genealogy)  son  of 
Aiane^  heretofore  lord  of  Oveffton«  all  the  posses- 
sioiis  which  Miebaei  of  Tresoot  heretofove  hidd  ia 
Ttmoot;  and  two  other  deeds  belong  ing  to  the&miljr, 
without  date,  and  in  the  judgenifnt  of  Sir  William 
Du^dale  of  great  antiquity,  by  which  it  appeva 
the  family  is  aotien^  and  has  been  consMteahle. 

William  of  Perto  my  g^aodfiitber's  grand&theTf 
led  a  country  lifie,  with  the  repmlation  w  a  very  ho- 
nest man^  and,  as  it  seems,  not  altogether  without 
success.  He  bound  my  great-grandfather  [Henry] 
appreotioe  toa  wooUeo-draper  in  London,  which  trade 
m  those  tiiacs  was  one  of  the  best  Sir  Joha  Wot- 
laston  was  son  of  his  third  son ,  younger  brother  to  aa^ 
great-grandfather  (a  man  too  well  known  perhaps  in 
the  civil  wars) ;  and  it  is  said  they  all  livtd  well. 

When  his  son  Henry  came  out^f  bis  apprentice- 
shjp^  ha  went  to  his  fiiibar^  to  know  what  ha  would 
plaase  to  give  him  in  order  to  his  setting-up.  His 
ther  told  him,  that  he  had  other  children  (for,  be- 
side Richard  and  Edward  mentioned  in  the  genealo- 
gy he  bad  a  daughter)  i  and^  by  the  condition  and 
manner  of  his  hk,  it  could  not  ba  ttqiccted  that  tia 
riMmld  ha^  acconsnlaiiBd  wealth;  bat,  if  aoo  aisrki 

would  do  him  any  service,  he  had  so  much  by  him, 
and  would  freely  give  it."  Upon  which  tlie  soa 
repU^,  that  that  sum  would  not  set  up  a  wooUpaf 
dia|icri  tbattherafoia  he  desired  his  lather  wonld 
heap  it,  and  nsaka  mach  of  himself  with  it;  and 

fa  him,  he  doubted  not  but  that  he  might,  with 
some  |)atience  and  application^  find  means  to  ad*

niice  himself/*    At  his  returu  to  London,  knowing* 
m  way  to  adYameoieat  was  fay  humility,  be  served 
his  roaster  as  a  journey aaan;  aiid,  bftving  behaved 
hiMnlfaiwaya  wail,  bis  master  finroored  him  wMi 
tk»  pmhfa  of  taking  some  odd  tbingn  into  ilk/t 
shop  far  liiuiscU,  such  as  the  master  did  not  sell 
(so  I  understand  the  story).    Whatever  he  got, 
be  still  added  it  to  his  little  separate  stock ;  tiliat 
length  be  bmnd  himaeif  dbk  to  take  a  abo|>fer  bim- 
wii,  lie.   He  attained  to  a  great  age;  and  it  ma  he, 
if  I  mistake  net,  that  was  t)2  years  old  when  he  died/ 
He  always  traded  in  a  way  that  was  plain,  ho- 
nest, punctual ;  TLiised  a  fair  estate,  and  such  as  it 
would  be  almost  impossible  to  rai^  by  the  like 
methods  in  these  timea.   Though  he  studiously  de- 
dioed  pttbiie  offiees,  and  paftienkiTljr  those  et  the 
City,  be  bad  nevertfadesa  in  all  the  Mm  of  it  a  great 
deference  paid  to  him,  upon  tlit  score  of  his  great 
wisdom  and  ])robity;  aad  at  List  died  in  a  very  re- 
aiarksble  iBanner:  his  servant  calling  him  in  to 
dumer,  be  ordeved,  that  the  rest  of  the  family  should 
m  down  vkhont  faun,  and  that  Will  bis  eldest  son 
iboaU  eotne  to  him.  WilHam  his  son  eane;  he  , 
proposed  that  they  two,  according  to  the  fashion  of 
devotion  iu  those  days,  should  sing  a  Psalm  tojjjether. 
What  presages  good  men  may  have  before  death  I 
hM>w  not;  but  on  this  Fsafan  he  chose  to  lay  out 
his  last  breath ;  for  in  the  middle  erf*  it  he  expired 
iihischafar.  Hefaad  two  wifes;  andby  tfaefinrmer 
<idMm  two  sons,  William  of  Shenton  and  my  grand- 
fethcr  J  by  the  latter,  Justice. Wollaston,  of  Width nm- 
tbbey.    To  this  youngest  son,  it  is  said,  he  left  ()00/. 

unman i  but  they  of  that  branch  soon  feU  to* 
daaobhiaig  ikmt  fortune,  and  have  now,  somo 
ytaaismoe,  eompletad  therufaaof  itpaftd  as  to  hia 
oAar  two  sons  the  tradition  stands*  thus:  the  eMer 
of  them,  WiUiam,  having  in  his  younger  years  dis* 
oWiojed  his  fatlier  by  some  extravagance,  and  by 
■tanyiag  witbeiil  bia  oonsenty  was  intended  to  be 

disiobeiited ;

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disinherited;  that  is,  his  fLither  had  in  his  will  gi- 
vea  the  rest  of  his  estates,  above  what  his  youiigfest 
aon  had,  to  my  grandfather,  leavin;^  to  his  eldest 
only  an  anmiity  for  life  of  lOoL  But  it  seems  his 
mm  William  at  length  refom^;  and,  that  mfedy* 
ing,  married  another,  to  hit  fcther^s  tatirfaction. 
Upon  this  his  father,  not  long  hefore  his  death,  de- 
termined also  to  reform  his  will,  and  to  leave  his 
eldest  son  as  mucli  or  more  than  he  should  leave 
my  grandfather.  A  will  was  just  drawn  up  to  this 
purpoee,  when  he  died  as  before  is  said ;  bat  notbiag 
more  was  done  to  it;  so  after  his  death  two  wills 
were  found ;  one,  in  which  Thomas  was  heir,  regu- 
larly signed  and  sealed  ;  another,  in  favour  of  Wil- 
liam, neither  sealed  nor  signed,  thoii^h  (I  think) 
written  with  my  great-graod&ither's  own  liand. 

William,  who  bad  not  more  wit  than  Thomas,  bat 
(as  appeared  afterwards)  abundantly  more  wisdom, 
notwitWamfing  his  youthful  inadrerleneies,  applied 
himself  immediately  to  his  hrother  upon  the  point 
of  equity  and  (kitv  to  their  father.  He  represented 
to  him  "  that,  some  usual  formalities  in  law  were  in- 
deed wanting  in  thb  latter  testament;  but  that  it 
was  neiyertheless  manifestly  the  true  will,  t. 
true  meaning  and  design  of  their  latiber ;  for  their 
fiither^s  hand  was  well  known,  and  so  was 

the  Me 

reconciliation,  and  the  regard  their  father  had  for 
him  since  that  time  as  his  eldest  son,  &c."  This  (or 
som^Jiing  piobaUy  to  this  purpose)  had 
eftct  on  my  grandfather,  who  was  a  jpod^natured 
man,  and  infirm  withal  in  his  vesolntionsy  ths^ 
agreed  to  stand  by  the  latter  unfinished  will,  uppO 
condition  that  his  brotlier  Wdliam  should  pay  wUt 
lOOO/.  It  seems  as  if  he  had  something  ot  that 
tamper  that  appeared  in  great  measure  in  ^^^^^^ 
of  his  poster!^,  by  which  for  present  money  th^ 
would  part  with  mtnre  advantages  to  a  great  dis* 
proportion.  For  a  further  proof  of  his  easineai*  he 
took  no  bond  or  other  writing  of  liis  brother  ^^^^^ 
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lOOO/.  preraming  poBsibly  upon  hU  brother's  Justice 
and  ingenuity  in  return  to  the  late  great  instance  of 
his  compliance  and  kindness  to  hioi.  When  my 
grandfather  went  afterward  for  his  monev,  his  bio* 
ther  asked  whtt  be  had  fo  shew  for  it.  My  grand* 
fclher  made  what  answer  he  could  under  such  a  sur- 
prize :  but,  in  short,  could  get  none  of  it.  Here- 
upon my  grandfather  exhibited  liis  complaint  m 
Chancery ;  but  at  l^st  he  only  recovered  400/.  and 
I  that  with  charge  and  trouble,  no  doubt.  Whether 
my  great^uncle,  this  William,  foresaw  that  he  could 

keep  the  money  to  bettei-  purpose  for  his  brother 
than  he  could  pay  it  to  Inni,  and  so  intrenched  a 
little  more  upon  common  justice  than  be  was  wont 
to  do,  or  whether  he  had  auy  other  reason  for  what 
he  did,  I  have  not  heard;  but  the  event  wonderfully 

justified  Ills  conduct:  for,  as  if  the  two  brothers 
bad  now  interchancj^ed  their  humours,  the  elder  by 
thriftiness  and  good  management  improved  what  he 
had,  and  from  it  mised  uie  estate  which  my  late 
eoasin  left  to  me,  and  which  for  a  great  while  has 
been  the  support  of  the  family ;  whereas  my  grand- 
fiither  diminished  his  share  by  claret  and  negligence, 
till  nothing  remained ;  only  a  small  parcel  of  land, 
which  (as  1  take  it)  had  been  seized  by  some  act  of 
the  Star^hamber,  reverted  to  him  unexpectedly ; 
aod  this  helped  afterward  to  do  a  seasonable  piece  of. 
service  to  my  father  and  me,  &c. 

I  Here  1  cannot  but  adore  the  Divine  Providence 
when  I  consider  how  near  to  rain  the  fiunily  was. 
If  my  great-grandfather  had  not  made  that  imper^ 

I  feet  wil  I,  or  if  my  grandfather  had  inflexibly  adhered 
tu  ihe  other,  the  whole  had  been  spent  as  the  part 
was.  My  grandfather*s  easiness,  in  which  lay  our 
dnifierj  saved  us ;  and  that  severity  in  my  great* 
mSto  towaids  his^  brotbarj .  which  peojde  then 
'  Uamed,  we  now  enjoy. 

My  great-uncle,  this  William,  lived  once  at  On- 
so^tialU  near  Stafford;  but,  after  he  bad  purchased 

the 
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ijb&  fmnot  of  Sbenton  hi  Leic^er^rei  he  macle  ttM 
Ms  seat,  and  Itred  there  reci redlv.   He  seems  to  have 

been  a  very  considerate  niiiii,  and  no  discredit  to  a 
wise  fatlier.  Something  harsh  indeed  he  was  rcck- 
mied  to  his  brother,  which  has  been  hinted  already^ 
'  as  will  app^r  further  in  the  sequel  of  this  narration, 
Md  indeed  is  not  to  be  exeiised  perfectly.  But 

some  abatement  perhaps  he  may  deserve  in  this  ar- 
ticle, upon  tlie  score  of  his  brother's  indiscretions, 
that  mi^ht  clieck  his  affection,  and  of  that  prefer- 
ence which  his  fiither  had  once  given  him  in  his 
will,  probably  never  quite  forgotten.  He  was  cele- 
brated for  being^  a  good  landlord  ;  and  commonly, 
after  he  had  boup;ht  an  estate,  lowered  the  rents. 
As  bis  lot  tell  in  troublesome  times,  and  be  was 
tsteemed  a  Cavalier,  according  to  the  phrase  of  the 
mil  wars,  dedmations,  and  I  know  not  what  els^ 

were  many  times  threatened.  This  drove  him  into 
greater  concealments,  either  at  London,  or  wherever 
he  could  find  his  satety  a,nd  convenience ;  and  I  ve- 
rily think  those  peisecutions  and  flights  helped  to 
raise  his  estate,  whilst  he  was  oft  under  a  nec^^^ 
of  Hving  meanly,  in  order  to  disguise  himself.  He 
died  in  l66j,  or  ih^jrealjout,  aged  86  years.  To  my 
grandfather,  and  every  one  of  his  children,  he  be- 
queathed small  annuities  for  their  lives ;  to  four  wo- 
'  men  servants  lool.  a  year  apiece  (which  thiog 
has  not  passed  without  observation) ;  some  legacies 
to  others  ;  and  the  rest  all  to  his  only  surviving 
child  William,  whose  name  I  would  always  be 
understood  to  mention  with  the  gteatest  respect* 
He  entailed  the  estate,  after  the  decease  of  his  son, 
upon  the  heirs  male  of  his  body ;  and  in  the  default  of 
such  issue,  then  part  of  it  upon  my  uncle  Thomas, 
and  the  other  part  upon  my  father,  and  the  heirs 
male  of  thatr  bodiei^  &c  Only,  in  diis  case,  the 
two  daughters  of  my  cousb,  who  were  then  all  the 
children  he  had  living,  were  to  have  10,000t 

apiece  raised  for  tbem  out  of  it;  whence,  by  ths 

way, 
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way,  it  appears  that  the  estate  firofld  the  b^Duing 
vas  never  intended  for  them. 

To  return  now  to  my  grandfather :  I  never  certainly 
knew  n^isl  etMe  bis  father  left  him,  but  an  ettOt 
lit  hMit  part  of  whicb  ww  at  AbbotVLangley  m 
Hertfefdahife,  wbero  he  had  a  teal^  kept  bis  coach 

even  in  those  days,  and  lived  very  handsomely;  then 
hii»  father  left  a  large  personal  estate,  to  his  share  of 
which  at  least  he  was  entitled.  Besides  this  be  had 
tR  officei  whi€b  he  n^leeted»  and  at  laafcaolA  much 
aadar  tfaa  valiit*  The  geodaman  wha  bought  it 
WM^^^snl*iftst ^MKttttt^viiXm  And havm^boen  hfadi 

first  in  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  and  then 
to  the  Law  in  one  of  the  Inns  of  Court,  he  might 
have  made  an  additional  fortune,  gotten  somediing^ 
to  be  sure,  from  that  fiditealion  and  hkownindustiy. 
kX  leaat,  bf  keening  humalf  honailly  aniplMi^ 
aad  aairing  what  m  had,  ha  might  have  gi^  maa 
himself  just  as  much  as  he  spent;  but  he  contracted 
a  habit  of  drinkiug,  and  fell  into  company,  that  not 
only  kept  him  from  his  office  and  other  buainesiy 
bat  aba  apungad  upon  hhttf  and  hdpad  htaa  toaoii» 
aaoia  whiU  heooiila  hava  aanljr  oooamnad  wttfasail 
ha^*  I  ha^eaaaiaBiaeaatMit,  aacidsrtaHy  ppewfw^ 
of  abo^e  1400/.  which  he  paid  for  one  man,  that 
had  no  other  title  to  his  kindness  but  what  was  ac- 
quired over  the  bottle,  and  by  being  his  companion. 
Thk  ought  to  have  baaa  a  warning  to  all  his  posla^ 
ri^,  not  to  engage  themselves  irithnaaJj»  fiattarmg, 
hwdinna  ftHcum^  nor  indaadiaany gangs  alall;  but 
lo  give  thdr  time  to  their  proper  buatness,  and  onl  j 
to  divert  when  and  where  diversion  is  seasonable  and 
lafe.  Beside,  there  are  dangers  in  drinking,  from  a 
man  $  pwa  benta  and  inadvertmniasj  of  whiahhaafc 
fords  an  inalanee  in  this  following  sloiy:  One  time^ 
m  lha  fttaadooi  of  ivine,  he  s^n  aoae  wvapda  that 
rendered  him  obnoxious  to  the  then  Government ;  ibr 
this  he  was  forced  to  abscond,  and  at  length  fled  into 
Intaad;  and,  lost  hta  estate  ahouU  be  seiied,  he 

flsade 
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tnade  over  that  to  his  brother,  eitlit-r  having  tur^ot 
the  busioesi  of  tbe  ]  OOO/.  or  not  knowing  whom  else 
tnut|  or  perfaftpi  by  this  time  foreseeing  that  he 
might  ataml  in  need  of  bis  brothel's  kii^nesB  in 
other  matters  hereafter ;  for  I  suppose  he  had  no- 
thing left  but  what  lav  at  Lan^lev,  ami  not  all  tliat 
neither.  How  uiiai  countable  are  the  depths  of  Pro- 
irideiioe !  This  estate,  which|  though  a  remainder 
«fbr  many  sabtiMtions,  was  still  considenibie,  mf 
nncle  would  never  restore  to  him  again;  but,  instead 
of  that,  sold  it.  I  never  heard  that  the  money  re- 
ceived for  it  went  toward  the  purchase  of  Finbo- 
fOQgh.  This  seemed  bard  then  i  but  I  fancy  mf 
great^ncle  intended  to  get  what  be  eould  from  hinii 
that  it  might  be  as  it  were  a  treasure  or  reserve  ia 
his  hands  I'or  the  future  support  of  inv  <;randfather*s 
family;  and  thus  my  grandfather,  having  sunk  his 
patrimony,  depended  for  the  rest  of  his  life  mostly 
upon  bis  brother,  was  forced  to  ibift  bis  babitatkMi 
and  at  length  settled  fora  considerable  time  in  a  pait 
of  his  brother's  house  atOncott,  w  here  he  continued 
"to  the  year  16649  as  I  remember.  My  grandfuilu  r 
had  two  wives  s  the  former  was  an  heiress,  and  had 
MOJL  wr  OMiMi;  sbe  bore  bim  a  son»  who  died 
•oon  afier  the  birtfi,  as  did  the  mother  also.  This 
200/.  per  annum  be  might  have  held  during  his  life, 
the  child  being  born  alive;  but,  agreeably  to  him- 
aalf,  be  returned  it  to  his  wife's  relations.  The  other, 
my  grandoiotfaer,  was  daughter  of  sir  Geoige  AU 
dncb,  and  an  aocomplisb^  fine  woman,  fkxm 
not  what  portion  lie  had  with  her;  but  no  doubt  it 
made  an  addition  to  his  estate,  fit  to  have  been  men- 
tioned above^  among  the  other  parts  of  it  His  el- 
dest son  George  attmded  his  cousin  Henfy  of  Sben- 
ton  to  Boswortb  sehool  in  Leiccslcrshtre,  ud  tnm 

thence  to  Trinity  College  in  Cambridge,  being  (as  I 

apprehend  the  story)  a  kind  ot  sizar  to  him.  ^ 

soon  had  my  grandfather  made  an  end  of  what  his 

provident  famr  bwl  bora  longer  in  gatlii^  fiir  faiffil 
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George,  hmoglow  m  Ui& ciruuiustances,  not  well  nmd 
kf  bit  oooMo,  ttui  iDi$repreinU]Bd  to  bis  uacle,  in  % 
toftof  detpair,  mmt  into  the  Low  Conntriet,  mad 

there  listed  himself  fur  a  soldier  ;  but,  soon  finding 
the  military  lite  t]l^a^reeabIe,  he  sought  by  all  means 
poMible  to  get  a  release  from  it.  1  have  seen  some 
rseknctioijr  letters  to  his  frtber  upon  tbat  iub)ect> 
WtitC  becBmn  of  him  is  not  certainly  kndvm.  Mf 
conjecture  is,  that,  bein^  a  good  scholar,  and  likely 
to  make  a  crtiditabie  proselyte  to  the  Church  of 

Rome,  he  was  prevailed  upon  to  change  his  leligion 
bt  his  ttbei^y  and  was  taken  into  some  dP  the  wth 
■iaaries  ebroM.  And,  that  this  conjeetnie  ma3r  not 

flcem  ;ili<igrether  fc^rouiiiile«s,  I  was  told  in  the  reipi  of 
king  James  11.  by  a  nuaister  in  W  ni  cestershire,  not 
inr.froin  Droitwich,  who  seemed  to  be  a  grave  and 
ondiUe  person^  and  was  a  stranger  to  me  and  my 
inrily,  that  a  Uttie  while  before  toefe  had  been  at  a 
gentleman's  house  in  this  parish  a  Jesuit  (I  think  he 
called  him  Provincial  ot  tlie  Jesuits)  whose  name 
aras  fVoUmtom*  He  wid,  he  had  been  several  times 
ia  bis  eompany,  and  inquired  whether  1  wis  rebted 
ts  him,  &c.  Being  ferf  solicitons  to  know  bis  Cbris^ 
tiau  aanie,  age,  and  country,  he  told  me  his  name 
was  George^  his  age  about  70  (as  he  guessed),  and 
U&  countsy  X<efee<<criAire,  ali  ivhich  circumstances 
esaid  scarce  meat  in  any  otber«  1  heard  also  after* 
Hard  that  there  had  been  at  St.  Jameses  a  Frorincial 
of  the  Jesuits  of  that  name,  hut  that  he  di(^d  soon 
after  his  commg  over.  I  can  say  nolhmg  po&itively 
sf  him.    He  is  lost  to  all  bis  lebtions. 

My  teher,  b^ng  the  youngest  child»  was  bom  in 
fte  eclipse     all  ni\  grandfiither's  prosperity ;  and 

therefore  harl  lutle  iiiore  eduealiuu  than  w  hat  might 
quality  ium  tor  a  trade:  that  of  a  woollen-draper 
nis  dhoseO)  and  he  wks  sent  up  to  London  to  be 
pat  not ;  bat,  having  an  impednnent  in  his  speech, 
ttused  by  a  canker  in  his  mouth  when  be  was 
young,  he  was  judged  upon  that  score  incapable  of 
vou  i*  K  busiuesi^ 
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business,  and  so  returned  into  the  country.  Being 
grown  up  w  ith  his  I'.ilhc-'r  at  Oiicutt,  he  could  in  those 
circuimtances  expect  no  great  matter  of  a  fortuM 
yriih  a  wife;  but  he  married  a  virtnooa  prudaDt  wo- 
nan^  my  <kar  mother,  daughter  to  a  ooantiy  gn* 
tkman,  who  had  an  estate  of  aboat  lOOl,  fer  euh 
nuniy  lived  well,  iu  a  very  ])rLUy  seat,  and  was  re- 
lated to  most  of  the  butter  tanniies  in  that  part  of 
Staffordshire.  My  father,  alter  his  marriage,  was 
Ibroed  for  the  preseot  to  hve  in  a  small  house  of  my 
mothei's  fitther,  in  which  I  was  bonu  Afiteriiaidi 
my  grandfatiier  Wollaston,  and  annt  Philadelphis, 
deternuued  to  hve  with  inv  lather;  and  we  went 
all  together  to  Great  liluxwich.  From  t  lie  nee  we  re- 
moved, after  one  year^  to  bbenstooe,  not  iar  trom 
Lichfield;  and  hence  again,  after  some  years  more, 
to  Footherly,  in  the  parish  of  the  same  SbenstoM 
Of  all  the  places  in  which  we  pitched  (for  car 
movine^s  seemed  Uke  the  pitching  of  tents)  I  thoue^ht 
we  hvcd  the  most  comfortably  in  this.  We  had  a 
pretty  well  situated  house,  and  some  things  and 
places  abont  it,  ^hat  I  can  yet  think  of  with  deiight 
Here  my  grandfttlter  ended  a  life  of  87  years,  the 
greatest  part  of  which  he  had  spent  in  repentance. 
He  was  a  comely  old  t^entleman,  and  his  aspect  de- 
manded respect ;  had  always  enjoyed  health  till 
about  two  years  before  he  died,  dui  mg  which  time 
he  was  confined  to  his  chamber ;  had  l^n  formerly 
reckoned  a  good  scholar ;  was  all  my  time  (and  1 
ha^  heard  my  lather  say  the  same  for  all  bis  tiaie) 
a  pious  2^ood  man,  and  one  that  accommodated  him- 
seU  haiulscjtnely  to  his  |)resent  circumstances;  and, 
had  be  borne  his  prosperity  as  well  as  be  bore  his 
jadveruty^  he  bad  doubtless  been  a  happy  man.  He 
•nt  last  went  out,  §iAaufdrmg,  so  sedately  and  deceotlyi 
that  I-  scarce  dtsoemed  the  time  or  his  chan^ 
thout^h  1  then  stood  by  the  bed  to  receive  liis  last 
blessini^.  I  beheve  he  never  fell  into  any  suspicion 
M  knavery^  nor  have  1  heard  that  iewdness  was  ever 
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kU  to  hii  charge ;  but  he  hftd  iMdd  wme  aiid  eoni* 

pany ;  had  been  negligent  of  bit  albirs ;  waa  often 

imposed  upon,  not  throui^h  want  of  sense,  but  eic- 
I  oess  of  good'Hature ;  and  rarely  put  any  cares  to 
1  himself  .with  impeoi  to  fiitiurttjr*    Ue  died  in 

April  i«74-  , 

By  hia  death  we  lost  hta  annuity^  and  another 
payment  of  30/.  per  annum  which  his  brother  had 
procureii  for  hiin  out  of  a  certain  preferment  in  his 
nft :  beside  tliis,  a  debt  of  about  70/.  was  lost,  and 
i  half  of  thai  little  land  which  waa  before  aaid  to  be 
I   letrieved  nnexpectedly  went  to  my  nncle  TIloiiM* 
This  was  a  o^reat  blow  in  our  circumstances,  which 
I    bv  this  were  rendered  still  harder  than  before.  Yet 
'   ive  bad  some  fiavoor  finom  my  cousin  at  Shetiatone^ 
vhoae  Ihther  we  always  thon^l  bad  given  aome  ae* 
cnt  directkma  tt>  him  to  be  ataiating  to  na^  upon  the 
score  liot  barely  of  relation,  but  principally  of  my 
I    ^ndfatliers  compliance  in  the  business  of  their 
I   Cither's  will  1  of  the  600L  out  of  1000^.  never  paid  1 
af  the  eatate  «t  Langley  never  le-conveyed  to  hin^ 
fte.   And  we  had  reason  to  look  npon  these  thinp 
as  a  fund  left  with  hirn  for  our  use,  and  to  look 
I    ^ipon  that  fund  as  very  considerable  too,  considering 
the  long  lime  that  money  and  that  estate  had  been 
dalaiiiedy  and  the  amount  of  interest,  whicb»  at  the 
niaaUowed  in  those  days,  waa  very  greet  It  ia  cer- 
tain that  neitbt^r  wbat  my  great-uncle  gave  in  liis 
life-time,  nor  what  lie  left  at  his  death  to  my  grand- 
Cuher  and  his  children,  nor  both  together  (to  wbidkl 
I  BiiKht  add  nor  all  that  has  been  ^ven  ainoe^,  ever 
afHiiM  the  anm  Id  which  all  those  partieulara 

amount  by  fkr,  unless  the  chance  he  left  them  by 
the  entail  of  his  estate  be  taken  into  the  account; 

vbich  ought  to  be  weU  noted.  Moreover,  my  coi^ 
sin's  circa mstanoea  were  extraordinary  good;  for, 
UMigfa  he  had  noiV     this  time  a  son  iMmi,  yet  he 

had  a  fair  estate  ready  for  him,  had  money  for  his 
dui^btm'  fortunes  by  bim ;  aud^  in  short,^  little  re-

ttftining  to  be  ^btie  Ibr  hit  lywn  puticiikr  teiily^, 
had  a  great  oppoitutiity  of  doing  gmd  to  ddtmi 

and  accordingly  he  did  make  niy  father  some  allow- 
ance above  his  small  annuity  ;  my  elder  brother  wa^ 
bound  apprentice  to  a  mercer;  soon  after  1  was  seat 
to  Cambndge;  and  my  other  brothers  were  by  timci 
tffspoaed  of-  to  trades  (which  things  it  is  mfKeienft 

loiify  to  hint).  But  still  all  this  was  obtained  hj^ 
preat  entreaties,  and  not  without  much  dread  of 
l>emg  denied  ;  and  in  line  a  deduction  was  made 
from  my  father's  a)  lowanoe.  Upon  this  be  thought 
it  pruifcncie  to*leftf«  Foothsrif  for  a  hoaseof  less  rent 
in  another  place,  ^o.;  but  that  was  not  till  after  t 
was  gone  to  the  University. 

And  now  the  orderof  my  narration  requires  that  I 
'rftouM  begin- to  say  something  of  myself  particularly. 
*  t  was  boAi  Marah  I659.  Many  things  thai 
W«re  done  and  happened  during  my  tender  year*  I 
can  still  remember  distinctly;  but  that  whicli  made 
the  deepest  impression  upon  me  was  the  state  of  th^ 
lamily.  1  heard  the  discoorBes  of  my  parents,  ob^ 
aerved  their  ditficvlties',  send  even  then  thoneht  ^ 
^hmi  within  myself*  When  t  was  in  the  tenth 

Oi  my  ai;c,  and  liad  only  learnt  at  home  to  read, 
there  came  a  strafjtrlinsr  fellow  (tVoin  u  lienc^ef  never 
jcnew)  to  ^tienstonei  where  we  then  iived^  and  opened 
-a  Latin  sebooi  for  country  Jads^  such  aa  lie  wts<M- 
^ble  of.  teaohing.  lb  this  man  I  went  the  'flM 
nour  almost  after  1  had  heard  of  him,  as  it  were  by  a 
kind  of  im]Hi]^e.  and  since  ha\'u  al\\ay?<  placed  this 
tnans  coming  among  tlie  many  particular  provi- 
dences of  my  life,*  though  it  seemed  tbeb  to  oe  ao' 
*cidental»  end  in  the  eyes  of  «the  world  may  be  an 
inconsiderable  matter.  He  staid  there  two  years; 
but  for  half  a  year  of  that  time  I  was  sick,  luiving 
'first  a  violent  ague,  then  a  cotvUnued  fever,  that 
•brought  tny  life  ittto  great  dattgery«nd  then  my  ague 
mgain^  when  this  man  was  gdne^  means  were 
fwnd  to  send -my  broihers  (^of  .tfiem)  an4  W 
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to  Lie  1 1 1 1 1 1  ( I  school ,  \  \  1 1  el^  soon  a  i  ter  h  appe  ned  a 
g[rai|t  coatuyiQn ;  tjie  ni^is^ti'^fites  of  the  ciiy  turii«d 
the  qMHer  Wt  ^  tbe  schotil  house,  though  tbey 
lint  ii«it  powver  to  -turn  him  out  of  the  {dace  abio* 
lotely,  or  deprive  him  of  the  salary.  Many  scholars 
foliuwt;d  liiiii,  and  1  aiiioiig  the  rest,  to  another 
house  iu  the  KK^igbbourhood,  where  he  foiUKl  a  coo* 
venient  roooit'  aftd  taught  school -for  fofoe  tiiMw 
fittt,  looking  out  Ibr  other  pitferiiieiit,  he  soon  De- 
lected it,  and  so  by  degrees  it  came  to  nothing,  and 
he  removed  to  a  Hviug.  The  man  iDVtd  me,  and  I 
liaid  with  Inin  to  the  last  moment;  but  I  lost  tiiaei 
srhat  1  did  i  did  chiefly  of  myself;  I ^ppoi^  I 
mi^t  be  about  tbnee  years  mth  him*  Tb»,  the 
sebistn  being  ended,  1  returned  to  the  free-school, 
end  was  with  this  new  nia^ter  about  a  year:  and 
Ibis  was  all  the  schoohng  I  ever  had.  1  loved  mf 
hook,  yet  passed  this  time  very  .uneasily.  1  hsd  not 
idle  ecmotagea  whkh  I  saw  otheia  have.  I  he&n  to 
ht  much  infested  with  the  head-ache ;  the  rudenesa 
bf  a  great  school  was  very  disugit table  to  my  na- 
ture ;  and  more  thouglits  sprung  up  in  my  mmdy 
Mnd  daily  grew  upoo  concerning  pur  conditioii, 
lind  whttfc  would  become  of  ua  if  my  father  ahould 
die,  and  that  little  we  had  Id  depara  upon  should 
die  with  Inrn. 

*  And  now  my  father  became  soUritous  how  to  (hs- 

Cte  of  tts«    A^laay  things  were  talked  over ;  bjut  at 
pb  my  cousin  of  Shentoo  intimatiog  an  ioten* 
<tioB  ef  some  kindness  if  I  west  to  Cambridge,  it 

wa:>  resolved  that  I  sliould  go.  My  relations  uavmg 
00  acquamtance  there,  and  coi^  i  quently  it  beutg 
indifiereot  upon  that  account  to  what  College  I  went, 
my  last  maaur  recommended  me  to  his  braiher,  JUr. 
Jcuner,  fellow  of  Sidney.  With  this  tecommenda- 
tion,  a  country  k  llow  that  I  iiad  never  seen  l)efore, 
a  little  money,  and  a  provii^ion  in  other  r^^&pects 
but  very  oedmajryi  1  set  out  for  a  place  altogether 
enkpowns  ami wea  edmillftrl  n Mnsioner  in  btdo^ 

College 
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College  Jnne  l8,  I674,  being  then  15  years  old 
the  March  before.  Mr.  Jenoer  left  the  Collwe 
mthm  two  yeftrs ;  and  the  mMter  thtt  I  choee  €m 
my  tutor  after  him  I  cho«e,*not  upon  the  aoore  of  hk 

learninf^  and  inoenuiiv,  of  wliichGod  knows  he  had 
little,  but  because  the  n  st  (  4'  my  fellow  pupils  crene- 
lally  took  bialy  as  being  then  the  only  senior  tellow 
that  did  take  pupih.  The  truth  is^  we  thought  hf 
this  to  haw  compounded  with  htm,  as  it  were,  not 
to  hurt  us  ;  but  this  project  did  not  succeed  equally 
to  all.  He  was  a  partial  man,  luightv  inquisitive 
after  little  thingSj  and  one  who  (1  believe)  at  his 
heart  did  not  love  a  scholar.  The  shifts  I  made  af<- 
ter  my  admission,  and  the  difficulties  with  which  I 
conflicted,  I  shall  suppress  now,  as,  by  artful  ma- 
nagement, I  kept  them  from  appearing  then.  In  a 
word,  my  allowance  was  short,  and,  which  troubled 
me  most,  I  had  scarce  any  books  or  materials  to 
work  with,  no  assistance  or  direction  from  any  body, 
nor  sufficient  confidence  to  supply  that  defect  by 
enquiries  and  examining  others,  though  I  observed 
many  did  that ;  yet  I  happened  so  to  order  my 
studies,  that  I  was  not  reckoned  no  sdiolar  oei^er^ 
bat  indeed  had  such  a  degree  of  reputation  as  hath 
since  been  matter  of  amazement  to  me  who  remem- 
ber liiy  own  circumstances;  nor  ciul  the  Society  for 
four  or  five  years  shew  any  disaftection  to  me,  but 
rather  the  contraiy.  After  that,  I  had  unjust  usage^ 
and  many  more  melancholy  houiB  than  1  had  b»*> 
iRore,  which  all  proceeded  originally  from  a  wmy 
tnHe.  I  will  relate  it  briefly.  Being  oblis^ed,  after 
I  had  taken  the  degree  of  B.  A.  to  answer  in  the 
schools  to  one  of  those  <]uestions  which  we  usually^ 
call  Priorumi  (beoauscs,  I  suppose,  iim  were'  on* 
ginally  taken  out  of  Arislotfe'e  book,  Prior  Ana- 
lyt.) ;  I  had  such  a  question  given  me  as  plainly 
ghevved  that  a  speech  upon  it  was  expected  from  me, 
and  so  indeed  the  person  who  gave  it  told  me. 

noweiyer^  I  resolved  to  take  no  notiee  of  tbal^  bvt 
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to  make  a  direct  answer  in  the  coimnon,  short,  safe 
my;  tiU  lome  otberst  saying  that  th«y  desigiiefl  to 
anifce  speech^  prmiled  wicii  me  to  do  the  aune^ 
eoDtrery  to  the  modesty  of  my  nature.  Speediea 
upon  this  occasion  are  jt^sting,  and  of  the  same  na- 
ture witli  those  made  by  Tripos's  and  PrevaricatorSy 
as  they  are  styled.     Mioa  was  sometbia^  merry, 
hot  i  thought  perfectly  inooceDt   The  mufortuoe 
liit^  it  poiDted  principally  at  a  man  that  would  bear 
nothinp^y  and  at  a  story,  which,  though  it  implied 
no  wickedness,  yet  implied  great  foily,  and  renaered 
him  very  ridiculous :  and  more  than  that,  he  was 
then  Dean  of  the  Collegei  and  had  aome  power  to 
lefcoge  himielf.   The  man  immediately  took  fir^ 
and  his  passion  was  not  to  be  extinguished.  Not 
contented  to  punish  me  in  the  usual  methods  of  the 
CoUege,  he  suborned  a  parcel  of  illitamte;,  at^nda- 
looa  feUow%  that  were  already  enemies  upon  that 
aeooQnt  to  die  best  of  my  y^,  to  blacken  us  all, 
and  especially  me,  with  lies,  and  many  stories  that 
had  not  the  least  foundation  in  truth.    Some  tune 
after  this,  when  njy  contemporaries  began  to  look 
after  preferments,  there  was  one  who  £^»d  his  efe 
upon  a  Fellowship ;  and  be  having,  by  a  certain  trana-» 
action  that  I  could  tdl,  luckily  got  an  interest  in 
one  of  the  junior  Fellows,  a  l>avvhng  driving  man^ 
that  man  engaged  for  him  most  of  tiie  other  junior 
fellows.    This  dub  of  them  determined,  if  possible, 
W  right  or  wrong,  to  remove  all  obstacles  to  the 
amnoenient  of  meir  friend,  of  which,  it  seems,  I 
was  yet  looked  upon  as  one  oi  the  greatest;  for,  if  I 
should  liave  sate  ior  the  fellow-hl[),  they  susjjected 
that  perhaps  I  might  have  carried  it  irom  him.  The 
Mie  suggestions  before  mentioned  were  a  good  pre* 
parative  to  their  design,  and  gave  them  a  more 

plausible  opportunity  to  raise  a  plain  persecution 
agamst  nje,  whicii  tli  v  effected  in  such  a  manner, 
that  whatever  1  either  said  or  did  was  perverted.  I 
WM  ill  proviMled  to  bear  this  storm^  wnpg  neither 

estate^ 
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astute,  nor  ririn  health,  nor  tVieiuis  to  support  tnc  ; 
Md  in  those  comfortless  oircucnstance«  it  was  scarce 
possible  for  me  not  sometimeii  to  seek  reftige  among 
tiiat  small  acquaintance  that  I  had,  or  not  to  express 
some  reseiuinent ;    and  this,  in  reality,  was  the 
greatest  error  1  coiiiiiutteti,  of  which  they  faile<l  not 
'to  make  their  advantage,    it  is  mnch  i>etter  to  bear 
reproaches  with  silence  and  slighting,  tilt  they  vanish 
of  themselves,  and  till  the  slandefers  find  it  loss  of 
lime  to  invent  more  lies.    The  very  \  linitCiiUoii  of 
innocence,  as  this  world  goes,  divulges  and  hxes  the 
imputation^  though,  never  so  false  $  and  very  often 
infers  new  censures  and  injuries,    i  enjoyed  this 
•satisfaction,  that  they  never  could  nccitee  me  either 
of  Vice  or  idieuess,  of  both  winch  some  of  them 
were  notoriously  guilty.    For  this  I  have  had  the 
testimony  of  my  gra^test  enemies  since  1  left  the 
College;  and  I  may  add,  that  my  alloivance  would 
•not  imaintain  libertinism,  if  that  had  been  my  io- 
cliiiation?  and  d^ljt^  I  contracted  none. 

They  that  peruse  these  papers,  1  hope,  will  forgive 
mfe,  if  i  here  insert  one  ridicukMis  story,  as  a  speci- 
men of  my  treatment,  and  the  expedients  which  I  was 
forced  to  use.  A  Fellow  of  the  College  being  dead, 
the  Lecturer  sent  dovvn  to  the  several  lablcs  in  the 
hall  an  order  to  make  verses  against  tlie  funeral. 
After  dinner  upon  that  day  when  the  verses  were  to 
be  dehvered  in,  I  was  asked  to  take  a  walk.  I  rt- 
plied,  "  I  could  not,  having  not  yet  finished  Wf 
verses,"  (I  had  nradu  part  of  a  l.atin  Elecy.)  The 
company  tlien  told  ine,  that  the  Lecturer  and  some 
other  Fellows  intended, if  it  were  possible,  to  expose 
'  my  verses,  or  at  least  to  pot  some  siflront  upon  nie; 
thit  they  had  tliis  information  (rom  one  of  toose  Fel- 
low >  iiiiiiself  the  night  hctbre;  and  that  thtV  though* 
it  adviseable  for  me  to  make  none  at  all.**  J 
tiling  struck  me;  however  I  excused  myselfj  and 
retired  to  my  chamber ;  there  I  considered  to  what 

fk  state  1  vras  unjustly  reduced,  and  what  ms  b^  to 

be 
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be  dom*  IS  I  made  mi  veraes,  tb»y  wigbt  mak»  that 
MiimoD  10  IM  a  crime  of  any  oMgiiitttcte  Or  dft- 
mmuiaticNn  what  tbey  pteascd  %  at  Icait  it  wouM  be 

interpreted  as  a  contempt  of  the  Soc  ici) .  On  the 
otljer  side,  if  I  should  nuike  verses,  I  must  undi-rgo 
tlie  ciiticasiiig,  nut  so  much  of  scholars  (tor  their 
levtdilg  waa  not  at  all  terribie)  a9  of  buffiioiia  and 
coeniict.  At  length,  to  avoid  botli  inoottveiiicbeias, 
'  -I  concluded  to  make  some  Hebrew  verses,  nhich 
Biveticiiii  >  none  oi  thein  uncii  rstood ;  and,  lest  they 
should  be  abewn  to  somebody  that  might  uade^rataad 
that  language,  to  apeak  magnifioentiy  of  their  inena- 
ber  dec^Jied,  diough  a  persoa  of  no  great  merit. 

1  presently  executeci  this  conlrivaiice  as  well  as  I 
couid  in  so  short  an  interval,  and  under  nianv  disad- 
vantages ;  and  carrying  my  performance  at  the  time 
appointiid  to  the  Lecturer's  chamber,  1  foand  there, 
an  asaembly  of  my  Censors  all  laughing.  Bttt»  when 
they  had  opened  ray  paper,  and  found  themselves 
disappf»inte(l.  their  couiiiciianci^  ^  i  an^ed,  and  1  was 
disniiased  ;  and  then  it  was  my  turn  to  laugb«  Tiiat 
dieir  maliee,  thua  defeated,  n^ight  the  less  appear, 
.and  lest  they  tbennaelvet  should  become  the  jest,  my 
▼erses  vvere  })Iaced  uppermost  at  the  funeral.  They 
were  worth  nothine^;  yet  in  this  case  it  was  neees- 
•try  for  me  to  keep  a  copy  ot  them;  and  the  very 
suoae  copy  which  I  then  ocribbled  out,  for  the  plea* 
smtfiess  of  the  conceit,  has  happened  to  be  preserved, 
when  1  have  maay  laiitD  iusl,  and  even  burut,  man^ 
btticr  r!  11  HQs. 

I  lef  t  the  University  Sept*       l68 1 ,  then  21  years 
'  sod  a  half  old,  having  commenoed  M.  A.  the  sum- 
mer before;  but  a  fiiere  child  in  respect  of  dl 

worldly  business,  of  wi  irh  1  Lad  seen  nothing, 
•  The  place  I  loved,  notv\  iilistanding  all  unkindness. 
I  The  way  of  living  there  was  rc^lar  aod  .lUed, 
which  suits  with  my  temper;  ttiere  was  some  free- 
dom allowed  among  friends  and  contemporaries  not 
to  be  found  elsewhere,  as  1  have  smce  ^utiiciently

experienced  I  studies  might  be  proseciiled  wiA 
the  fewest  interruptions ;  almost  all  changes  base 
ever  been  irksome  to  me,  and  I  was  foitifr  into  tkm 

wide  W(Mld  quite  in  the  dark  as  to  my  future  cir- 
cumstances, and  what  would  become  of  !nc.  In 
short,  no  man  ever  carried  a  heavier  heart  from 
Cambridge  than  I  did.  Yet  I  am  now  sensible 
there  was  a  ii^reat  dteal  of  Providence  in  all  this.  Had 
I  been  well  used,  and  s^ot  preferment  m  fhe  Univer- 
sity, I  verily  believe  1  should  have  had  neither  so 
much  knowledge  nor  estate  as^  1  thank  God,  I  now 
have. 

I  steered  my  course,  slowly,  toward  Shenlon. 

There  I  was  well  received  by  my  cousin,  and  his 
son  seemed  likely  to  prove  well  affected  toward  me 
also;  but  this  was  but  as  it  were  a  lightning  before 
death.  It  seems  that  house  stood  then  upon  ground 
that  was  all  undermined,  full  of  plots  and  designs,  to 
which  I  was  altogether  a  stranger,  as  indeed  I  was 
to  all  that  kind  of  niaiiagenient.  All  the  favour 
shewn  to  me  was  considered  as  interfering  with 
something  intended.  So  snares  were  laid;  and  it 
was  easy  to  catch  one  who  never  suspected  them, 
or,  if  he  saw  them^  durst  hardly  refuse  to  go  into 
them. 

1  shall  not  enter  into  a  detail  of  these  matten»  , 
though  some  things  press  upon  my  memoiy,  and 
demand  to  be  admitted  here.   God  knows  the  views 

and  practices  of  some  people  at  that  time,  and  has 
since  over-ruled  them  as  he  pleased.  1  iie  design 
against  me  had  the  efiect  for  the  present,  that  1  was 
forced  to  leave  Shenton  very  disadvantageously  after 
three  wedb,  which  was  tne  only  time  in  which  I 
could  be  said  to  stay  at  Shenton;  and  I  verily 
thoiipht  I  had  for  ever  lost  the  only  friend  which 
I  could  now  pretend  to  have  in  the  world.  But 
even  this  turned  to  my  advantage  afterward.  It

Concern,  and  agitation  of  my  head, 

Wak'd  me;  and  with  the  light  the  phantom  fled. 

I  was  now  thrown  upon  an  obscure  place,  near 

which  were  but  few  preferments ;  and  if  there  had 
been  more,  still  I  had  no  niterest,  nor  so  niiich  a^ 
tlie  least  acquaintance,  nor  any  thing  wherewith  to 
help  mysetf.  Yet,  when  I  heard  of  any  preferment 
vacant,  I  rode  at  it,  and  it  fled  as  fast  from  me. 

At  last,  iii  tliib  dt  speratinri  of  success,  hearing  that 
tbe  chief  master  oi  fiirmioghani  school  waat^  an 
assistant,  and  haviog  never  had  so  much  pride  as  i» 
starve  for  it,  or  be  burtbensome  to  others  if  i  could 
prevent  it,  I  offered  myself;  and  the  good  old  man 
readily  embraced  me,  aud  indeed  a»  one  that  >tn(  )|jed 
to  business  sometiiing  below  me.  It  iiapiieoed 
(though  I  knew  it  not  then)  that  he  was  bom,  and 
had  a  brother  then  living,  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Shenton,  and  was  a  man  of  whom  my  cousin  had  an 
extracrdiiKii  V  opinion.  This  turueci  much  io  my 
advantage  afterward ;  and  I  place  the  disappoint-, 
inents  that  forced  me  hither  among  the  many  io^ 
stances  of  God's  good  providence  toward  me.  My 
cousin  was  pleased  both  with  my  situi^ion  and  my 
hiunhic^  induiitry.  A  i  ter  I  had  been  heresouie  time 
(not  long)  1  got  a  small  lectureship  at  a  chapel,  about 

two 
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two  rrules  oft,  whicli  niaJt'  s  iuie  adflition  to  my 
oiber  little  salary.  But  I  did  the  duty  of  the  whole 
Sunday;  and  that^  together  with  the  business  of  A 
great  school  all  the  week,  was  yery  hard  upon  tne^ 
80  troubled  with  head-aches  as  I  was,  so  dejected 
uuon  (-tlier  accounts,  and  embarrassed  with  those 
uew  troubles  of  which  1  sliali  ^ive  an  account  im- 
mediately. I  endured  this  double  laboar  about  font 
years;  rat  it  visibl}  1  u  gan  to  break  my  constitution^ 
and,  if  continued,  had  certainly  overcome  me. 

I  went  to  Birmiiip^liam,  as  I  remember,  in  May 
or  June,  1682.  In  the  very  next  year  my  relations 
hcgm  to  invade  my  quiet,  and  to  involve  me  in  the 
eonsequenoe  of  their  follies  or  misfortunes;  and 
since  that  time  I  have  rarely  been  free  from  theii* 
iiiipurtunities,  or  the  expectation  of  them. 

My  elder  brother  Henry,  as  has  been  already  said, 
was  bred  a  meroer,  and  about  this  time  thought  he 
had  an  opoortanity  of  setting  up*  A  mercer's  shop 
in  Lichfield  was  to  be  let,  ami  the  goods  m  it  to  be 
sold,  as  be  was  made  to  believe,  very  cheap.  My 
brother,  as  he  was  an  easy  man,  over-eager  to  be  in* 
dtpenilent,  and  always  promising  himself  mighty 
Aiaea  from  bis  own  prcgects,  striked  a  bargain 
for  tnem.  What  money  he  had  g(it  to  set  him  up 
he  puul  cl  >wn,-  and  for  the  remainder  he  gave  three 
bonds,  one  of  45/.  due,  with  interest,  in  the  Spring 
following,  anotlier  of  50/.  about  Midsummer,  and 
a  tbnd  of  85/.  about  Michaelmas.  To  these  bonds 
■qr  father  and  I  were  made  parties ;  that  is,  we  were 
to  be  bound  with  him  for  the  payments.  Alter  he 
had  signed  and  sealed  himself,  he  carried  them  to 
my  father,  who  did  the  same;  then  he  brought 
tbem  over  to  me,  who  befoie  this  minute  had  never 
heard  llie  least  word  of  all  these  transactions.  The 

very  j)rr>posal  frighted  me,  though  he  said  many 
things  to  convince  me  that  it  was  very  sale,  and  lit- 
tle more,  as  he  pretended,  than  matter  of  form* 
Bat  I,  who  \md  acted  hitherto  in  a  very  narrow 
VOL.  I.  o  sfhete. 
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sphere,  was  an  utter  stranger  to  all  worldly  business, 
knew  ootbiog  relating  to  the  law,  but  that  the  Latin 
of  it  was  barbarous,  and  therefore  not  without  jiift 
cause  was  afraid  of  perplexing  myself,  desirad  to  ba 
excused,  and  sent  nim  away  re  inf  'ectd.  A  while 
after  became  the  second  time,  but  with  no  better 
success.  Tlien  be  made  a  third  jouruey  to  me; 
tells  me  how  be  and  my  &ther  had  already  exeeuled 
the  bonds;  that  tbese  would  be  valid  against  ^ems 
that  what  money  he  had  already  paid  was,  someway 
or  other,  in  danger  of  being  lost,  if  I  did  not  come 
in;  that  not  only  be,  but  my  father,  m  bis  circum- 
stances at  that  timci  might  be  undone  too ;  and  that 
bis  counter^bond,  togeuer  with  the  goods  that  wars 
already  in  great  measure  paid  for,  would  be  an  un- 
exceptionaldc  security  forme."  These  things  iiioved 
who  iiad  an  inward  iuchnatiou  to  assist  mv 
brewer,  if  I  could  do  it  without  the  ruin  of  myself; 
and  so  1  signed  too,  taking  his  bond  to  iodcmaiff 
me.  But!  slept  ill  that  night,  though  really  I  did 
not  then  fully  undeistaad  the  force  of  this  obliga- 
tion. Tlie  person  to  whom  these  bonds  were  given 
assigns  them  immediately  to  cieditorsof  hiaownt 
the  first  to  one  in  London,  the  second  to  a  man  in 
Coventry,  and  the  third  to  a  goldsmith  iu  Lombard- 
street,  all  strangers,  and  barbarously  sharp.  1  oft 
admonished  my  brother  to  prepare  in  due  time  for 
the  approachirm;  payments,  but  to  little  purpose;  he 
made  l^htof  these  sums,  wbkh  he  reckoned  iann* 
aiderabie  things  among  trading  people. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  Spring,  tlic  first  creditor 
takes  Bii  iniiigham  in  the  circuit  that  be  made  about 
the  country  to  collect  his  debts,  and  sends  for 
engaged  then  in  other  kind  of  work»  unappiebenaifa 
of  any  design  upon  me,  and  not  able  to  guess  wbt 
it  should  be  that  nad  sent  for  inc.  He  informs  me, 
presently  who  he  \\  as,  and  what  his  business;  that 
the  money  would  be  soon  du%  that  all  purlies  to 
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bonds  \Vere  principals ;  that  he  would  inquire  after 
flobody  bol  me  in  respect  of  the  debt;  and  that  I 
wmt  Mped  no  firvow  neither "   The  man  had  a 

countenance  from  which  nothing  genteel  or  good- 
aatured  could  be  expected^  and  it  did  not  belie 
bioi. 

As  mm  8i  I  eoold  speak,  I  gare  the  savage  the  best 
words  that  I,  sothunder-strnck,  eould  find,  and  so 

made  my  escape  as  fast  as  I  could.  Then  1  posted 
awav  to  Lie h Held,  where  I  met  with  good  words  uwd 
lair  promises^  and  notlnug  else.  I'he  next  news  after 
my  return  was,  that  ail  my  brotber*s  gocxls  were 
fined  by  Tirtne  of  a  judgment  to  which  they  were 
flimoxious  before  he  boui^ht  them  (or  to  that  pur- 
pose);  til  it  he  was  tnnu  d  out  of  the  shop,  &c. ;  the 
whole  thing  having  been  a  wicked  cheat  upon  him 
iiooi  the  b^[inning,  concerted  by  the  persons  con- 
ttmsd.  Here  was  my  brother  undone;  and  all  the 
secarity  upon  which  I  depended  irrecoverably  crone. 
This  acconnt  rnlltd  me  back  in  haste  to  Licblield, 
and,  being  iound  too  true,  carried  me  thence  to  Blox- 
wich,  to  my  father,  to  know  what  comve  must  be 
tken  in  this  deplorabte  conjuncture.  The  first  pay- 
tient  was  at  hand;  the  other  two  would  soon  fol- 
low: and  we  bad  not  hing  to  pay  with.  Here  our 
family  was  on  the  point  of  its  lowest  depression ; 
^  probably,  had  not  I  been,  our  part  of  it  had 
hen  lost  without  remedy.  It  is  not  possible  tot  me 
to  describe  the  acute  sense  I  had  of  the  impending 
difficulties,  llie  nielaacliulv  walk?,  the  restless  niirhts, 
ibe  various  projects  in  case  things  should  come  to 
txtremity,  the  oontimial  head-aches,  &c.  The  only 
I  knew  of  was  Shenton,  where  the  family 
loanshed  indeed.  But  I  had  been  worked  out  of 
fevour  there ;  and,  if  there  was  any  disposition  to 
Teceive  nje  into  it  again,  that  would  be  extinguished 
by  this  Mse  step ;  and  to  go  thither  was  like  goi  ng  to 
Anentlon,  especially  to  me,  who  scarce  ever  had  the 

o  f  con^ 
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contidence  to  ask  commoa  civilities  of  my  bodjr. 
Notwithstanding  ali  this,  since  there  was  no  other 
method  to  be  taken,  and  nobody  else  would  go^ 

go  I  must.  I  performed  that  joarn^  with  groat 
reluctauce,  and  (iismal  apprehensions.  At  length, 
by  going  and  writing  together,  1  prevailed  for  45^- 
which  my  cousin  lent  me  upon  boncJ,  to  make  the 
first  payment;  but  nothing  more  could  1  get,  besida 
anger  and  severe  reprehension.  Then  I  returned  to 
consult  with  my  father  what  iiiustbedonewidi  respect 
to  the  two  subsequent  payments.  Nothing  material 
was  found  out;  but  there  seemed  to  be  a  kind  ot  re- 
liance upon  me  to  work  out  these  debts.  But  then 
it  was  not  possible  for  me  to  do  that  neither  without 
assibUiMce;  since  so  much  tlintj  as  that  would  require 
was  not  to  be  asked  of  the  merciless  creditors.  I 

Eroposed  therefore  that  tliat  bit  of  land  at  Abbot's- 
angley  before  mentioned  should  be  sold ;  and  the 
rest  of  the  debts  and  charges,  which  together  would 
more  than  equal  the  price  of  that  land,  I  would  taka 
upon  myself.    With  this  mv  luthtii  was  not  pleased, 
though  he  was  really  concerned  in  this  affair  much 
more  than  I  was ;  for  he  was  bound  for  his  own  child ; 
and  I  had  not  been  bound  at  all,  had  not  he  besn 
first  in  the  obligation,  and  led  me  (though  unwit* 
tin 2:1  y  indeed)  into  the  snare.  Then,  seeinj^  nothing 
else  would  j>ltase  him  whom  of  all  men  I  desired  not 
to  displease,  out  of  tenderness  to  him  and  his  familyi 
Loflferedi  if  he  would  let  the  land  be  sold  for  a  sup- 
ply of  present  money,  to  enter  into  an  obtigatioa  to 
repay  it,  and  to  take  tlic  whole  burden  upon  myself. 
I  considered  it  was  to  preserve  my  parents,  to  whon^ 
1  was  wilhog  to  render  ail  duty  and  service  possiblCf 
and  then,  as  my  circumstances  were  likely  to  eonti* 
Due  at  that  time,  I  could  not  with  prndsooe  think 
of  marrying;  and  so  I  resolved,  instead  of  that,  to 
dedicate  part  oi  my  labours  to  their  use.    Here  my 
father  complied*    But  now  again,  my  uncle  Thomas 

bi)4   ^it'e  to  one  moiety  of  the  lamif^  and  the  doe 
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cottld  not  be  sold  without  the  other ;  there  viis  a 
jonniey  to  be  taken  to  London  (wbeie  1  had  never 
been)  m  oider  to  the  «ftle$  the  writings  matt  be  made 

there,  to  be  sure ;  and  then  broiioht  down  to  be  siirned' 
and  scakd  l>y  my  father  and  untie  in  the  country; 
money  must  be  somewhere  found  to  pay  my  uncle 
before  aeeling^;  tben  the  writings  weie  to  be  carried 
up  fay  a  second  jonmey  to  Lamlon  before  tbe  pnru 
chase-money  could  be  received  ;  a  chapman  must  be 
sousjht,  and  perliaps  uii^lit  not  picst  iitlv  l^e  found ; 
and  how  to  adjust  and  eiiect  all  these  things  was  a 
difficult  contrivance,  and  the  execntion  of  it  would 
feqaire  much  labour  and  application.  The  subject 
h  to  me  still  so  lamentable,  that  I  shall  not  insist 
longer  upon  it,  but  leave  it  abiuptlv;  only  adclino-, 
in  dhort^  that  I  undertook  the  work  by  myself,  and 
(thanks  be  to  God  I)  finished  it,  though  not  without  a 
deal  of  fetigue^  many  vexations,  a  raousand  dangers 
and  censures,  &c.  If  my  brother  had  really  had  a 
titlt  to  all  that  lius  since  been  left  me,  he  had  in  jus* 
lice  owed  it  me  all. 

When  I  entered  into  those  obligations  with  mr 
fiAer  and  brother,  I  seeOMBd  inde«i  to  have  a  suffi- 
cient^ at  least  a  tolerable  security;  but  that  which 
prevailed  most  upon  me  was,  respect  to  my  lather, 
and  compassion  for  the  family.  And,  after  all,  what 
1  did  then  I  did  against  my  reasoo,  I  know  not  how, 
and  haveevertfiongbtmysdtf  over-ruled  foraomeeikL 
I  believe  it  product  good  to  me  in  the  event,  thongh 
a  sore  aiiliction  for  the  present,  and  certainly  an  in- 
stance of  great  weakness  in  me.  A  man  may  find 
mson  to  be  bound  for  bis  own  child,  or  even  bnN 
tber ;  but  then  the  reason  ouf^t  to  be  a  very  good 
one,  and  tbe  sum  for  which  he  is  bound  no  greater 
than  what  he  can  airord  (at  least  is  able)  to  pa\-  :  but 
to  be  bound  for  any  other  person,  or  even  for  these, 
without  both  the  cooditions  mentioned,  is  direct 
nadoess.  1  hero  desire  my  childien,  for  whose 
sskes  I  write  diis,  to  take  warning,  and  avoid  three 
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thiiigs  particularly-— suretyship,  gaiuiiig,  aud  imoio-- 
derate  dnnkjng. 

After  I  liad  pretty  well  overcome  ibe  difficultiei 
iacumd  upon  this  oocwtoo.  (as  if  more  discipIiiNi 
was  still  necessary  for  me)  anodier  brother.  The*: 

mas,  starts  up  to  be  a  new  iiiorurication  to  mc. 
This  brotticr  had  during  his  apprenticeship  be- 
haved himiielf  very  soberly;  and  more  than  thai 
had  herded  with  the  DiaseDten,  and  nothing  wa*- 
more  preeise.  Bat  after  that,  haTiiig  got  mne- 
inonev  to  set  him  up,  j)art  given,  and  part  bor-. 
rowed  upon  bond,  he  idlh  lo  drinking,  and  ranting, 
and  riding  about  the  country,  marries  a  woman 
ae  imprudent  and  perverae  at  himaelf,  f^jecta  eU 
thia  while  my  most  serious  and  earnest  advice,  end 
with  contempt ;  and  at  last  pretends  to  set  up  when 
he  had  nothing  left  tu  .set  up  with.  In  a  short  time 
lio  contracts  many  debts,  bis  creditors  grow  da- 
moroos,  childroi  are  coming  into  the  world,  and  so,, 
unleae  somebody  would  help,  hd  must  inevitabiy  be. 
ruined.  His  interest  at  Shenton  was  exhausted^ 
and  in  that  case,  ])oor  I  was  the  comuioa  centre 
of  all  their  appiicatioiis,  who  myself  rather  \n  anted 
somebody  to  support  oMi.  I  could  not  bear  to  see 
him  perish,  if  my  power  would  prevent  it  ^ 
went  about  with  him  to  his  prinapal  creditors,  lUH 
dertook  some  payments  for  him,  See.  But  all  thil 
was  not  sufficient.  He  was  forced  at  last  to  make 
over  all  that  he  had  to  ma,  lest  it  should  be  seized. 
Some  of  this  waa  sold,  to  diacfaarge  part  of  tfaeie 
dbbts  which  I  had  undertaken  to  see  discbaigedi 
the  other  part  I  paid  myself.  1  belie  ve  J  paid  for 
him  at  several  times  abuut  Oo  or  JOl.  out  of  my  own 
poduit,  and  had  a  great  deal  of  trouble  and  anxiety 
beside,  and  eome  heterogeneoua  hnaiqeiB  quite  out 
g(  my  .way.  I  oontrivea  to  place  thea^  affiuiaon 
holidays  and  times  of  vacation  as  much  as  I  cooH. 
that  1  niight  not  necrlect  the  duties  of  ivv  <>vvn  sta- 
tion; yet  I  waa  put  upon  many  iaconv€m<^i^^^^ 
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ftry  spprelmtum     n  letter^  or 
aame  of  the  poit,  in  these  times,  gr6w  teinble  to 

me;  anri  that  caused  me  to  avoid,  and  even  drop 
iriaiiv  correspondences,  which  ^)tlierwi9e  I  might 
have  cultivated  to  my  advaotagei  and,  which  aC- 
feeted  me  very  much,  people  reproached  my  disero- 
tMNi ;  and  the  more  1  pitied  othm,  the  leaf  wis  I 
pitied.  For  all  this  I  have  had  unsuitable  returns 
made,  and  tricks  put  upon  me  instt  of  thanks. 
But  that  mean  reward  was  not  the  end  that  I  ever 
propoted.  Natural  affection  is  a  duty;  and  one 
Mother  oQKht  to  do  the  beat  offices  that  oonaiat- 
cncly  with  hia  ewn  wdhre,  he  oan  do  for  another. 
Bu^  I  confess^  I  over-acted  my  part^  as  tlie  case 
stood. 

During  the  course  of  tbeae  troubles^  in  which  I' 
sawsomudiofthevaiiilyortbewotid^  ttwuatiiat 
I  cheae  the  book  of  Ecdesfaates  fbr  matter  of  medi* 

tation  in  my  solitary  walks  and  jouinies;  uncL  to 
enjasfe  n)v  itiiiid  tlic  more,  I  represented  to  myself 
tile  design  of  tiie  b^iaaing  ot  it  in  Pindaric  verae. 
And  when  the  timea  were  mended  with  me,  in  die 
▼ery  ftfst  lespite  almost  that  I  had,  ]  690,  I  printed 
it,  for  a  reason  only  known  to  myself ;  adding  the 
paraphrase,  notes.  &c.  Ou]y  llnnking  then  that 
Pindaric  verse  might  not  be  so  proper  for  a  Poem 
that  had  the  nature  of  a  diacourae^  I  altered  that 
Kat  this  alteration  made  it  worse  than  it  was  befcrei 
Ae  lon^  and  the  short  being  all  reduced  to  one  size, 
not  witfiruit  some  torture  of  the  verse  and  sense  too 
many  times, especially  by  one  wlio  had  never  had  time 
to  study  iFcrsi  fication.  What  I  did,  1  did  chiefly  by 
the  fltrength  of  nature.  Were  the  aame  ^ing  to  be 
now,  I  abouM  by  no  means  suffer  many  thinge 
to  pass  that  are  there  ;  yet  I  think  it  not  incapable 
of  being  corrected.— (iod  knows  whether  now  1  shall 
ever  meddle  with  it  any  more. 

Toittam  intothe  order  of  narration;  in  the  third  of 
tboae  ywa  which  I  spent  ait  BinningliAitt,  it  came  to 

pass 
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pass  that  a  surrender  of  the  school  charter  was  obtai  ned, 
8ttrreptitiniisly,  in  tlie  end  ot  king  Charles  tbeSeooiKi'i 
retgD.  Tbe  thing  contrived  by  some  gentlenaeiii 
to  bring  themselves  into  tbe  f^vemment  of  the 
school,  aiul,  by  tin  nin^  out  their  old  master,  to  niakG 
way  for  a  man  honi  Oxiiird,  who  was  the  creature 
of  tbe  principsl  actor.  I  intaiid  n<H  to  enter  into 
the  particulars  of  this  imfiiir  transacttoiiy  though  J 
very  well  femember  much  of  it.  King  Charles 
dvinsf^  thev  hud  a  new  chart(»r  fi  oni  liis  Successor,  by 
which  the  good  old  man  was  plamiy  to  be  turned 
out;  tbe  masters  for  the  future  were  to  be  (as  they 
interpreted  tbe  words)  in  priesfs  orders,  and  yet 
must  take  no  ecclesiastical  prefierment ;  and  many 
otluT  thiiigs  were  appointed  as  they  desired,  but 
witii  sueii  a  power  reserved  in  the  Ciown  as  uuglit, 
if  things  bad  cuutiuued  ui  the  course  they  were  in 
at  that  time»  have  quickly  subverted  tbe  whole  foun- 
dation. Soon  after  this  revolution^  which  took  up 
some  tinu  iM'fore  it  was  coin pluLed,  before  tlie  new 
charter  could  be  brought  down,  old  masters  ejected, 
things  a  little  re-settl^,  &c«  knowing  it  would  be 
scandalous  quite  to  overlook  me,  they  pretended  that 
I  was  too  young  to  be  bead  master  of  so  great  a  seboolt 
but  chose  me  second  master  (there  were  in  that 
sehf^l  three  masters,  beside  two  a>sistaiits,  and  a 
writiug-inaster).  Some  of  the  governors  themseives 
pwned  I  bad  wrong  done  me.  Howiever,  it  was  nol 
fi  time  for  me  to  murmur.   I  was  forced  silently  to 

submit  to  any  thing.  I  had  been  now  about  font 
yoaisat  BiruiingUam,  and  I  kept  this  new  j)ost  about 
two  more.  It  was  worth  to  ine  about  70/.  a  y^r. 
The  late  chief  master^  in  whose  house  I  had  lived 
to  the  time  of  his  expulsion^  ^red  to  his  bsotber'H 
m  the  neighbourhood  of  Shenton,  where  he  spent 
the  remainder  of  his  days  in  c]in(  tness,  aiid  I  verily 
believe  in  contentment.  In  that  time  he  once  or 
twice  waited  upon  my  cousin  ;  and  as  he  was  ca- 
pable of  informing  biqfi  what  1  was^  what  my  k^f^ 

iugi 
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ing,  conversation,  managejxients^  &c.  I  doubt  not 
but  lhat  be  did  do  iu  Here  again  I  cannot  but  ad- 
miie  the  scheme  and  methods  of  Gods jprovidence, 

see  how  unexpectedly  things  coincide  and  co- 
operate towai^l  ilic  liuiiii  Uesign. 

By  iliis  tune  uiy  cousin  s  only  son,  who  had  been 
bora  after  the  d^th  of  my  grcat-iincle,  was  dead. 
The  eatail  of  his  estate,  all  1  think  hot  that  of  Fin<- 
boroogh,  had  been  barred  in  his  8on*s  time,  and  he 
was  now  cousidrrinfr  how  to  dii>j)ose  of  it ;  for,  it 
seems,  lie  never  intended  to  give  it  to  his  daughters, 
HO  more  than  his  father  did.  My  uncie  Thomas  had 
two  sons,  but  they  had  had  no  education;  there  was 
something  disagreeable  in  them;  and  the  elder  had 
luai  1  ie(i  a  woman  eunlrary  to  my  cousin's  express 
corn ni and  and  denunciation.  My  elder  brother  was 
sent  up  to  London,  to  see  w  hat  he  would  do  there, 
and  he  soon  shewed  himself ;  for  in  a  short  time  he 
mmlved  himself  in  debts,  some  his  own*  and  some 
of  other  people,  by  being  engagetl  for  strangers, 
and  so  got  into  ttie  fleet  for  a  great  sum,  wortiiy 
of  so  great  an  expectant  as  he  pretended  to  be* 
Without  doubt,  such  was  his  tem]>er,  if  my  cousin 
had  left  the  estate  to  him,  he  had  been  cheated  of 
it  all  instantly.  All  this  wlnle  designs  were  laid, 
and  a]>pheations  came  from  other  quarters,  and 
etery  stoiK^  was  turned  by  them  that  had  the  least 
pretence;  To  ease  himself  of  a  care  that  grew  trou* 
Uesome,  my  cousin  resolves,  by  a  deed,  to  settle  the 
estate  upon  my  uncle Tliomas  aiitl  my  father,  in  the 
same  proporUon  and  manner  exactly  in  which  it  had 
been  entailed  upon  them  by  his  father.  This  he  did, 
and  gave  my  fitther  a  fair  mtimation  of  it  in  a  letter 
tobim. 

When  I  went  one  day  to  wait  upon  my  father,  he 
shewed  me  this  letter;  and,  alter  my  return,  I  re- 
jected upon  it,  and  upon  that  obligation  to  which  I 
had  submitted  in  the  troubles  of  my  brother  Hemy. 
I  thought  my  father^  having  now  unexpectedly  so 

good 
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good  a  prospect  before  him,  and  being  never  likelf 
to  want  that  little  money,  flight  be  persuaded  to 

cancel  it;  e5}>ecially  considering  that  even  at  that 
rate  1  shouM  still  hear  bv  much  the  f^rcaU  r  share  of 
the  debts  and  ciiarges  (wliicb  were  very  great)  taken 
together ;  and  that  all  the  pains  laid  out  npon  that 
•ffiiir  had  been  mine.  I  wrote  to  him  upon  tmt  sub- 
ject with  all  plainness  and  submission.  But,  though 
two  or  three  letters  a];icce  passed  between  us,  he 
would  never  understand  the  reason  of  what  I  wrote; 
but  indeed  was  rather  angry^  and  seemed  something 
alienated  from  that  time^  which  was  no  smau 
trouble  to  me. 

Wiiilst  other  people  were,  some  plotting  or  mak- 
ing addi-esses  to  my  cousin,  and  some  only  big  vvith 
expeetation,  1  was  the  only  man  perhaps  among  all 
his  relations^  who  never  stirred,  nor  seemed  to  expect 
I  applied  myself  all  the  while  to  my  bomness,  and 
never  so  mueh  as  waited  upon  him,  or  employed  any 
body  to  speak  or  do  any  thing  in  myhehalf,  though 
many  then  blamed  me  for  it*  Only,  the  November 
before  he  died,  lest  a  total  absence  should  betaken  for 
ingratitude,  I  did  go.  I  went  npon  a  Saturday  in  the 
afternoon,  and  gave  him  a  sermon  the  next  day,  for 
which  he  tliankcd  me  heartily  ;  but  none  of  the  fa- 
mily 1  reside  thanked  me  at  all.  The  next  morning 
I  told  him,  that  I  came  only  to  pay  those  respects 
which  were  due  from  me,  and  to  thank  hhn  for  ail 
his  favours ;  and,  having  done  that,  desired  leave  to 
return  to  my  station,  where  I  ought  to  be.**  But  not 
one  syllable  did  I  speak  or  insinuate  m  relation  to 
bis  estate,  so  far  was  I  from  supplanting  any  body. 
And  indeed,  though  I  had  some  hopes  that  he  would 
not  totally  forget  me,  yet  I  had  no  thoughts  of  whst 
followed.  He  dismissed  me  this  time  with  great 
kindness;  and,  by  his  looks  and  manner,  seemed  to 
have  a  particular  regard  for  me ;  but  be  discovered 
nothing  of  his  intentions  by  words. 

Though  1  (fid  not  use  to  Tisit  him,  yet  he  em- 
ployed 
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them  after  nis  death  told  me  himcelf.  I  little  8U8- 
pectcd  iiu'  sucli  tliini^  ;  but  so  it  was.  1  iity  gave 
him  accounts  from  Unm  to  time  how  1  behaved  my- 
ieif«  either  upon  public ocK!asions,  or  in  the  oonneof* 
my  Hfe  $  how  oatunii  afl^efeioQ  had  indoed  engaged 
me  too  far  in  the  aflatrs  of  my  bfotberS}  but  that  I 
had  in  gre«t  measare  repaired  that  fault,  and  extri* 
csied  myself;  li<ivv  much  industry  and  huiiiiiity  (two 
cjtialities  that  my  cousin  loved)  were  visible  in  my 
oondttci ;  and  the  like— from  all  which  be  concluded 
'dmt  what  had  been  suggested  in  my  prejudice  waa 

witliout  foiiiuiatioi),  and  the  mac  huialioas  of  aomo 
people  that  1  omit  to  name  unjust. 

At  last  (vod  in  mercy  directed  and  fixed  bis  indn 
miom  toward  me.  He  levokea  hia  late  settlement 
and  makes  his  last  will,  as  it  now  stands,  with  the 
first  opportunity  lie  could  find  of  doin^  it  ])rivately. 
In  Au^rust  following  he  fell  sick,  aiul  sent  secretly 
to  me  by  night,  to  come  over  to  him  the  next  day, 
'  as  if  I  cn me  of  my  own  accord,  without  any  notice 
ef  hia  illness.  This  was  an  indication  of  somethinji; 
considerable,  and  the  first  manifest  discovery  of  his 
kiiichiess  intended,  though  the  messenger,  Mr.  M. 
bad  no  (lireciions  to  tell  me  any  thing  of  that.  Ac* 
cordingly  1  went,  and  staid  hre  days  with  him| 
during  wbidi  time  he  could  get  no  opportunity  to 
aiy  any  thing  to  me  in  private,  thougli  I  saw  he  de* 
sired  it  ejime?tly.  He  then  appearing  to  be  somo^ 
thing  bettfi ,  I  begged  leave  to  i^o  liome,  to  take  care 
of  my  afikirs,  and  to  return  again  the  Monday  fol* 
knring.  This  was  upon  a  Thursday.  On  Sunday 
a  mesactigor  came  in  haste  for  me,  and  told  me  that 

j  hifi  (li-teiDper  was  increased,  and  that  he  was  in  a 
liangt  rous  of>Titiitton.  I  made  what  speed  I  could  to 
bim;  but  be  had  been  dead  seven  or  eight  hours  be- 
feie  I  came* 

It  was  Aog^  19,  1688,  when  he  died^  in  the 

65th  ytjai  of  his  age.  He  had  been  for  many  years 
I  afflicted 
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afflicted  with  A  sort  of  atmigur^,  that  coo&sktd  him 
to  bi§  house  and  gardens,  or  adjacent  places,  and  at 
laat  died  of  a  tumor  near  his  navel,  which,  being 

opened,  was  mortitiLd.    So  I  understood  his  case. 

He  liad  academical  educutioii,  and  had  lived  many 
years  in  the  Temple,  yet  liad  made  no  great  proti^ 
eience  in  learning :  hot  he  knew  the  world,  cdiiU 
diaoem  men,  and  was  discreet.   He  was  hasty,  lal 

would  be  now  and  tlicii  tiausported  ;  but  <^ood-na- 
tared  after  his  passion ,  very  inckd^ent  to  his  vvite  aud 
children ;  and  in  short  a  good  relation,anda  goodmaa* 
His  will  gave  a  new  and  great  turn  to  my  a&in, 
atnoe  by  it  I  found  myself  entitled  to  a  noble  estate; 
for  which  I  desire  ever  to  adore  the  Divine  goodness; 
humbly  praying,  that  what  (iod  hath  been  ])lt  used 
by  his  iVovideoce  to  give  me,  unexpected  and  oar 
deserved,  he  would  be  pleased  also  to  oootiniie,  snd 
prosper  by  hb  blessing  to  me  and  mine. 

Such  a  sudden  alteration  every  nature  could  not 
have  l>orne  with  moderation  ;  but  1  cannot  cliarge 
myseii  with  many  transgressions  in  that  respect. 
Yet  1  did  some  thin|;8,  and  omitted  some,  which  I 
ahonki  not  do  or  omit  now,  with  the  experience  and 
knowledge  that!  have  acquired  since,  merely  through 
a  defect  of  tliat  a{l  \  ice  and  assistance  vvhicn  was  ne- 
cessary, but  in  my  case  not  to  be  had*  Those  that 
I  had  moat  reason  to  trust  were  either  angry ,  becaiise 
disappointed,  or  incapable;  some  envied  me;  and 
so  that  which  gets  most  people  friends  deprived  me 
of  mine,  such  as  they  were;  others,  thinking  I  had 
more  by  much  than  really  1  had,  at  least  at  present, 
formed  to  themselves  designs  upon  me,  and,  when 
they  could  not  succeed,  were  diqpleased ;  and  lair- 
yen,  even  he  whom  I  relied  upon  most,  as  I  have 
Jo u lid  lu  my  cost,  were  apt  to  betray  me. 

The  hrst  thing  I  applied  myself  to  was,  to  know 
what  the  estate  was.  And  here,  though  I  desired  a 
eight  of  my  cousin's  rentals  and  accounts,  I  coeld 
never  obtain  that  privilege.     Something  perhaps 

migot 
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might  hafe  been  jncked  oat  of  the  deeds  and  wri« 

tmf^  beknging  to  it  with  laboiir,  but  they  were  net 

1:1  Fiiv  ciistodv\  I  rode  about  to  the  several  places 
where  it  lav;  but  tenants  were  s}i\ ,  and  tuil  of  tricks, 
and  it  was  impossible  to  fish  out  thiagt  tliat  itay 
without  much  time,  so  I  have  been  foroed  for  tlie 
nest  part  to  depend  on  Mr.  M.  1  hope  be  has  mt 
deceived  me.  ' 

The  next  thin^^  wliich  I  turned  my  thoughts  to 
wefe,  the  chai^^es  and  incumbrances  to  which  I  was 
saigect.  At  my  eoosin's  death*  to  be  sore«  I  was  bare 
cnongh.  I  inherited  no  goods  nor  fbmitore  either 
for  house  or  study.  There  were,  ttjv  bond  upon 
which  I  borrowed  n^oiiev  in  Harry's  business;  some 
bonds  of  Tom  s,  wlach  it  was  expected  1  should 
pi^  immediately,  with  the  ntmost  interest;  thera 
was  a  pogreas  to  be  made  throogh  the  estate,  and 

manv  affairs  to  be  settled,  which  could  not  lyn  doae 
without  expence;  th^ic  were  large  annuities  to  be 
psid|  near  6'00i«  a  year;  3000/.  was  to  be  raised  in 
fear  years ;  the  manor  of  Shentuo  was  left  to  the 
widow  for  Iffo*  fce.  To  which  I  may  add,  as  aggra^ 
▼ations,  that  I  had  no  power  to  make  a  jointure  for 
a  wile;  heavy  taxes  commenced  just  after  this  time, 
and  have  continued  ever  since  ;  soma  relations  have, 
been  exceeding  hardens;  bills  of  repairs  have  luqp* 
peoed  to  he  brge,  tenants  have  brok^  through  the 
hardness  of  times,  &c. 

But  one  of  the  greatest  deductions  was  tlie  wi- 
dow's dower.  Uer  iointure^  as  i  remember,  was 
140/.  per  annum^  cnai^ed  upon  Sadington,  .&e«; 
bende  which,  my  coasin  left  her  for  life  Shenton  (as 
is  said  already),  an  estate  at  Lee  Grange,  money,  &c. 
Notwithstanding  all  this,  she  told  me,  soon  alar  her 
husband's  death,  that  she  expected  her  thirds  of  the 
whole  estate;  and  when  1  answered  that  I  presumed 
her  jointnfe  was  a  bar  to  dower,  she  replied^  thst 
her  jointure  was  made  in  form  of  a  lease,  and  did 
noi,  preclude  h^ r.   In  respect  to  ber^  who  had  been 
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the  wife  of  my  ^^re^t  friend.  I  ]>ropof?ed  to  go  ami- 
eibly  to  work,  atid  inquire  of  counnel  about  it.    l  im 
did ;  lod  they  unammMilf  agreed  tbat  ber  faii*- 
bmddid  not  intend  the  should  mre  her  dower,  bftt, 

as  the  case  was,  she  nii^ht  by  law  recover  it;  so  1 
compoundtd  tiie  luatter,  without  atiy  farther  assis- 
taoca  of  counsel,  or  any  body ;  aod  slie  has  ever 
aiooe  enjoyed  abofe  400/.  per  annum  in-  my  wrong* 
It  is  well  known,  and  she  herself  owns  it,  that  it 

•  was  always  the  firm  opinion  ofiiiy  cousin  (though  he 
proved  to  be  mistaken)  that  she  liad  no  t  itle  to  dower, 
and  no  doubt  he  made  his  will  accordingly.  It  can 
Mver  be  imagined  tbatbeshouldleare  her  so  or>nii- 
derable  a  part  of  the  estate,  if  he  had  in  the  lent 
suspected  she  had  already  a  title  to  the  third  part  of 
the  whole— not  to  say,  that  in  conscience  she  out^ht 
not  to  have  taken  this  advantage,  not  only  in  cx>Qsi-* 
deration  of  the  lai^  tagacy  b^ueathed  her  npon  a 
pvesnmption  of  her  no  title,  but  also  of  tbesmsH 
fortune  which  she  broiij^ht,  that  did  not  deserve  it. 
This  is  the  trulli  of  all  tliat  afFair. 
'  When  i  came  up  to  London  after  tiie  death  of  my 
ooosin,  I  found  asy  elder  brother  in  the  Fleet  Uf9 
debts  were  too^great  to  be  paid }  but  I  supplied  him 
with  money  to  support  him  :  and  because  I  saw 
that  when  he  had  it  he  made  all  the  haste  he  could 
to  want  it  again,  1  sent  my  man  every  Monday  morn- 
ing to  him  with  money  for  bis  pocket  that  week. 
After  sonse  time  I  was  at  the  charge  of  remofing  him 
to  the  King's  Bench,  and,  a  while  after  that,  of  pro- 
curing his  liberty  also.  He  carried  himself  not 
gratefully  to  me,  as  may  appear  by  this,  among 
other  inatauces.  But  i  must  premise  a  short  scoouo^ 
to  intioduce  it* 

A  little  before  the  3000/.  charged  upon  my  estate 
became  due,  I  had  advised  with  counsel,  w^hethcr  1 
might  not  Ml  timber  to  raise  that  money,  or  part  of 
it :  and  it  was  thought  I  might  do  it ;  for,  first,  that 
money  waa  uharged  upon  tbe  estal^  and  might  in 

reason

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reasuii  therefore  perhaps  be  as  well  raised  out  of  ft 
ibis  way  as  any  otlieri  especially  if  it  be  coiiiidiarad 
that  the  widow  bad  wreitod  ftom  me  a  large  bnMU 
of  the  eitate,  and  the  great  tajm  wcte  Mien  apon 
me,  both  which  tended  to  disable  me,  and  were  nei« 
ther  of  them  foreseen  by  niv  cousin.  Secondly,  it 
might  be  for  the  advantage  of  my  successor  as  wdl 
as  myself)  not  to  venture  the  baaard  of  a  forfisitims 
for,  ttMmgb  poisibiy  I  might  not  have  incmTed  m 
fcrfeiture,  or,  if  I  had,  Chancery  migfat  have  reUeved 
me  upon  payment  of  the  money  ;  yet  Sir  A,  K.  (an 
able  Chancery-niaa)  advised  me  not  to  depend  upon 
that.  Aud  further,  if-  the  trotlees,  upon  non-pay-- 
■mt,  had  entered  upon  the  ettate,  which  was  ma 
kaet  that  eonld  he ;  nobody  can  tell  what  the  eoii»> 
quences  might  have  been.  And,  tliiidiy,  there  lay  no 
action  of  waste  agaiiist  me  lurfeliing  timber;  not  from 

the  heirs  at  law,  because  they  had  no  im mediate 
right  after  mo  I  nor  from  my  ion,  beeawethm  ia 
an  intormadiale  estate  in  tnitfeees ;  nor  from  the 

trustees,  because  they  liavc  no  inheritance,  &c. 
Nevertheless,  it  was  juds^ed  adviscLil)le  for  me  to 
make  a  present  of  100  guineas  apiece  to  Sir  J.  Ch.*a 
end  Mr,  W.Vladies  for  their  eonsent,  lest  nnder  mam 
petenen  they  might  obtain  an  injunction  againsC 
me,  I  submitted  to  this,  though  it  was  but  a  trick- 
1  raised  in  Suffolk  this  way  about  14U()/.  and  I  think 
not  more,  all  charges  deducted;  aud  about  4  or  500/. 
afterwaida  ia  eevml  woods ;  the  rest  1  paid  out  of 
ay  own  pocket.  And  now  for  my  brotner« 
Just  at  that  time  when  the  timber  lay  ready  to  bo 

rarried  oft,  he  (for  whom  I  had  endm  cd  so  Uiuch)  ' 
exhibits  a  complaint  against  me  in  Ciiancery,  serves 
the  tenant  at  Pinborough  with  ejectments ;  goes  tfai* 
Amtf  mad  formally  tates  poamssion  of  the  otalo  aa 
ff  the  entail  had  net  been  bamd,  and  moves  for  an 
iiij unction,  that  the  timber  should  not  be  stirred;  just 
ss  if  he  intended  to  undo  me,  for  the  time  of  pay- 
maaft  wia  near*  And  he  oontrWed  to  serve  me  with 
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the  subpoena  ou  the  last  day  of  the  Term  immeci lately 
pceoeding,  that  so  I  might  not  be  »ble  to  get  in  my 
Mswer,  the  drawing  of  which  required  aome  tiney 
'   for  the  writing  to  be  perused  were  at  Shenton.  But 

I  used  ex|>'  dilion,  auH  stopjied  Ills  inouih.  He  had 
been  misled  by  ill  people,  which  was  no  novelty; 
but  it  was  a  great  charge  to  me ;  and  be  had  been 
thrown  beck  into  priion  again,  I  v  contracting  new 
debta  to  lawyert)  &c.  bad  not  I  been  compasnionate^ 
even  to  loolusiiness.  Aft(  r  this.  I  ijavehim  ^^ol.ptr 
annum yiiud  several  considerable  sums  besides,  (ioin^- 
tQ  live  at  Chester,  he  died  there  of  a  bruise  in  bt» 
head,  got  bjr  a  fall,  in  1694^  During  the  time  of  his 
confinement  it  was  said  (but  the  thing  is  not  very 
certain)  that  he  married  a  womnn,  whose  father  was 
a  prisoner  likewise.    However,  he  left  no  issue. 

Whether  my  brother  Tom  was  here  in  town  before 
I  came,  or  whether  he  followed  me,  i  have  ftally 
forgot ;  but  I  maintained  him  privately,  and  did 
some  irksome  tilings  for  him.  I  have  not  st^  t  (l<jvvii 
the  particular  sums  he  had  of  me  in  those  days. 
Now  I  aiiow  him  60L  per  annum,  beside  his  own 
annuity,  and  the  many  debts  I  have  pmd  for  him 
over  and  over,  of  which  my  accompta  are  witnesses* 
God  forgive  his  tollies,  and  the  disturbances  vvliuU 
he  has  occasioned  t'>  niel  Other  relations  have  been 
chargeable  to  me;  but  1  shall  not  mention  tbem  ato 
these  two  instances* 

I  shall  here  take  an  opportunity  to  say  sometfiing 
more  of  my  dear  father;  a  man,  from  whose  sobriety, 
reij;ularitv.  Gild  unexceptionable  morals,  some  of  his 
children  miglit  have  transcribed  better  copies  than 
tbey  did.  After  the  deaA  of  my  cousin,  be  was  not 
altogether  pleased  that  I  had  the  estate,  beoause  he 
had  it  not  liim&elf ;  hut  he  had  now  a  competence, 
upon  which  he  mi<^ht  live  comfortably  without  de- 
peodance,  and  more  agreeably  to  his  owu  desires  | 
and  this  satisfaction  1  believe  he  enjoyed.  He  re» 
moved  to  Lichfield ;  died  these  Maich  10^  10^1 1 

and 
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Ml  lie^  hwM  in:  the  ch«iveh  of  Shaattpne,  with  bU 
acNoe  of  his  childmi,  and  now  hi«  onljr 

beloved  wife*  lately  deceased,  &c,  I  ijuess  him  to  have 
been  then  about  57  years  old  [lie  was  born  Oct.  27, 
16^4]'  He  was  a  maa  ol;  natural  good  puts,  hid 
Ite  weds,  of  religion  sowed  in  him  euAy,  mi  imA 
one  sort  of  books  much,  ibr  the  exercise  of  devotion* 
But,  not  having  learni 021;  enough  to  enlarge  his  niiiid, 
and  enatiie  him  to  judge  for  himself,  he  became 
soniediiog  obnoxioua  to  prejudices,  stinted  himself 
ID  the  use  of  bis  own  judgment,  vdiioh  wis  nsln-* 
rallf  very  stronj^  and  good,  and  seemed  not  so  sen-^ 
sihle  oi  tUe  force  and  obligation  oi  1  t  asoM.  This  I 
ascribe  to  the  conversation  he  had  in  his  younger 
years  with  the  minister  of  a  neigbbouriog  panab, 
vbo  was  on^  of  those  G&ntiQ^  leaiots  that  maioe  rea-» 
son  to  be  a  species  of  impiety,  and  who  infused 
such  Presbyterian  pruiciples  into  Ins  mind,  as  stuck 
bv  iuiii  to  the  lasit.  Yet  he  never  deserted  the 
Church,  where  he  used  to  be  constantly;  unless  be 
did  It  after  the  Revolution  (as  it  is  eaUed)i  when  se» 
psrate  meetmffs  became  legal*  He  would  sometimes 

be  aiigry  (and  who  is  not  r),  but  not  to  llu^  j^reju- 
dice  of  any  body;  and  perhaps  he  was  not  so  active, 
to  get,  as  the  narrowness  at*  his  circumstances  re-. 
Qsmd.  But,  in  the  course  of  his  almost  incesssni 
devotions*  the  integrity  and  inofienstveness  of  bis 
life  and  niauners,  and  the  care  he  took  to  bt  have 
lujiiself  soberly  and  virtuouslv,  and  to  avoid  all  ex- 
psQoes  incompatible  with  his  little  income,  he  bad 
losroe  any  eqnal.  In  one  word,  the  want  of  learn- 
ing was  not  his  feult,  but  infelicity ;  and,  take  him 
altogether,  he  was  the  most  conscientious  and  best 
man  that  ever  came  within  my  observation.  My 
dear  mother,  1  dare  say,  parted  with  bim  not  with« 
out  great  regret*  And  that.  I  itaay  not  setmrnte  the 
chavaoters  of  them  who  always  liv«d  so  faithfully  and 
inseptiiMblv  tojretlicr,  1  shall  add  here,  concerning" 
Iier,  what  ju&iice,  as  well  as  duty  and  ailection, 
VOL.  I.  F  obliges 
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eUUm  me  to  my.  She  was  not  only  •  smguhr 
good  womaii^  tmt  tocfa  eii  one  as  by  her  great  care 
and  in^enioosmanau  meat  supplied  many  ^  myfii- 

tlicr  6  wants,  and  wjlliout  whicli  it  would  lidve  been 
almost  ioipoi-ibible  for  him  to  have  brought  up  his 
AiWen.  She  was  in  truth  a  help  meet  for  him; 
and  ibiioirBd  htm  Sept  SI4»  1707  [she  was  bom  Dec. 
27,  162&].  And  they  now  together  reap  the  fruits 
of  their  innocent  and  pious  lives,  as  they  tunnerly 
participated  in  the  same  dithculties  and  afflictions. 

And  now  I  shall  only  add  two  or  three  lines  con* 
eeminf  myself  whom  they  have  left  behind  to  act 
ent  my  pinrt.  May  I  aet  it  as  I  ought;  and  male 
my  exit  not  less  innocently  aud  piously  than  my  pa- 
tents have  done  before  ine! 

In  1688,  Nov.  10, 1  came  to  London.  Here,  af- 
ter 1  had  m  good  measnre  settled  my  afiairs  that 
winter,  I  took  a  ptoapeet  of  all  those  toils  end  tme- 
bles  that  I  had  undergone  in  the  long  30  years  I 
iiad  now  lived,  and  began  to  thirst  after  repose  and 
settlement  In  Older  to  this,  it  was  become  neeanaiy 
that  I  ahonM  niany.

Yott  are  by  this  time  mfiUe  that  m  fidte  end 

imKcioQs  report  being  industriously  blown  about, 
that  I  was  a  Ouack,  had  kept  a  Mountebank  stage, 
and  lived  at  the  sign  of  the  Urinal,  has  almost 
entirely  frustrated  your  aineere  intention  of  aemng 
botb  this  Town  and  me,  in  reeomnieodtng  me  to 
year  friends :  sueh  is  the  disposition  of  the  major 
part  of  men,  to  It^nd  uiore  readily  an  ear  to  slander 
and  detraction,  than  to  praise  and  commendation  ; 
and  what  ia  worse,  they  will  not  only  give  credit  to 
Ml  ill  report,  witfamt  taking  the  kaal  troubie  to  in- 
quire whether  it  be  true  or  false,  though  the  eonae- 
qu(  nee  of  its  being  believed  should  be  ever  so  detri- 
mental to  the  person  injured,  but  ^gerly  go  about 
to  spread  it.  The  sad  esperiencfi  of  this,  I  havA 
hitherto  borne  with  the  patieiica  of  a  Stoie,  and 
bm  endeavoured  ratlier  to  convince  the  thinking 
part,  of  my  ability  in  my  profession,  by  the  success 
of  the  charitable  assistance  which  1  have  cheeriuliy 
gifen  to  the  sick  poor^  than  bv  a  formal  jnstiflea- 
tion  of  my  injured  cbameter.

sion. Now  to  the  purpu?e.  The  oihoiis  reflections 
cast  upon  me  laying  also  upon  you  an  indirect 
charge^  either  of  want  of  probitv,  in  offering  to  im- 
pose upon  the  Town  a  person  whose  character  is  the 
reverse  of  what  yon  have  given  out  and  he  pretends 
to,  or  of  cxtn  iii^  w^  ukucss,  to  espouse  the  interest 
of  one  whose  character  you  are  unacquainted  with;

Kivate  theoretical  and  practical  lectures  ofDr.Boer- 
ave  and  Albimis,  the  anatomical  and  ehirurgical 
of  Professor  I^aw  ,  the  cliemical  of  Lettort,  and  I 
also  attended  tlie  botanical  in  the  Physic  garden.  I 
spent  besides  some  time  under  the  famous  Auysch 
at  Amtterdam,  where  &iUng  into  acquaintance  with 
an  Holsatian  Nobleman,  I  bad  an  opportunity  of  vi- 
siting several  parts  of  Europe  with  him  in  quahty  of 
a  companion.  At  my  return  to  Hamburg  an  utter 
was  made  to  me,  to  enter  into  the  service  dF  the  late 
Csar  Paler  Alesceiwitz,  ^  as  Secretary  to  Baron 
Schaek,  Envoy  Extraordinary  to  her  late  Majesty 
Ont'cn  Anne  from  that  Prince  ;  and  heinsr  at  the 
same  time  informed  that  that  Nobleman  employed 
a  great  part  of  bis  leisure  time  in  chemical  axperi- 
ments,  I  gladly  embraced  the  opportunity^  and  went 
on  board  of  the  Thomas  and  Elueabetb^  an  English 

riuk^ 
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"Pink,  honnd  for  London,  I713,  the  10th  of  April^ 
as  you  have  seen  by  tlie  ])assport  of  Mr.  Wich,  En- 
Toy  Extraordinary  from  Oiieen  Anae  to  the  Lower 
"Smofn  Circle,  lliis  post  jn^orded  me  a  great  deal  of 
kmre,  which  I  employed  partly  in  chemical  trials, 
partly  in  rendiiv^  hin  h  |)h\  .sical  books  as  were  only 
extant  in  tiie  Knghsh  tongue.     I  likewise  went 
through  several  courses  of  experimental  philosophy. 
Having  continued  in  this  station  till  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1 715,  and  finding  the  Baron  was  tike  to 
cjuit  the  service  of  the  Czar,  I  also  withdrew ,  and  went 
tf)  board  with  two  persons  who  had  the  care  of  the  edu- 
<^atioo  of  a  coasiderable  number  of  gentlemm's  sons. 
,  These^  after  a  month  or  two,  lodng  their  assistanl, 
entreated  me  to  undertake  that  task,  at  least  so  long 
till  they  could  pet  a  person  titly  qualified  in  my 
room.    I  accej)tL(l  the  province;  and,  u|)on  their 
making  me  several  otiers  and  concessions  which 
pedecesaor  had  not  enjoyed,  I  determined  to  cootH 
niie  with  them  some  years.   But  hardly  were  six 

inoulhs  elapsed,  before  I  found  myself  in  a  decaying 
condition,  occasioned  by  the  siuoak  and  steam  of 
a  neighbouring  Soap-boiler,  which  did  constantly 
annoy  that  part  of  the  house  where  my  chief  con* 
ftoement  was.  Wherefore,  upon  the  kind  invitation 
ef  a  Russian  gentleman,  I  went  to  lodge  at  the  same 
house  with  him  at  Chelsea,  where  the  great  care 
which  was  taken  tor  the  recovery  of  my  health  in« 
troduced  an  intimacy  which  proved  the  unhappy 
fcoudation  of  a  chain  of  adverdtiea  during  almost 
the  space  of  l,',  years.  My  daily  frequenting  Sal- 
ter s  Coff'ee-huuse  made  me  known  to  Sir  .Inhii 
Cope,  senior;  who,  finding  that  1  was  no  stranger  to 
the  living  languages,  that  1  had  seen  the  most  con- 
tiderable  parts  of  Europe,  and  that  I  understood  tlie 
fcest  and  most  convenient  method  of  travelling, 
thought  me  a  proper  person  10  conduct  liis  grand- 
son, a  young  gentleman  near  twenty  years  of  age,  m 
bis  travels ;  and,  aceofdingly,  onrcfd  me  very  ho-

awtibfe  terms,  which  I  aoeepted.   We  passed  tbt 

winter  season  in  the  study  of  Puffendorf,  Grotius, 
and  History  ;  and  wr  were  to  begin  our  tour  abroad 
ID  the  spring  foUowing.  However,  notw^^thstanding 
k  woulo  have  been  greatly  for  my  inlierest  to  have 
gone  abroad  according  to  the  fint  agreement,  on 
account  of  a  greater  salary  I  was  to  have  during  our 
stay  abroad,  1  thoug^ht  it  nry  indispensable  duty  to 
hint  to  njy  young  gentleman's  father,  that  a  progress 
into  the  most  considerable  parts  of  England  would 
on  many  accoonts  be  advisable,  before  he  went 
abroad ;  and  that,  bemg  first  tolerably  well  acquainted 
with  his  own  country,  he  would  not  only  make  a 
better  figure  in  forLign  parts,  but  it  would  also 
enable  him  to  make  a  better  use  of  his  time,  in  only 
re^rding  such  thinss  as  are  worth  most  notice^ 
being  eitiier  not  at  all  to  be  met  with  at  home,  or  at 
least  being  managed  to  a  better  advantage  abroad  $ 
with  many  other  reasons^  which  to  relate  is  foreign 
to  my  present  pur[X>ie,  This  was  so  well  relished, 
that,  instead  of  setting  oot  lor  France,  we  made  the 
aammer  folfewing  a  Uwr  through  Hampshire,  Berk* , 
shire,  Wiltshire,  Oxfordshire,  and  Warwickshire. 
U})()n  our  return  to  London  in  the  winter  season,  I 
soon  discovered  that  this  my  candid  way  of  acting 
had  given  time  and  opportunity  to  some  persons 
who  had  my  l«dy*s  aar^  and  who,  for  some  peculiar 
andt,  were  against  tfie  young  gentleman's  going 
abroad,  to  overset  Sir  John's  measures,  to  iny  laitlicr 
disadvantage ;  and,  though  not  daring  directly  to 
oppose  the  things  gained  however  so  far  upon  her

should  be  of  more  advantage  to  me  than  his  sort, 
till  which  time  I  should  remain  with  him  ttijtete 
MPw  To  cnmnerate  tlie  favours  of  this  my  gmnmt 
AtMm  ud  hii  good  Ltdy,  for  which  1  alwftjrt  thiA 
tctaiQ  the  higbest  sense  of  gratitude,  tliis  is  nut  a 
proper  place.  I  proceed,  therefore,  to  inform  you, 
that  a  prospect  of  settling  advantageously  as  a  jrhy* 
ttcim  at  Cbclaaai  where  at  that  time  tbere  wia  onmmi, 
tiiRNiigh  the  iotareBl  of  that  peraon  who  was  afteiw 

wards  my  wife,  made  me  entirely  lay  aside  all 
.thoughts  of  travelling  in  capacity  of  a  governor  of  a 
young  gentleman,  resolve  upon  matrimony  witboitt 
nsgai^  to  age,  beauty,  or  fortmi^  and  made  me 
termine  to  j^o  directly  to  Frmoe  on  aoooimt  of  Mid* 
wifery,  and  m  my  return  to  take  my  Doctor's  degree 
at  Lpvden.  Here  the  most  valuable  part  of  this 
scheme  was  irrecoverably  destroyed  by  a  prifilaa

promises  to  uii&ay  ali  she  had  said  to  my  detriment. 
Tbia  not  being  sutbcknt  to  get  my  aifieat,  a  Clefgy- 
men  or  two  were  employed  of  onr  joint  ecqoeiptanoe 
.to  persuade  me.  To  be  short,  it  was  my  ill  &te  to  be 
teased  into  compliance.  I  was  married  in  the  bcf^in- 
jiiug  of  November  1718;  set  out  for  Calais  {\ivce 
days  after,  wbenoe^  m  compiaifiance  to  one  of  my 
fellow  traveliers,  who  was  going  to  take  bis  Iteo* 
tor's  degree  at  Rbeims,  bat  could  not  pronounce  the 
Latin  very  readily  the  foreign  way,  1  went  throu|]^li 
Flanders  to  that  University,  we  both  had  our 

promotion  in  December ;  thence  we  went  to  Paris^ 
where  Isfiplied  myself  to  the  art  of  midwifery}  end^ 
besides  attending  ell  the  public  courses  of  anatomy, 
]  went  through  a  private  one  at  the  Hdtel-Dieu» 
where  I  likewise  went  through  a  course  of  o]>Li4- 
tions  under  Mr.  Tibault,  of  whom  I  learned  Litho- 
tomy ex  prafeuo.  -  I  also  frequented  the  hospit^ 
caUed  the  Quinaevingt,  where  I  bad  Ur.  Woolbouse^s 
Instmc^ns  in  the  Dbtempers  of  tfie  Eyes.  Be- 
sides this,  I  had  a  room  iu  tiie  liospital  called  la  Sal- 
pc  triere,  where  having  the  opportunity  of  making 
my  anatomical  observation  upon  female  bodies,  I 
dissected  there  in  private  for  several  months  during 
the  summer  of  1719.  I  went  the  botanical  walks 
about  Paris,  and  attended  Dr.  Jeassieu's  lectures  iu 
the  King's  garden.  I  went  through  a  course  of  chi- 
rurgical  instruments,  and  with  Mr.  ^'eseau  through 
a  course  of  Bandages ;  and  in  August  I  returned  to 
England  by  the  way  of  Dieppe,  Soon  after  a  violent 
fever  seiara  me  at  Chelsea,  whioh  brought  me  very 
Inw.  After  my  recovery,  not  expecting  any  im- 
meuiate  encouragement  there,  I  went  to  London. 
Some  friends  advised  me  to  go  to  Bedlbrd,  where 
Dr.  Brown,  though  a  young  gentleman,  was  said  to 
have  a  design  of  leaving  off  business.   1  v^ent,  but

In  the 
mean  time  I  took  lodgings  in  SpitahielH??,  where  1 
finished  a  smail  tract  which  1  liad  begun  to  write 
for  a  friend  ;  and  though  1  did  not  directly  seek  bu- 
siness, having  my  eyes  on  Bedford,  yet  it  so  hap- 
pened, towarus  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1 720,  that 
several  cases  o  He  red,  which  made  tne  known,  and 
])rocnred  me  some  encourac^enient ;  iii  ><)  uiuch,  that 
when  my  Bedford  friends  i^ent  me  word  of  the  va- 
cancy, 1  was  over*persuaded  to  stay  whf  re  I  was. 
About  that  part  of  London,  vi2.  Bishopsgate,  Shore- 
ditch,  Whitechapel,  and  Stepney  parish,  1  liave  al- 
ways praeti  •  (I  as  a  regular  Plivsieian,  whieh  many 
of  the  inhabitants  can  testify ;  and  it  is  well  known 
that  1  have  been  above  thirteen  years  the  slave  of 
the  poor  of  those  parishes  in  midwifery*.  I  need 
say  no  more;  for,  from  the  year  IJjg,  you  yourself 
have  known  me  by  reput  it i^^n.  and  alterward«  per- 
sonally.  I  leave  out  the  rehearsal  of  tlie  hard 
ftrnggles  I  have  had  from  time  to  time,  through  the 
indiscretion  of  my  yoke-fellow.  Mr.  Ouilie  and  Mn 
Da  Pre  have  been  sometimes  eye-witnesses ;  but  de 
fnortui.f  nil  nisi  I  mi  mm. 

Before  1  conehide,  1  cannot  help  discovering  my,

He  had  also  a 
knowledge  of  designing,  and  was  an  ingenious  me- 
cbaoic.  After  his  tailure  in  tbe  practice  of  medi- 
one,  his  friends  attempted  several  schemes  to  alio* 
viate  bis  necessities  s  but  such  was  the  pride  of  his 
spirit,  that  receiving  half  a  guinea  from  Mrs.  Tui  r.er, 
a  Liricolusliire  lady,  who  tnen  boarded  in  Notting- 
ham, by  tbe  hands  of  his  landlord,  the  only  answer 
he  then  made  was,  If  you  bad  stabbed  me  to  the 
bsart  I  sboold  have  thanked  you,  but  this  I  cannot 
bear.*'  He  lived  but  a  short  time  after.  Before  his 
last  hhiess  his  friends  hoiii^ht  liuii  an  electrical  ma- 
chine, whereby  he  got  a  little  money  ^  and  be  was 
Bade  an  Ensi^,  Oct.  29,  1745»  in  a  company  of 
feet  raised  dunng  the  Rebellion,  but  this  wa^only  an 
,  expence  to  him.  He  used  to  say  "  all  his  helps  hurt 
him,  as  being  attended  with  more  cost  than  proiit.** 
He  was  afterwards  employed  in  a  way  more 
S|reeable  to  his  genius  and  talents ;  being  furnished 
with  materials,  and  enabled,  with  the  assistance  of 
John  Plutiiptrc,  esq.  and  others,  to  write  'Vlw. 
History  ot  Nottm^hatn;"  which,  however,  he  (IhI  not 
live  to  publish.  He  had  been  troubled  with  the  gout 
to  early  as  in  his  19th  year ;  and  in  tbe  latter  stage 
ef  bis  life  he  suffered  long  conflnemmts  in  this  dis« 
^df  ,  and  became  asthiiiaiical.  Being  at  lenoth  re- 
duced to  a  degree  of  poverty  and  dependence,  which 

lu^  spirit  could  not  sustain,  oppressed  with  calamity 

and 
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and  complicated  disease,  he  died  April  18>  1J49* 

He  was  then  so  poor  that  there  was  not  a  sufficiency 
to  bury  iiim,  and  the  Corj)oraliou  were  about  to  take 
his  few  etiects  lor  that  purpose,  wlien  Mr.  (ieorge 
Ayscough,  pinter^  and  Mr.  Thotnas  Willingtoft, 
druggist,  at  Nottingham,  administered  as  his  prin> 
cipal  creditors,  and  buried  him  genteeNy  in  St.  Peter^l 
ciiuicii- yard,  opposite  to  the  house  where  he  had  lived. 

His  Nottinghaniia  \  cUis  et  Nova,"  or  Historjr 
of  Nottingham,  was  publislied  by  his  administra* 
tors    in  1751,  4to,  embellished  with  94  piates-f-. 

He  wrote  a  book  on  Heraldry,  so  far  as  is  neces* 

sary  for  a  (iontlemau  ;  a  trcalLSL,  i»i  Latin,  De  Re 
ohstc  li  u  aria  and  several  detached  pieres  in  Ger- 
man, Latin,  and  English  ;  but  none  of  these  have 
been  printed.  He  left  also  a  Hortus  Siccus  of  the 
Plants  in  his  Catalogue  and  a  volume  of  Paint^ 
ings  of  the  Fungi,  by  his  own  hand;}:.

ii  is  now  enjoyed  by  William  Collins,  and  Captain 

in  (Jokpiitt,  of  the  Rtival  Navy,  in  right  of  lii-  wife  Catha- 
jfc*,  sister  of  Mr.  Coliin'! ;  Mr^.  Margaret  Smith  hav in devised

for  life  ;  and  to  his  heirs  male;  in  default,  to  other 
relations.  He  ^rv^  also  annuities  to  several  of  bi» 
servants;  and  his  personal  estate  in  trust,  to  secure 
1200L  to  his  nephew  George  Duke  and  Mary  his  wife, 
and  their  children ;  the  residue  among  the  enikiren  of 
his  nephews  Dowdswell  and  Colquitt,  the  daughters 
of  his  nephew  Roger  Smith,  and  utiiers*

In  11959  when  the  estate  devolved  to  tlie  present 
owners^  finding  that  there  was  still  a  ooasiderable 
accumulation  of  the  moneys  of  the  charity  unappro* 
priated,  they  instantly  su<;^estcd  a  plan  tor  its  far- 
ther improvcincnt  and  extension;  which,  meeting 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Trustees,  and  being  sane-* 
tioned  by  the  Court  of  Chancery,  four  more  houses 
have  been  added  (there  being  now  l8);  the  site  of 
the  place  encompassed  with  a  wall ;  and  the  allow- 
ance to  each  widow  increased  from  12/.  to  20/.  a  year.

Thomas  Warton,  Fellow  of  New  College,  Oxford, 
a  man  of  hif^h  talents  and  superior  iufurniation  :  he 
died  of  a  lingenng  disorder,  while  sitting  in  his 
chair  after  dinner,  in  which  situation  be  was  fimnd 
by  his  ikther,  on  his  retom  firom  College  prayers* 

The  following  charaeter  of  Dr.  Warton  appeared, 
aficr  his  death,  written  by  a  friend  who  deeply  felt

▼irtues  of  hit  mind*  His  incomparable  temper,

surviving  friends.*" 

Dr.  Warton  edited  the  Works  of  Dry  den  and  Pope. 
His  Biographical  Memoirs  were  published  by  the 
Eev.  John  Wooll  *,  A.  M.  in  1806,  in  which  are  a 
number  of  the  Doctors  Poems,  &c.

Dr.  Richardson  was  the  intimate  Friend  of  S\t  j 
Hans  Sloane,  and  of  Boerhaave ;  and  corresponded 
with  many  other  high1y«distinguished  characters*  | 
•  Although  many  years  older,  a  similarity  of  pur» 
suits  ronnected  him  with  tin:  late  John  Blackburn,  ' 
Esq.  oi  Orford,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  grand- 
fiither  to  the  present  John  Blackburn,  Esq.  Menn 
ber  of  Parliament  for  that  county.  Mr.  Blackburn 
built  the  first  hot-house  in  the  North  of  England, 
and  it  is  recorded  by  his  descendants  that  he  first 
brought  the  pine  plant  into  the  kingdom.  Imme- 
diately upon  his  hot-house  being  finished,  his  work-* 
men  boilt  one  for  Dr.  Richardson  at  Bierley,  Theie 
is  now  standing,  in  good  health,  at  fiierley  (althougb 
within  the  last  tifly  years  some  of  the  very  large 
lower  brandies  have  been  torn  otY  by  heavy  snows), 
perhaps  one  of  the  tinest  and  oldest  cedars  of  Liba- 
nus  in  the  kingdom ;  the  trunk,  at  some  distsnce 
from  the  ground,  measured,  in  l8l9,  twelve  feet 
eighc  inches  in  circumference*.  This  (but  tlieyear 
is  not  known)  was  sent,  when  very  young,  bv  Sir 
Hans  Sloane,  to  Dr.  Kicliardson,  who  had  it  planted 
in  a  garden-pot,  where  it  remained  some  j;:ears;  but| 
finding  whatever  strength  it  gained  in  summer,  it 
lost  by  being  put  into  the  green-house  in  winter, 
Dr.  Richardson,  tired  with  nursing  it,  ordered  a 
large  hole  to  be  made  in  the  corner  of  his  flower-

he  was  in  extensive  practice,  until  bad  health  obliijtd 
him  to  decline  his  piolession  in  tlie  prime  of  life. 
He  was  universally  beloved  and  respected  by  a 
very  oumerous  acquaintance^  and  inherited  bis  fa- 
ther*s  taste  for  botany  and  natural  history.  He 
wrote  two  Papers  in  the  Philosophical  Transactions:

He  paitir  tl  the  conlidence  of  Queen  Carnlinr,  and  prescribed 
for  the  Royal  Family  till  his  death.  In  1719,  Sir  Hans  was  elected 
PKtident  of  the  College  of  Physicians,  which  station  he  held  iixteea 
ytaiiy  aad  during  that  tiaM  hie  gave  lignal  prooft  of  hb  aeal  for  thf 
loteretts  of  that  body.

ef  C^ikpar  Bauhin*;'^  preat  plan.  Hr.  oherar.f  wa*;,  in  a  particular  man> 
nery  tbe  patron  of  Mr.  Mark  Catesb^r  ^  and  hitu.'.elf  affixed  the  Latin 
mmi  to  the  plniiCi  of  *  The  Natural  Hlatory  of  Camlina.'

the  only  son  of  William  l  albot,  Esq.  of  Lit  hfield, 
by  Mary,  tlie  dauprhter  of  Thomas  Douglity,  Esq. 
of  Whittin[jto!i, in  Worcestershire,  was  bornnt  Stoiir- 
ton  Castle,  in  Staflbrdshire,  one  of  hia  ^ther  s  seaU^ 
fi  little  before  the  fiestomtion.  Tfi  was  admitted  ft 
gentleman  commoner  of  Oriel  College  in  the  begift-* 
ning  of  the  year  1674,  At  the  age  of  fifteen ;  and 
the  year  following  performed  remarkably  well  in  a 
speech  in  the  Encwnia,  He  took  the  degree  of  Ba- 
chelor of  Arts  on  the  i()tli  of  October,  lf)77  ;  and 
proceeded  to  Master  of  Arts  on  the  :23d  of  June, 
1680:  after  wbioh*  be  entered  into  holy  orders; 
obtained  the  rectory  of  Berfieid,  in  Berkshire; 
and  married  the  daughter  of  Mr*  <>is|)e,  an  emi- 
nent Attorney  at  Ohip]Mnnr  Norton,  in  Oxftnrdshire.  [ 

After  the  Revolution,  hy  the  interest  of  his  kin.siiidn, 
Charles  Talbot,  then  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  he  was 
promoted  to  the  Deanry  of  Worcester,  on  the 
*  S^d  of  April,  iG^if  in  the  room  of  Ur.  Uickes^ 
ejected  for  refusing  to  take  the  oaths  to  the  new 
government  In  Jane  following,  be  was  diplo- 
mated  Doctor  in  Divinity,  by  Archbishop  Til'* 
lotson ;  and,  distinguishing  himself  in  the  pulpit, 
was  more  than  once  called  to  preach  before  ibe 
(^ueen.  Upon  the  cleniisL'  fif  Dr.  Fell,  he  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  Bishoprick  of  Oxford,  to  whicli  lie 
was  consecrated  the  24th  of  September,  16^9,  with 
kave  to  hold  his  Deanry  in  commendam. 

Uift  Doctor's  degree  was  reeogniaed  in  the  Uni- 
versity soon  after  his  coming  to  the  See  of  Oxford. 

On  trie  accession  of  King  George  tlic  Tirst,  he  was 
made  Dean  of  die  Chajjcl-rova!. 

He  held  the  above  Bishopric  till  die  year  1715, 
wlien  be  succeeded  Dr.  Burnet  in  that  <»1  Salisbury ; 
and,  npon  the  deatli  of  Lord  Crewe>  was  trans- ^ 
lated  to  the  Bishopric  of  Durham*  on  which  oc-' 
casion  be  resigned  the  Deanry  of  the  Chapel  Royal. 
In  the  year  of  his  translation  he  was  made  Go- 
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vcrnor  of  the  Charter-house;  and  in  1721,011  tbedeatb 
of  Richard  Earl  of  Scafborougb,  the  Ring  appointed 
bim  Lord-tieutei»ant  and  Ciistot  Rotakmm  of  tbm 

Cottnty  Palatine  of  Durham. 

I'lie  l>i»hu}j  ludik-  Ins  public  entry  into  his  Dio- 
cese on  the  12th  ot*  July,  when  Dr.  Mangey 
delivered  an  ele|^nt  public  speech  of  congratulatioa 
at  FaiewelUbalL  Ho  went  directly  to  tlie  Cathedral 
church  to  prayers  before  he  entered  his  Palace,  and 
pronounced  bis  blessing  firom  the  Throne*  Hm 
preached  from  thence  on  Sunday  the  15th  of  July« 
and  ou  tiie  4tli  of  Aiisfust  visited  Newcastle. 

Bp.  Talbot  rendered  Ininseii  unpopular  by  two 
measures  which  he  pursued. 

One  of  these  was,  a  Bill  which  he  brought  into 
Parlifliment  in  February  1723,  and  which  passed 
the  House  of  Lords,  to  enable  Bishops  to  grant 
leases  of  mines,  which  had  not  theiitofore  bccu. 
demised,  w  ithout  cfmsent  of  Chapieib  *. 

Sir  John  Eden,  bemg  then  one  of  the  representar- 
ttm  for  the  County  of  Durham,  strenuously  op* 
posed  tbia  Bill  in  the  Commons ;  though  it  must 
not  be  ibrgotf  that  his  fellow  member,  Mr.  Hed- 
>vorth,  refused  to  give  the  tenants  any  assistance, 
or  to  join  in  the  petition  against  it;  however,  the 
oj)pt>sit»oiib  against  it  were  held  so  reasonable,  that 
the  Bill  underwent  great  amendments,  which  oc* 
casioned  those  who  had  the  conduct  of  it  before 
ParUament  to  drop  it,  and  it  did  not  pass*  Qat 
many  of  the  old  Prebendaries  of  Durham  soon  after 

«  Speanmoi  talis  as  tbat  *'  this  attempt  alarmed  the  whole 

Nation,  and  a  vigofoas  opposition  was  made  tlMfeiSj  pu^ 

ticuhirly  hy  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Durliam,  and  the  copy- 
holders and  lea=('holdei*s  of  this  County  j  for  it  apprared  to 
them,  that  the  Bill  was  calculated  for  the  Hi-hup  uf  Diirhaiu 
and  his  family  oidv,  and  nut  f<;r  his  successors,  and  to  deprive 
the  copyliuldtrb  and  ancient  leaschuldcrs  ut  the  mines  \Miiun 
their  inclosed  grotuids,  which  the  Bishops  of  Diuham  have 
of  late  claimed.  The  cofiybolds  are  demndable  estates  of  iop* 
heritaace  to  the  hein  of  the  Roll  tensnts.** 

•  dying, 
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dyinp:,  the  Bishop  had  the  opportunity  of  preferring 
many  of  his  frunds  in  their  places;  and  thereby 
had  a  iiKi  jnritv  in  the  Chapter,  to  coBfirm  such  leases 
as  he  thought  ht  to  grant. 

Sir  John  Eden  was  grr^ath-  npplauded  by  all  the 
County  of  Durham  for  his  condaet,  ttnd  at  his  re- 
turn from  Parliament  was  met  hy  1500  persons,  to 
congratulate  his  arrival.  This  occasioned  the 
Bishop  to  call  on  his  dependents  and  friends,  to 
meet  him  on  coming  into  tlie  Bishopric;  and  a 
cavalcade  was  formed,  by  many  gentlemen,  clerey- 
men,  and  others,  on  the  93d  <Mf  Janimry  1739,  who 
attended  him  into  Durham,  with  about  thirty 
coaches  in  their  train. 

The  other  matter  which  hurt  the  Bishop's  popu- 
larity was,  his  insiuuiiniii;  to  the  Dean  and  C  hapter 
the  room  tiiere  was  tor  advancing  the  tines  on  their 
leases;  setting  the  pernicious  example  in  his  own. 

In  17459  the  Bisbo))  visited  the  Dean  and  Cha|>* 
ter,  and  exhibited  Articles/  He  continued  in  this 
Sec  till  his  death,  which  happened  at  his  house  in 
Hanover-S( jnare,  T.nndnu,  on  the  10th  ui'  ( )(  luber, 
1730.  He  was  buned  privately  in  St.  James's  church, 
Westmmster. 

'  Twehe  of  the  Bishop's  Sermons  were  published 
in  173],  in  one  vol.  8vo;  in  some  of  which  he  as* 
aerts  the  notion  of  Dr.  Samuel  Clarke  upon  the 

Trinity.  He  was  strongly  attached  to  that  Divine  ; 
and  has  been  heard  to  lament  greatly,  that  he  could 
not  give  the  Doctor  the  best  preferment  he  had 
in  his  disposal,  by  reason  of  bis  lousing  to  subscribe 
the  Articles  *• 

He  was  of  a  magnificent  taste  and  temper,  which 
often  run  him  into  difBculties,  his  great  revenue 
not  beinfi^  answerable  to  his  expeuces,  dud  his  i-oa 
^^as  oftt  n  obliged  to  extricate  him  from  his  em- 
barrassments. Atter  the  decease  of  his  first  wife, 
who  died  without  issue,  be  entered  into  a  second

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X^uuel  WatiOD;  whose  approbation  aoduced  him 
to  write  a  second  Tnigedy,  "  The  Tyrant  of  Orixa.** 
Both  these  Plays  were,  through  the  friendship  of . 
Dr.  Carr  of  riertford,  submitted  to  Mr.  Harrisy 

the  Manager  of  Coven t  Garden  Theatre ;  but  neither 
of  them  was  eitlier  ai  led  or  printed.    (See  p.  428.) 

In  the  mean  time  Mr.  Huciliiuson  adopted  a  hint 
given  by  Mr.  Watson ;  and  produced  The  Princess 
of  Zaniara,  a  Dramatic  Poem  which  was  also  intro- 
duced to  Mr.  Harris  by  Dr.  Carr  in  1 788,  but  with-* 
out  success.  It  was  printed  in  1789,  and  has  been 
frequently  performed  at  Provincial  Theatres. 

Besides  the  Works  alrcaJy  enumerated,  Mr. 
Hutchinson  left  in  -MS  (ready  for  the  press)  "The 
Pilgrim  of  the  Valley  of  Hecass,  a  lale  and  a 
volume  of  Letters  addressed  to  the  Miniver,  ^798, 
by  a  FreeboJder  North  of  Trent  containing  many 
judieious  observations,  on  the  British  Parliament  1 
the  Church  of  En£r1and;  Church  Possessions;  the 
L:iw  ;  the  Cultivation  of  Common  Land  ;  the  Main- 
tenaiire  of  the  Poor;  the  Post-office;  and  the 
Staiijp  Duties.  He  left  also  a  copy  of  his  "  History 
of  Durliam,"  corrected  for  a  second  Edition;  and 
had  prepared  a  Poetical  Sketch  of  bis  own  Life. 

A  very  short  time  before  the  publication  of  the 
Eighth  Volume  of  the  Literary  Anecdotes,"*  my 
worthy  Friend  George  Allan,  Esq.  (on  favouring  me 
with  the  Portraits  of  his  l  atherand  Mr.  Hutchinson) 
took  notice  of  tlie  latter  lieiUlLUiau's  *^  faculues, 
though  at  a  very  advanced  age,"  being  perfectly 
eqtial  to  the  business  of  his  profession  but,  before 
that  Volume  was  actually  finished,  Mr.  Hutchinson 
vras  released  from  the  cares  of  life,  Api^'  7f 
at 'the  age  of  8;^ ;  having  only  two  or  three  Anyn 
snrvived  his  wife,  whose  af^e  was  78.  They  were 
hoth  buried  in  the  same  ^ravc. 

Three  daughters  survive;  and  one  .^on,  to  whom 
I  am  obliged  for  the  communication  of  the  Letters 
of  Mr.  W atsoo>  Mr.  Pennant,  and  Mn  Urose.

Mr, 
Hutchinson's  genius  lias  aul  been  ci  ani])C(l  hy  reading  Aristotle ;  and 
theitL'tore  hu>  being  able  to  write  a  rragedy  in  a  week  ia  the  Ic^ 
wonderfiiL  The  eider  Warton  bas  remarked,  '  tbat  no  great 
wortt  Iws  ever  appeared^  in  any  age  or  nation*  after  the  ruMS  of 
composition  have  been  once  estwlifthed.*  If  thb  be  true,  as  I 
incline  to  think  it  is,  it  is  a  misfortune  to  a  Poet  to  be  loaded 
with  Greek  and  Latin  ;  though  learning  to  spell  may  not  be  any 
incumhrancc  to  hhii.  Some  of  the  names  of  the  Dramatis  Per' 
some  might  !>e  altered  for  the  better.  Why,  for  instance,  is  the 
G(jvenior  c  ailed  Leonidas  ?  Not  surely  from  any  resenibhuice  to 
the  Spartan  Leonidas.  Pembroke  is  characterized  as  a  Punian, 
and  spoken  of  or  to  as  '  a  pale  Puritan.*  This  is  like  the  childish 
spite  of  a  Sectary.  I  could  point  out  many  passages^  wlikli, 
in  my  opinion^  shew  true  genius. 

"  The  idea  of  Hope  having  escaped  to  Heaven  seems  to*  be 
exactly  in  the  middle  between  sublimity  and  bombast,  and  may 
be  allowed  to  either  as  the  wader  feels  himself  dlspo.sed.

Tiie  Writer  of  the  foMowinE^  Minutes,  fur  iie  i?« 
hot  niahter  of  regular  biographical  informatioD,  was 
led  to  them  by  the  very  transient  and  disrespectful 
tnention  that  is  made  of  Mr.  Capell  in  the  ^  Biogra* 
phia  Dramatica*  (Second  Editioti,  178^).*^ 

'llie  cold  manner  in  which  he  is  there  treated  a». 
an  Editor  of  Shakespeare  ;  the  small  credit  given  to 
his  erudition;  and  the  suggestion  that  he  was  ia 
circumstancea  merely  above  want,  by  virtue  of  the 
jjost  of  Deptity  Inspector  of  the  FlaySj  are  invinoa-' 
fions  which  seem  to  have  been  designedly  bronulit 
forward  to  (le])ress  him  iu  tlie  opinion  of  the  world. 
The  Editor,  it  is  j)lain5  thoiii^dit  Mr.  Capell  was 
living^  when  he  wrote  the  ill-natured  account  of  him 
published  in  17812,  though  (in  his  Additions  and 
Corrections)  he  chose  to  find  out  that  he  had  died 
in  178I.    I  do  not  lay  this  account  to  the  charge  of 

the  Compiler  of  the  Biop:rapliia  T)r;\inatica  ;*  but 
rather  consider  it  as  a  guiltless  subornation^  uml 
that  the  Memoir  was  dictated  by  a  party  inimical  to 
Mr.  Capell — Deknda  est  Carthago.'* — But,  before 
we  comment^  let  us  see  the  text.  The  short  Memoir

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In  the  Dedication  of  his  Edition  of  Shakeaaeiie  td 
the  Dukt  of  Gmhoa  he  ofaieffOi,  that  bis  fetticr  and 


patronage  of  the  deceased  Nobleman  he  o«ired  the 
leisure  vvhicli  enabled  luin  to  bestow  the  attention 
of  twenty  years  on  that  work,  lie  wj^s  Deputy  In- 
spector of  Plays,  a  situation  ot  &ome  profit  ;  and 
died  Feb.  24,  17B1 .  He  (with  the  assistance  of  Mr. 
Garnek)  akared  one  Plajr  fironi  Shakespeare,  wliich 
waa  perforoiad  at  Drury-laDe»  via.  [Antony  and  Cleth^ 
paira^  Historical  Pby»  8vo,  1758*  Since  his 
death,  his  School  of  Shakespeare  has  been  pub- 
lished, in  three  volumes,  4to.

Mr.  Cape  1 1  was  born  at  Troston,  near  Burv,  in 
Suitolk,  June  XI,  1713.  He  was  descended  from 
the  CapeUs  of  that  County^  but  from  what  branch 
of  Ihend  the  Writer  cannot  say  with  precisioi;^ 
ftoitth  it  beeame  collateral  before  the  fiunily  was 
ennobled,  and  therefore  was  not  in  the  entail  of  its 

honours,  as  some  havt-  iiiia£>uied.  This  has  been 
ackiitnvlutlgeti  by  Mr.  Capeil,  lor  an  atiectation  of 
this  kind  of  pride  was  not  amon<y  his  foibles  -J-. 

The  Father  of  the  gentleman  before  us  was  a 
Oargymn,  and  held  the  fiunily  living  hereafter 
mentiooed ;  and,  I  presume,  was  a  younger  brother, 
and  became  heir  to  his  elder  brother,  for  he  ei\ioyed 
a  considerable  patrimonial  estate,  which  aAerwards 
devolved  to  Edward  his  eldest  son  ;  while  the  living, 
with  a  younger  brother's  fortune,  went  to  Robert 
tlie  younger  and  only  brother  of  Edward. 

Edward  had  one  brother,  Kobert ;  and  three  si«- 
terSy  Hester,  Dorothy,  and  Anne.

Edmfd  wii,  I  think,  of  Cithmiie  HM,  thoogh 
be  left  bu  M68.  and  Books  relatife  to  Shaketpeftrs 
to  Trinity  Colle<;e  *  .  liiii  broil ler  was  a  Fellow  (a 
Senior)  at  the  time :  but  that  was  not  iUv  reason  of 
such  bequest.  The  former  College  was,  in  his  opi- 
nion, too  obscure  a  plaoe  for  siich  a  dqposit;  for 
aolbiiig  but  his  indnstrjr  oould  exceed  bis  finitjr* 

More  thui  twenty  yens  of  his  life  were  spent  » 
mepsiiiig  the  Text  of  Shahespeeie  for  the  press. 
He  must  st  the  same  time  have  attended  to  his 
Notes,  Glossary,  and  the  School  of  Shakespeare,*' 
fvhich  he  did  not  live  to  publish  ;  though  not  more 
than  two  or  tliree  sheets  were  left  unprinted;  so  that, 
.  in  tact,  33  years  of  his  life  wen  absorbed  in  these 
Works f:  for  he  did  little  eke;  though  he  preserved 
the  languages  in  a  more  or  leis  degree  Co  the  hvt 
He  was  no  mean  dassieal  sehohr,  and  to  the  dead 
langua^  had  added  the  French  and  the  Itahan ; 
the  last  of  which  was  necessary  to  him  hi  liis  post 
of  Deputy  Inspector  of  the  Plays,  iiicluding  the 
Operas,  which  were  seat  to  ixim  untranslated.

1  aaswer^ 
the  Bar,  to  which  be  bad  been  ealied,  I  pmume, 
with  a  view  to  the  practice  of  the  profearion  of  the 
Law.  These  appointments^  added  to  his  patrimo* 
nial  estate,  or  at  least  his  expectations,  gave  him  that 
otiuHi  cam.  dignlUite  which  enai>iecl  him  to  pursue- 
the  beat  of  bis  incliaation.  No  one  can  judge  of  bis 
abilitiea  at  ao  Advocate,  though  I  should  not  suspect 
tliey  were  considerable;  so  that  bis  Grace  of  (irafton 
was  not  only  hisPatwn,  but,  perhaps,  his  bestClient. 

It  cannot  be  allmved  that  Mr.  Capell  had  any  ere- 
nius,  by  whic  h  1  mean  wit  or  invention  ;  for  notlnrig 
original  is  known  to  have  been  writttni  by  him. 
Once  indeed  be  shewed  to  a  friend  a  bald,  iiUwrit- 
ien»  and  unpointed  Epigmm,  leveled  at  his  perse* 
cutors,  whicli  he  himself  chuckled  at  as  a  nappy 
thonght'j  .  Neither  had  he  any  cincture  of  vviiai  is 
called  taste.  He  had  not  even  ])retensions  to  the  '\n- 
termediate  rank  of  an  Antiquary  (for  be  held  them 
rather  in  contemi^),  though  he  of  neeewily  met 
with  so  many  passages  in  Shakespeare  rektive  to  an- 
cient customs  and  manners*  These  he  seems  to 
have  overI()cikc<i  in  search  of  various  n  ulmrrs,  for 
wliich  I  need  l)iit  refer  to  his  Note«;,  wlicicui  he 
is  much  more  busy  in  comparing  KdUions  than  in 
ducidatiiig  bis  Author.  He  is  so  far  rather  a  Com- 
oientator  on  the  old  Editors  than  on  Ibe  Poet  him* 
self;  a  task  hardly  worth  the  pains  of  a  German 
Cirammaiian,  considering  how  loosely  Shakespeare 
has  jjruiled  iii  the  first  inijMe^Mons.    Dr.  Za- 

ciiary  Grey  gives  mto  U  a  iiUk;  but  Mn  Capeltt  it

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must  he  confessed,  adheres  to  it  in  the  most  frivo- 
lous instances.  The  Poet  wrote  with  so  little  reganl 
to  pottbomoiw  iMM,  that  even  the  first  ^«rto  jmMi* 
CBtion^  whieh  apprared  in  hm  lih^tiate,  one  wu»M 
think  (from  the  Cftfcion  niMiDOf  it  fecnn  to  hove 
been  edited)  hardly  underwent  his  own  cx>r«5rtio«, 
at  least  with  any  tolerable  degree  of  attention.  Had 
it  been  otherwi^^e,  stii^seqnent  roj>ies  could  scare 'cfv 
have  sutfered  «o  much  mutiiation,  and  calied  fordi 
SO  Qi:iny  Commentilm.  The  Second  £ditioa  (the 
J^rit  Folios  OM  they  are  called)  wer^  no  dorfM,  man* 
gM  hf  iino  fmncifol  wantonness,  or  ignorance,  of 
the  Publishers,  l  lius  much  for  Mr.  Ca|)€l]'s  Notes: 
—but  as  to  the  Text,  I  confess  to  think  it  as  faith- 
fully given^  if  not  more  so,  than  by  any  oi  his  ante- 
cessors, or  contcoaporaries. 

The  passt^  which  he  has  rmtotodf  by  ttn^po- 
sition  Of  wofds,  lines,  and  even  speeches  (though  I 
think  he  has  overlooked  some  that  still  want  it)  bnw 
rendered  the  Author  more  intelligible,  and  his  own 
Edition  most  eligible  to  read,  by  thc^e  at  least  who 
would  wish  to  see  the  Poet  in  his  native  dress. 

He  piqued  himself,  and  not  without  some  justice, 
in  hairing  purged  and  Techdmed  his  Authot^s  Text; 
insomnch  that,  being  complimentcxl  wilh  the  title  of 

the  Restorer  of  Shakespeare  by  a  Literary  Peer  (I 
think  Lord  iSicre)  he  was  known  to  have  wept 
whenever  he  read  the  Letter.  His  vanity,  it  must 
be  allowed,  was  a  little  aided  in  this  weakness  by 
the  irritable  state  of  his  nerves,  occasioned  by  a  se> 
dentaiy  and  sedoded  life.  This  appellation  was  the 
moodmum  of  his  wishes ;  —  the  misfcrtune  was^ 

that  it  was  said  ia  a  private  Letter,  and  not  to  the 
world,  with  which  he  was  undesignedly  at  war. 

I  do  not  know  that  ever  be  wrote  any  tbiog  to  draw 
downtfae  indignation  ofthe  world  npon  him:  but  his 
contemporary  Editors  are  lepreaented  as  inimical  to 
him,  and  as  having  thrown  out  insinuations  to  his 
prejudice,  though  he  was  a  harmless  Editor  of  Shake- 
speare, wlio  religiously  prayed  to  die  in  the  service,  at 
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the  hazard  of  his  literary  salvation*.  Certain  it  is 
flpugUi  ao  profit;  for  Tooioas  property  in  the  Ao* 
dior  ppeirented     tod  th«  apme  Mtted  i^y  od 

Mr*  Capell*t  0tylt,  it  cannot  but  be  confessed,  is 

turgid  to  a  great  degree;  and  every  trait  of  luiii,  be 
it  found  where  it  may,  bctravs  a  fondness  for  singu- 
larity, which  prevailed  over  bun  in  evoy  thing. 
Haa  Introductioo  to  the  Dramas  ot  Shakayeaw  is  a 
fuuila  of  Ma  raumer  of  writiii|(:  the  very  type  of 
the  Werle  is  pedantic,  by  bis  awidtng  the  compound 
letters  w  here  he  can  :  and,  I  beUeve,  the  paper  was 
made  on  purpose^  witlnnit  the  vvire-niark.  II is 
iMotes,  &c.  beiiig  printed  m  columns,  has  frequeiitiy 
obliged  the  coatpoeilor  to  divide  mMosyllables  coa- 
tcuy  to  eli  mle,  which  had  been  avoided  bjr  loi^  - 
lines i^^ttt  this  -would  have  been  doing  like  other 
people.  When  asked  why  he  did  not  print  the 
Notes  under  the  Text,  he  urged  deforiDity  ol  liis  page, 
and  thought  it  vm^  more  i^eeable  and  conf^i^ient 
to  read  the  text -in  one  book^  and  the  notes  in  ano* 
tber*  Theft  is  as  efttiy  one  shall  jiwtoe  far  hifl^t 
bvt  how  is  it  lo  be  done  in  the  case  or  the  Work  be^ 
fore  us ; — while  the  pure  text  came  out  1768;— ^the 
Notes  to  Nine  Play^?  tone  thei  with  the  Glossary,

mt$  or  indfliate  ftlends. 
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quarto^  and  was  intended  to  have  been  sacc^eded  by 
aiiotlier  volume  of  Notes,  and  a  third  Volume  con- 
taining what  he,  not  improperly,  caU»,  the  "  School 
of  Sbakespei^re,*'  or  an  Exempli^tion  of  meh  No* 
vebj  Rotnanees;  Histories^  fttAn  whaicie  the 
Foet  formed  his  Phtys,  both  Tragic  and  Cooiie. 

This  first  volume,  if  I  mistake  not,  he  sold  to 
Messrs.  Ivhvard  iuid  C'!K\]-les  Dilfy,  ni  the  Powltr^", 
his  publisht  rs :  and  the  iate  of  it  sliews  the  Author's 
disinterestedness  ;  for,  on  finding  it  had  little  or  no 
w\ty  he  recalled  the  impression,  as  ftr  as  he  could, 
sod  rtpeid  the  balance  of  what  had  been  the  original 
eonsideration  for  the  unsotd  copies ;  reserving^  this 

first  vohinie  for  a  re-j)r<hlication  with  the  other  two, 
a  circumsta!)re  attx  udecl  with  an  immediate  loss  of 
some  hundred  pounds.— Mr.  Capell  was  then  advised 
to  reprint  the  three  volumes  by  a  moderate  sabecrip- 
tton,  which  was  entered  into,  and  Proposah  were 
•fortber  insinuated  among  the  Mends  to  whom  he 
was  known,  and  by  whom  he  was  patronized,  with-  • 
out  his  name  appe^n  incf.  The  subscription  was 
three  guineas  for  tlie  wiiule,  with  n  dejx»sjt  of  one 

{(uinea^  which  was  lodged  with  a  banker  tiil,  by  pub- 
ication,  the  whole  became demandable.  This  event 
-be  did  not  lire  to  see  aceomplisbed,  and  therdigr 
'perhafis  avoided  still  greater  nlortifieiition  tiian  lie 
before  experienced,  llie  subscription  was  respec- 
table, tljough  not  auuierous*.  This,  however,  he  did 
not  regret  so  much  as  the  inattention  of  a  Friend  (not 
to  be  mentioned)  who  had  gi?en  him  the  most  flat* 
-.tering  hopes,  through  his  personal  interest  of  a  long 
liA*  of  names,  which  eventually  amounted  to  very

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few.  This,  I  say,  did  not  \vt;i<;h  with  Mr.  C'apell, 
&o  much  iis  tlieWork  not  appearing  s^(^  ^oon  as  he 
expected,  tor  want  of  a  cotiipeteat  number  of  uamefti 
atid,  1  doubt  not,  embittered  some  of  his  latter  hourt: 
fbr,  bad  tbesofaicription  equalted  the  pride  of  bis  ex- 
peetaliona,  he  htfs  been  beard  to  say, that,  at  ail  events, 

Ije  v.  LLs  pi  cp«i  ed  to  lose  stveral  Uuudred  pouucls 
by  the  publication." 

His  attachment  to  the  Work  was  so  great,  that,  as 
appears  by  bis  WiU5  be  charged  his  pefMNwl  estate 
with  aof  and  every  expenoe  thai  m^ht  attend  the 
pablieatien  after  his  decease*.  As  he  had  received 
subset  ipiions  iii  part,  his  honour  now  came  in  aid  of  • 
hi?  vaiiity  ;  which,  it  must  be  said,  was  of  superior 
consideration,  great  as  the  latter  might  be. 

Mr.  Capell  was  a  personable^  well-made  man,  of 
.the  middle  statore,  and  bad  much  of  the  carriage, 
-Oianners,  and  sentiments  of  a  ffentleman. 

The  Bust  prefixed  to  his  Notes  and  the  '^Seliool  of 
Shakespeare,"  was  taken,  I  suuie,  when  he  wub  in 
the  meridian  ot  healthy  ibr  it  conveys  nothing  of  bis

Stanton,  dot.;  to  the  poor  of  Troston,  ial$  to  each  of  his  eer- 
.  vants  living:  with  him  at  the  time  of  his  decease^  aycBr*«  «^gps$ 
U»  Martha  \V^ood«  if  living  with  him  at  his  decease,  his  wearing 
apparel,  and  wearing  linen.  His  chambers,  furniture,  books  in 
them,  printed  or  manuNrript,  and  otiier  papei's,  bound  or  un- 
bound ;  coj>y-right  and  nitrre't  in  his  Note?  and  Vaiiou.s  Read- 
ingis  of  Shakespeare,  and  the  School  of  Shakespeare  (the  \vhoI»* 
expence  of  printing,  not  before  paid,  to  Ix^  defrayed  out  of  hij 
personal  estate)  to  his  Residuaiy  Legatee,  Mr.  Capell  U)ft. 
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features  in  profile  to  those  who  only  knew  him  in  the 
latter  part  of  his  life,  when  he  was  inueh  afflicted 
with  a  scorbutic  humour^  which  $»hewed  itself  so 
much  in  his  fiice,  that  his  featgres  became  coar»% 
swolii,  and  disguited.  When  he  was  a  fCNUig  maii» 
both  at  Colle^  and  at  the  Temple,  be  waaapro* 
fessed  beau,  and  much  inclined  to  gallantry,  as  mil 
as  gaiety  in  dress.  He  "  knew  wliere  the  hona^rohMS 
were*/'  and  his  constitution,  from  the  nature  of 
those  inhrmitiea  which  carried  him  ofi^  sufierod  ulti* 
mutely  by  theae  inmnoratm$.  These  circMmatancea 
he  has  been  heard  to  declare  to  hb  mttmstaa^  in  dioae 
fbw  moments  when  be  gare  way  to  fieadum  ef  con- 
versation, and  o^)enness  of  heart. 

During  the  time  that  he  was  so  immersed  in  Shake- 
speare, he  secluded  himself  in  great  measure  from  the 
ifOlid,  admittiw  very  few  people  loan  audience^  and 
thoK  were  soeb  as  could  talk  about  Shafcef|ieore 
tbemaelves,  or  bad  patience  to  bear  him  on  the  aab* 
ject  :^-4)ut  he  that  strenuously  opposed  his  opinions 
was  forbid  the  court.  If  you  liad  sufficient  address 
to  hear  him  prose  about  various  readings,  trau«posi* 
tioiis  of  passa^es^  you  might  preserve  yoiiraelf 
tolerably  well  m  his  graces : — but  it  was  latmir  and 
aonow,  for  he  was  M  over  Shakeipeare*  He  used 
to  frequent  the  evening  oofii^amiMt  at  die  Bishop 
of  Lincoln's  (Green) — and  afterwards  at  Dr.  Heber- 
dea's  ;  but  it  is  said  that  tlie  share  lie  teok  in  them 
was  not  the  most  agreeable,  from  his  being  too  opi- 
moire  and  dictatorial*  When  he  left  off  aUcndiqg 
these  Attic  evenings,  he  became  almoal  ao  anchorite. 

Tbere  was  once  moch  intercourse  between  htm 
and  Mr.  Garrick ;  for  I  may  not  call  it  intimacy, 
as  two  men  of  such  predominant  vanities  could  never 
coalesce  for  any  long  time.  When  they  Iv.ippened 
to  flatter  each  other,  they  accorded  tolerably  well ; 
but  the  least  slight  on  either  aide  put  things  out  of 
jfcune*  Ho  haa  been  hcaid  to  aafy  when  MnGarnok 
wasnotinftfoor,    that  he  spofc^  maw|f  apeecncs  m

text.  There  was  once  a  moment,  but  from  what  de- 
gree of  duplicity  on  the  part  of  Mr.  (larrick  I  know 
not,  when  Mr.  Caj)ell  cautioned  a  friend^  mthe  man* 
ncr  of  Pontius  Pilate  s  Wife,  '^nevertohav^any  thing 
to  do  with  DavidGarrick;  for,  depend  opon  it,  be  wifl 
deeeiife  yon.*  This  was  at  ttie  dose  or  Mr.  Capell's 
life,  wheii  he  was,  as  it  were,  determined  to  liave 
the  last  hlow,  and  when  his  peevishness,  and  dissa- 
tisfactions, perchance,  at  feehng  himself  of  no  con- 
aeqaenoe,'  entirely  had  soured  a  dispositbn  that  wa$ 
naturally  upon  Jthe  fret,  and  easily  fcmeoted. 

It  is  matter  of  no  surprise  that  one  who  had  af- 
fected so  much  refinement  sliould  fancy  himself  a 
man  of  taste.  Painting-,  and  MtiMck,  I  tliink,  he 
was  equally  a  stranger  to ;  he  might,  for  the  sake 
of  Shakespeare,  like  Poetry;  though  he  was  not 
perhaps,  ^eneially  speaking,  a  competent  jik^.  At 
ne  most  shew  a  taste  in  something,  he  chose  Archi- 
tecture, and  built  a  house  on  the  faith  of  his  own 
skill  in  that  Science,  for  which  he  paid  exceedingly 
dear,  to  the  great  disappointiuent  of  those  who  suc- 
ceeded to  his  fortune.  This  hoose  was  placed  in  a 
situation  of  all  others  the  most  uninteresting  to  n 
man  of  taste,  who  looks  for  ditersity  of  prospect, 
lawns,  proves,  rivulets,  &c.;  for  it  was  close  to  the 
sea,  at  tlie  dirty  Pot  t  of  Hastin<:;s.  Here  was  he  so 
much  cramped  in  tlie  scope  about  his  house,  that  he 
was  obliged  to  hire  several  adjacencies,  or  pay  forthem 

inch-meal/  This  whim  cost  him  by  his  own  ac- 
count, and  lie  was  not  given  to  exao^geration,  near 
.^•5000 — and,  lamentable  to  tell  1  did  not  after  his 
decease  produce  much  more  than  ^.l^OO.  Here, 
for  the  last  twenty  years  of  his  lite,  he  passed  bis 
hours  from  May  till  October,  equally  unknowing 
and  unknown,  for  he  was  of  too  haughty  a  spirit  to 
associate  with  the  inhabitants,  and  too  much  an  bo- 
Hiourist  to  be  sought  for  by  the  neighbouring  gen- 
try. At  first  iudeed  he  used  to  make  mariiiog  visi  ts 
.     .  ta 
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to  the  I^ai  l  of  Ashburnhain  aiul  the  Bishop  of  Clii- 
<:he&ter  (Sir  William  Ashburnham,  who  had  a  patri- 
moniai  seat  in  the  neighbourhood);  but  even  these 
ware  away,  and  he  became  at  last  as  much  a  Uerorit 
at  HattingB  as  in  his  Chambers  in  the  Temple 'i^. 

When  he  came  to  town  in  October,  for  the  ten  years 
preceding  his  death,  nothiiiiJ'  hnt  the  most  urgent  bu- 
siness could  draw  liim  out  ot  doors.  He  was,  how- 
ever, exceedingly  temperate  in  his  diet,  eating  sjpt- 
rindy  of  simple  things,  and  chiefly  wbitfr^me«t% 
and  arinking  no  wine,  except  one  glass  if  percbsnoe 
any  one  was  allowed  to  ])artake  of  his  little  repast 
Hu  was  priKlt  nt,  not  covetous; — expensive  he  could 
not  be,  though  lie  was  always  neat  in  his  dress  to  the 
last,  which  was  as  plain  and  simple  as  it  had  once  bees 

rLudy«    Having  never  seen  his  house  at  Hastingi, 
am  entitled  to  say  little  of  it,  but  that  it  is  now  s 
lodging-house;  a  circumstance  which  could  he  have 
'    foreseen,  he  would,  no  doubt,  have  pulled  it  down, 
and  not  left  one  stone  uj)on  anoilier.    The  spirit  of 
nicety  and  refinement,  however,  prevailed  in  itsa 
much  during  his  life-time»  that  when  a  Friend  (a 
Baronet)  called  upon  him  in  a  tour,  he  was  desiral 
to  leave  hiscane  in  the  vestibule,  lest  he  should  either 
dirt  the  floors  with  it,  or  soil  the  carpet.    No  one 
but  iiimself  was  permitted  to  stir  his  tire,  or  snuff 
his  candles ;  and  to  remove  and  misplace  the  moit 
triffing  thing  in  his  room  was  a  heinous  offence. 
Thus,  while  he  mistook  literary  industry  for  genius, 
he  thought  preciseness  was  a  proof  of  a  refined  un- 
derstanding; —  long  habit  Imd  changed  the  latter 
into  a  humoursome  ])articulanty   and  peevishness, 
•   which  drove  his  friends  from  even  making  him  ele- 
mosinary  visits  when  he  really  wished  and  be^^ed 
for  a  Uttie  company.  He  died  Jan.  24, 1 7  8 1 ,  set  6S t>

In  early  youth,  owing  to  juvenile  wildness  and  hii^h 
apiiil  impatient  of  paternal  authority  exercised  with 
ilI-;juUged  seventy,  he  forsook  \\\^  lathers  house, 
and  was  for  some  years  lost  si^^ht  of  by  his  fiuniiy. 
The  chief  part  of  this  period  he  appears  to  have 
passed  at  A  leconciliation  then  took  place 

with  his  lather,  who  afterwards  promoter!  his  pur- 
suits in  life,  iinaily  leavinf^  him  the  vsIkjU'  of  his 
considerable  fortune,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
immediate  legacies,  and  snbjectin|;  certain  lands  (at 
the  death  of  Governor  Eitis)  to  the  payment  of  six 
thousand  pounds  bequeathed  to  charitable  institu- 
tions This  sum  it  has  heen  my  lot  tu  pay,  as 
exetrutor  oF  my  uncle,  anri  inhentnig  from  my 
grandfather  the  lands  thus  ciiarged.  He  died  at  Na- 
ples on  the  91st  of  Janoaiy  l8o6.

•  AN  accident  has  tempted  me  to  rescue  from  the 
dust  of  oblivion  (if  I  c.ui  liopc  to  be  so  fortunate) 
a  man  of  consuininale  gen i as,  and  of  exemplary 
irirtue,  who  (at  least  in  my  conceptioB  of  his  value) 
deserves  a  coiunpicuous  niche  in  your  Temple  of 
thieSages^  and  of  the  Poets,  who  confer  honour  upon 
the  Century  behind  m. 

The  acci  dent  was  this :  On  my  judicial  tour 
into  Wales  in  tlie  summer  of  last  vear,  I  called  at 
the  house  of  Admiral  Sir  Charles  KmwleSy  who 
then  resided  in  Ludlow ,  and  who  had  received  me, 
as  an  occasional  visitor,  in  the  most  obliging  manner. 

He  was  absent  from  home :  but  Lady  Kmwles 
honoured  me  with  her  coujpany  for  half  an  hour. 
Acec)mpUsli(_'(!  in  licr  talents,  and  must  engaging  ia 
her  manners,  a  model  in  the  diguUied  graces  of  do- 
mestic virtue,  a  zealous  enthusiast  in  literature,  but 
with  no  aflectatkm,  she  is  the  ornament,  and  the  de- 
light  of  her  numerous  Relations,  and  of  all  who  have 
the  happiness  to  be  her  friends. 

In  the  course  uf  chat  between  us,  and  in  the  com- 

Eany  of  others,  a  g^^xl  laugh  took  place  against 
oth  of  us,  at  her  supposition  that  I  had  written  a 
Letter  which  had  been  copied  by  her  from  the  ori- 
ginal, and  which,  if  I  had  written  it,  would  have 
advanced  my  age  to  that  of  a  hundred  and fijteen!

JSM^  and  Archdeacon  of'  Derhy^  a  person  wbooit 
though  I  waa  mi  ^  a  kundred  md  Jifteev^'  I  Mf 
old  enoiigti  to  have  seen  at  the  table  of  the  first  Lorrf 
Camdeftj  mv  nnrle,  wlien  he  was  Chancel niul 
%vhom  I  sliouid  have  seen  there,  on  the  day  apfX'int- 
ed  for  the  interview,  if  I  had  not  been  defH-ived  of 
that  pleasure  by  some  youthful  engagements  of  mr 
own,  which  I  had  not  sense  enough  to  conntermand* 
I  had  often  heard  the  Chancellor  speak  of  himai 
of  an  adnnred  friend,  and  favourite  in  Eton  srhool— 
at  /i/V/f'  A  iA}ll('<^e  in  Camhridse  —  and  occasiouallv, 
in  rambles  of  tlie  summer,  before  the  Law  tied  lun^ 
by  the  leg.  As  a  Poet  indeed  he  had  caught  my  at- 
tention at  school,  and  when  I  only  knew  him,  a* 
the  Writer  of  an  address  in  blank  verse  to  C — — 

P  ,  Enq.  —  C/nnlt'.s  Praft  (as  I  found  aftel^ 

wanU)  before  the  latter  attained  any  of  his  protes- 

sional  honours. 

This  Poem  liad  struck  me  long  before  I  could  fill 
up  those  initials  of  the  name;  and  the  Reader  will  na- 
turally suppose  that  I  was  not  lens  partial  to  it  when  it 

acquired  the  additional  value,  to  me,  of  its  reference 
to  a  person  wlicni  1  loved,  rifltnired,  and  reverr<l.— 
It  pleased  me  the  more,  because  it  was  temperate, antl 
n^aniy  m praise  (an  arduous  province  of  the  Muse); 
nor  oould  I  ^\\  to  admire  the  sagacity  of  anticipa- 
tion— which  made  the  partial,  and  poetical  firiena  a 
discerning*  [jrophet.

})()ciical  address  to  Camden  the  Antiquary,  and  that 

bad  placed  tbia  keepsake  at  the  back  o/ the  Anti^ 
ou«iy*a  picture  (mtlUdk  had  been  given  to  him  by  Mri 
Jam€9  IFe&i*)^^  a  good  place  for  mtek  high- 
JImm  compUments  f*  was^  t  remember,  his  pbtase. 
il  was  an  ^loge  upon  the  Chancellor  in  versu.  He 
added  (and  >eemed  more  pleased  with  it  than  with 
his  own  Jmm  bebmd  the  picture)  that  hia-£nead 
had  alao  gtven  him  his  own  Portraits 

Bat»  at  an  earlier  period  stilt,  though  after  I  ha^ 
first  rad  the  Poein»  l  had  seen  amongst  my  father** 

loose  papers,  Eni^lish  verse  of  the  same  Da v IBS  to 
hitn.  I  thouulii  it  excellent  of*  it  kimi  in  the  Mil- 
/omc measure,  which  his  poetical  ear  had  most  hap- 
pily caughtp  and  which  his  earliest  prepossessioa  had 
selected  as  a  model  in  general  for  bis  own. 
One  Fbem  in  particular  (though  in  the  removal 

of  papers  at  various  times,  when  I  shifted  my  Arab's 
tent,  I  lost  111  an  V  others)  was  preserv  ed  by  me,  and 
was  in  iny  possession,  but  so  mislaid  that  I  could 
only  at  tirst  give  apart  of  it»  which  memory  had  re- 
tained. But  I  have  now  received  the  remainder  of 
it,  from  a  gentleman  who  was  in  possession  of  it. 

I  recollect  that  I  also  have  read  some  of  his  Lei^ 
iers  to  mv  father  in  prose,  which  I  thuught  uuaf- 
fectedly  t  l«  L^ant — a  character  which  is  the  perfec- 
tion of  epistolary  eloquence.

Durit^  my  ill-omeiied  acqoaintence  witfir  USti 
Seftard,  whose  poetical  fency  1  admired,  and  who

That  celebrated  female  has  confiemd  upon  mo 
the  nmoUeittd  honour  of  prifithg,  and  ftmiskmg^ 
her  answer  to  me  upon  this  topic,  and  upon  bveet 
uiiu'Ai  which  had  been  the  subject  of  mutual  conft- 
bEN(  E  between  us — either  transcribed  (astlic  Editor 
has  represeuted)  from  lier  own  copiea  of  tliose  Let* 
ters,  made  when  the  wrote  the  onginalt  iirsl,  or,  as 
I  suspect,  in  this  peculiar  inattneet  from  the  0rigi' 
nab;  but,  u|K)n  either  supposition,  with  perfldjr  in 
cold  blood,  unexanjpled  (1  hopej  in  literary  in- 
terconrse. 

After  many  high-flown  compliments  to  me,  whom 
shv  iiad  never  seen  but  onoe,  andafter  the  exchange 
of  chiidiah  pedantries  between  na,  mj  dbagreemeot 
with  her  upon  subjects  of  critlciflni  embittered  her 

against  me;  for,  with  all  her  attainments  in  litera- 
ture, she  overlor>ked  a  maxim  of  Cicero,  "  that  we 
should  refute  wiiliout  anger,  and  should  be  refuted 
without  jjertinacity/*  She  laid  her  commands  upon 
me,  in  a  fit  of  spleen,  to  return  all  the  Letters  1  bad 
received,  ofierinp  to  part  with  all  mine  back  to  me^ 
upon  a  solemn  pledge  between  m\  instituted  by  bef^ 
tliat  no  tract  of  the  corresjiondence  was  ever  to 

appear. 
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appear. — This  contract^  with  my  perfect  assfenty 
was  la  part  executed  —  she  sent  back  all  ray  Letters 
to  i  burnt  them.  Sbe  obtained  poatetmii  of 
her  om  te  me;  and  I  reom^d  a  diveet  asaoiuoe 
from  her,  which  /  aiio  hmrmt  (wilh  a  diadain  l» 
keep  it  as  a  check,  and  security),  that  no  vestige  of 
the  upinionSj  or  sentlmeiitSj  u  hicli  Iiad  been  cirowr^ 
iated  bet  ween  iier  mid  me^  aiiouLd  ever  appear. 

Instead  of  keeping  her  word^  sbe  has  betrayed,  bjr 
•  posthumous  deoeity  but  coBtemplated  with  delifaer 
rate  foresight,  in  the  shape  of  her  mm  repUeSt  all  tha 
idle  rhapsodies  of  criticism,  or  Vd^tc,  which  at  the  im- 
pulse oi  the  jiioment  I  had  coiumuiiu  ai(  (l,as!ierfriend. 
ohe  has  trafiicked  away  her  good  laith,  and  sense  of 
honour,  to  a  Bookiseller ;  and  has  exposed  me  to  ridi« 
cule,  as  guiltjr,  at  the  best^  of  a  wbar  tnepHarmm, 
mod  at  the  worst— of  many  ufffeahitmabk  opinions, 
which  I  thought  sacred  in  her  hands.  She  iias  even 
copied  one  entire  letter  of  mine  to  her,  in  a  letter  to 
her  IViend.  This  too,  after  we  had  parted  in  aniity^ 
and  after  some  kind  attentions  to  me  on  her  part, 
even  sinoe  we  had  quarxelled  vinm  ttterary  su^ect$ 

'lliat  is  not  all ;  nor  is  it  the  worst.  There  are 
passa«^es  of  a  delicate  nature  m  my  letters,  af- 
fecting the  character  of  respectable  individuals, 
which  a  feeling  mind  would  have  shuddered  even  at 
the  POWXE  of  revealing  to  the  indiscriminate  world  ; 
and  she  has  not  suppressed  onl  of  them,  if  ouide,  as 
they  geneiali^  were,  tlie  suhjects  of  her  Letters  to  me^ 


It  happens  too,  that  upon  the  subject  of  this  Lich' 
Jield  Poet  her  disingenuity  is  betrayedt    In  a  letter

At  Kingsland  there  is  a  curious  drawing  of  this 
family  st^at,  in  (Minese  perspective^'  to  use  Ladjf 
Knowless  words,  in  allusion  to  it. 

His  father  was  Rector^  and  Impropriator  of 
Kingsland^  Prebendart/  ( f  Hereford,  and  of'  Si* 
Asaph^  Precentor  of  SL  DatMs^  and  a  Doctor  of

In  a  most  whimsical,  but  facetious  manuscript, 
which  I  iiave^  secu  hi  one  of  my  delouni  fiom  the

very  inucli  tii  die  umnner  of  Henry  Fleldw^.  coe- 
val to  the  date  of  the  ekler  DAVisa^d  re^^icknce  at 
Kingsland,  a  satirical  account  appears,  it  wbieh  he 
woQlil  have  laughed  btinMlf«  both  of  hie  esterior^  and 
of  his  air,  in  theae  words :

in  these  Memoirs,  if  in  the  anecdotes  of  a  descend- 
ant from  the  common  ancestor,  those  of  the  same 
family  can  without  indecorum  be  introduced^  who 
attract  peculiar  notice,  by  deserving  it. 

I  cannot  better  describe  this  Gentleman,  than  b? 
copying  an  extnict  from  a  Letter  which  I  have  ju>t 
received  from  the  coheir  of  the  North  fVeUh  inhe- 
ritance, Mr.  WhitehallDavibs;  to  whom  I  am  in- 
debted for  mhnjr  other  eommonicatioiiBii  no  leas  tn- 
tei^atiiig,  than  oourtsoua,  and  libevaL

At  both  of  those  two  seminaiios  he  fonmd  an 
afferlioiiate  intiinacy  vvilh  Charles  Pratt ^  afLerwartk 
Marl  (Jatudeny  who  was  a  Colleger  at  Eton,  and  a 
Fellow  of  King's  College,  m  the  Uaiversity  of  Cam- 
Arjdf|fe«---Tbrocigh  him  he  became,  at  a  later  period, 
ftoquainted  irithllfr.  Nicholas  Uardinge^  my  fother; 
of  whom,  at  first,  he  seems  to  have  been  afraid, 
witliout  a  shadow  of  reason,  except  that  my  i'atiier 
had  a  reserved  roiintenaiK'e,  and  rrKianer,  with 
siramgerSf  though  witty,  social,  and  pleasant  with 
friends^  and  familiar  companions.  Tliia  Jear  wore 
off,  and  be  appeaia  to  have  been  his  guest,  as  well' as 
admirer. 

Perhaps  tlie  "  comstitatlonal  timidity'"  \\hich  is 
marked  in  Miss  SetvarcTs  portrait  of  him,  may  have 
compelled  him  to  be  shy  of  a  new  acquamtance,  who 
lived  more  in  the  world,  and  whom  he  only  knew 
through  the  medinm,  and  partiality  of  their  eommoii 
friend,  Mr.  Pratt ^  as  beann|p  a  high  cbaraeter  for 
classical  taste. 

The  Words  of  Miss  Seward  are  these ;  and,  bating 
,  only  two  words  of  that  InHatcd  style,  wliieh  I  always 
considered  as  the  bane  oi  her  genius  (brilliant  as  it 
was)  ill  prose^  they  are  admirable.  As  in  this  por> 
trait  she  had  no  bias  upon  her  mind,  we  may  ac^ 
credit  her  fldelity.  We  have  also  the  advantage  of 
her  familiar  access  to  the  original,  of  her  acute  ob- 
servation upon  the  circle  ol  iicr  IJchficld  iR  ighbours, 
and  of  her  lively  pencil  in  deliiieatmg  them  : 

Ininygirhsh  days  i  knew  liini  well,  and  always 
shed  tears  of  delight  when  I  listened  to  him  iroin 
the  pulpit;  for  bis  manner  of  preaching  was  m> 
effaile ;  H  voice  oS  iromabmsly  pathetic  softness^ 
"  relis^ious  ener<;ies  struggling   throu^li  io}isfifH- 
*^  tionai  tirntddy  \  but  in  all  his  w  ords,  Ins  looks, 
fiis  manners,  witiiin,  and  without  the  church, 
there  looked  out  of  a  feeble  frame  a  spirit  beati- 
fied  befoie  its  time.^  At 
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At  the  same  Ei&n  sdiool  he  became  the  associate^ 

and  friend  of  tliat  amiable  Prcliite,  Cormcallis,  first 
Bishop  of  Lidi/ield,  aud  afterwards  Arckbislwp  of 
Canterbury, 

Both  of  them,  to  my  permmal  knowledge,  re* 
taioeid  their  school  affection  for  him,  and  were  proud 

ofhi  m,  as  their  friend. — I  have  licard  ZrOrrf  Camden 
say,  that  he  tliought  him,  next  only  to  Mr.  Hardinge 
(his  brotber-io-law),  the  best  classical  scholar  of  hia 
age*. 

If,  as  I  rather  suspect,  inthedeclmingyearsofhia 
life  he  felt  the  ambition  of  preferment,  it  was  unfor- 
tunate, that  Cornwallts  did  not  reach  the  MetropoU* 
tan  See,  till  a  very  few  months  before  Davies's  death*  * 

To  that  excellent  Prelate,  whom  I  had  the  happi* 
ness'toknow  and  cultivate,  there  is  a  poetical  ad- 
dress by  Davies,  at  an  early  period  of  their  lives,  ' 
perhaps  not  iulerior  to  that,  which  I  have  described 
aa  enchanting  me  at  Eton  school^  in  honour  to 
Lord  Camdm—Ki  leaat  it  is  a  measuring  cast  be- 
tween them. 

I  have  no  precise  date  for  the  address  to  Corn-  » 
wallis;  but  I  should  ^uess,  that  it  was  written  a 
little  before  1745— « The  date  of  the  lines  to  JUrd 
CbuMbn  is  1743. 

Amonfifst  the  Letters  preserved  at  Kingsland  are 
many  of  Lord  Camden,  which  1  now  possess  in 
the  originals,  by  the  obliging* aid,  and  generona  at* 
tentions  of  Lady  Knowle&* 

There  is  also  a  Letter  of  Davies  to  his  ad- 
mired fricud,  written,  but  not  sent,  either  as  liaving 
been  acidentally  mislaid,  or,  as  having  been  tboueht 
by  him  too  dull,  and  cold,  for  the  demand  of  nia 
feelings,  and  of  his  taste ;  both  whidi  had,  in  gene^ 
ral,  too  little  mercy  to  their  own  works.

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At  the  same  Eiou  school  he  fonnecl  nn  nrqnaint- 
ance  with  Mr.  Dodd^  afterwards  of  SwaUouhfield'- 
place  ill  Berkshire,  and  a  Member  of  Pwrliament 
for  the  Borough  of  Reading, — They  oonttoued  their 
acquaintance  at  King's,  where  Mr.  Dodd  waa  a 
Gentleman  Commoner. 

To  this  [gentleman  was  attached  If  kaley,  of  the 
same  Coilegu,  ius  tutor. 

The  pupil  was  no  scholar ;  but  he  was  a  favourite 
of  many  ingenious,  and  clever  men,  as  well  as  of 
others^  who  were  exemulaiy  in  worthy  and  were  of 
Ixigb  rank.  Lord  Fane  aescribed  bim  as  a  JinehorM 
ill  bra  lie- in*.  He  was  f^eneroiir,  open  hearted,  and 
convivial, — friendly,  and  h^)spital»]l*  to  a  fault. 

IVhalej/  was  of  a  more  dissipated,  and  wild 
character.  Ue  died  in  distress ;  and  bis  Kingsland 
friend,  whom  nothing  else  could  have  seduced  flrom 
his  diffidence,  for  he  had  a  modesty  unexampled  In 
ihe  estiuiute  of  his  own  ]}owers,  ^ave  to  hiw  !>ome 
of  his  poetry,  to  be  inserted  in  his  Collection  of 
Poetical  Miscellanies y  published  Jur  hread.'—Btxt 
his  name  tvrrs  to  he  concealed  —  as  it  was. 

From  this  Collection  some  of  the  IVicraS}  written 

Davies,  andjudidoosly  selected,  found  their  way 
into  Dodslei/^s  Collectim,  hut  were  still  anonymms,  i 

Inoneof  D.vviEs's  LeUer>  there  is  an  allusion  to  the  I 
difficulties  of  his  friend;  and,  as  it  is  most  honour- 
able to  his  feelings,  it  shall  be  copied  in  ita  place. 

It  is  not,  upon  the  first  view^  eaay  to  account  Ibr 
what  is  fseXXtAjriendship^  in  the  noioa  of  three  anok 
characlers.~But  firiendships,  made  at  school,  or  even 

at  College,  are  seldom  permanent.  Wc  are  therefore  i 
so  pleased  when  they  (ire,  that  we  readdy  forgive,  ' 
and  almost  admire,  the  amiable  prejudice  of  a  per- 
severing attachment,  where  merit  on  one  side  has  no 
claim,  or,  at  the  best,  an  equivocal  one^  to  the  ho- 
nour, and  sanction  of  the  interconrse  on  die  other. 

*  1  owe  thi*?  arch,  and  devcr  simih  to  the  report  of  my  sftD« 
Uffiati^  ii^gmkHift,  and  pleasant  IrkiMi*  Lord  iifii$bfook^ 
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But,  aaiongft<theManu8eripts  preserved  ^itlKing*- 
Imtd^  there  is  a  veiy  short  note  from  tVhalejf  tp 
Davies,  and  countersigned  by  Dodd^  wbicfi  it  cu- 
rious, because  it  marks  what  gave  tlie  Wrsi  impres- 
siori  of  Lord  Camden  s  promisini^  fame  at  the  Bar; 
and  the  tact  is  the  more  pleasing,  because  it  arose  from 
the  seal  of  his  profesftional  exertions  for  iUr.  Dodd^ 
hisjpersonal  friend. 

He  was  <!!!oiiDsel  for  bim,  and  victorious)  in  a  ocn»- 
tested  Election  for  the  Borough  uf  Iiatding,  in  1 740. 

That  as  ;i  \)oy  Da  vies  at  Eton  5;rho()l  was  a  tjifted 
acbol^,  and  was  eoiinent  in  ciastticai  compositions^ 
Tnay  be  inferred^  with  safe  analogy,  from  his  joatfa* 
fill  works^  after  he  bad  left  Collefpe/ 

Indeed,  we  hame  a  powerful  hint  of  his  geifiios, 
when  at  school,  iu  a  Poem  from  which  I  mean  to  ex- 
tract some  of  the  lines  •  and  \  n  ft  ' halt  if  s  Collection 
there  is  an  exercise  at  Caoibridgey  when  he  was  not 

more  tbm  so  years  of  age»  which  has  poetical  spirit  ' 
enough  to  haye  thm  warranted  the  nopci  that  he 
would  make  a  figure  as  a  Poet^  if  be  would  but 

overcome  his  delicacy,  and  fear. 

But  when  I  name  this  amiable  infirmitv  of  his 
nature,  I  think  it  will  aupear,  that  although  his  man- 
ners were  timid,  hia  Muie^  and  bis  thoughts  in  her 
•cbool  wiere  as  i^anlyj  as  tbey  were  graoeiul,  and 
polished— They  were  much  nearer  to  subtimUy^  than 
to  elegance  (miss Seward's  character  of  them);  and 
were  marked  with  an  originality  of  spirit,  which 
made  him  distinguished,  by  a  superior  cast,  I  thinks 
Irom  some  of  his  contemporaries,  who  have  acquired 
a  more  popular  cfaaiactiBr,  as  being  move  pushed  into 
notice. 

All  accounts  of  him,  that  havereached  me,  describe 
hini  as  the  most  amiable  of  human  beinc^s  ;  cheerful, 
though  modest  1  and  pious,  without  parade  of  his 
rdigion  ;^friendlyi  humane,  public-spirited^  and  vir* 
tuous  in  every  senaeof  that  word. 

In  IVhaleys  Poems  there  are  more  allusions  than 
.one  to  tile  simplicity  of  his  domestic,  and  moral  cha^ 

racter^ 
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meter.— They  are  not,  I  think,  fFkakfi^s  comp^ 

nn'iom. —  If  thev  are,  they  are  the  best  of  him,  for 
I  soe  little  of  <^ctuus  \i\  tlie  rest  of  his  works.  Wlio- 
ev(  r  has  written  them,  aft  they  give  hints  at  iea^t 
-of  the  poet^  and  the  dime,  I  may  as  well  copy 
them  here. 

'   In  a  Poem  which  is    tn  prmae  of  water^  and 

which  has  in«ny  admirable  strokes  of  genius  (but 
whicli  I  fti  l  d  (liffirnltv  in  a«:i  i  ilmiL*  to  7/f//e//,  who 
was  a  Hacchanal  proiLhsed)  is  a  charming  portrait. 
He  is  Rofnanized  by  the  name  of  Gallus.  * 

I  copy  these  allusions  with  pleasure,  upon 
-own  account,  and  as  recommending  the  dharadier 
of  Davies: 

Hail  then,  je  limpid  streami,  chat  sweetly  glid^ 

Dau<Tbten  of  Pinsifi/'s  *  ever-flowifig  tide; 
But  fro  111  your  Sue  m  happy  error  spotjd, 

Fleas*d  to  bo  lost  in  KingslandU  verdant  mead; 
With  you  for  fame  while  Mindo  vninty  strives. 
Since  Maro 's  deud,  and  tnnetui  Gallus  lives;

Nor  is  thtf  price  beyond  liie  gitts  you  briogy 
Though  Orpheus  breathes  upon  the  vocal  stiing,

In  the  address  to  John  Dodd  are  these  lines : 

Mor  less  sincere,  ibougb  caicaer  joys  aiisc^ 
With  aspect  mild  when  Gallus  greets  my  ^es. 

And  challenges  from  this  thy  new  abode 

The  bospitaUty  he  once  bestowed. 

When  Lempsier  sheep,  long  from  the  botcher  kep^ 

Their  ma&ter*s  bouiuj,  mid  uur  hunger  wepu 

•  A  rivukt  or  brook  at  Kingtlani. 
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And  asoi)  PimUys  sunn^  banks  we  iay. 
The  cjder-tuDs  no  anperceived  away. 
Here,  as  in  Greek^  and  Reman  limei,  vre  find 
The  pious  prusif  and  tutujul  pod  joiii'd  ; 
His  ?enet,  wbai  good  men  should  he — declare^ 
And  hit  whole  life  informs  us,  what  lAry  are» 


Davies  had  another  Eton  friend,  or  acqmn d  for 
.hi in  by  his  I£ton  associates  (Dodd^  fi^haley^  aud 
Pratt)  y  a  gentlemaQ  whom  I  hs^l  the  hooour,  and 
the  happiness  to  enjoy  as  my  host  for  one  happy 
da^ ;  Mr.  Aldworth  Neville,  of  BilUngbear  in 
Berkshire,  father  to  Ixfrd  Braybrooke,  He  was  a 
most  kind-hearted,  and  benevolent  man,  highly  ac- 
compHshed,  and  well-bred,  a  generous  friend,  and 
a  most  ejichanting  companion.  In  all  duties  of  so- 
cial)  and  moral  intercourse,  he  was  excelled  by  non^ 
.  but  was  for  many  of  his  later  years  withheld  from 
the  world  at  large  (as  he  was  at  the  time  that  I  had 
the  s^ood  fortune  to  be  his  guest),  by  the  gout,  which 
crippled,  and  imprisoned  him  at  home. 

To  this  gentleman,  when  travelling  abroad,  there 
M  a  very  exquisite  Poem  by  Davies,  in  imitation 
of  Horace^  which  I  trust  you  will  not  be  sorry  to 

accept. 

I  feel  my  own  judgment  honoured  by  the  feelings, 
and  the  taste  of  Mt\  Nsville,  who  (as  Lord  BraV" 
hrooke  informs  me)  was  quite  an  enthusiast  for  the 
poetical  genius  of  Davies,  and  would  often  repeat 
the  lines  of  bis  verse,  that  were  Ks  favourites. 

Mr.  Neville  married  a  lady,  whose  name  was 
CalnndrinL  She  was  the  t  Iflr^t  dim^hter  of  the  first 
syndic  atGa?et'a,and  was  higlily  accomplished.  Mr, 
^feville  had  resided  five  years  in  Geneva,  and  mar- 
ried this  lady  in  two  years  after  bis  return,  when  be 
-miMUnderSecntart/  of State,  and  M.  P.  forReadmg. 
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In  a  Life  (by  the  celebrated  Mr.  Gxse)  of «  motl 

ingenious,  but  u^a^sl^r!HllCT,  aatl  retired  man,  tiie 
late  Mr,  Benjamin  SiiUhiLi  fleet ,  ai  r  many  pai  ticu- 
larsof  Mr,  Neville,  tntertaiaingin  tin  nksclves^aiut 
reported,  with  spirit  like  bit  own^  by  that  pleA«m 
writer  Mr.  Om.  Bat  tliero  are  aha  wiiat  may  b» 
termed  some  of  Mr^  Neville's  nmrhy  and  I  cmDOft 
enough  vt'coiiniieiid  them  to  readers  ot  ta<te. — Hii 
account  of  Ins  thttatrical  IVieiids  at  (Geneva  iias  all 
the  charDiy  and  grace  of  that  astontsbiug  meteor  at 
fkmejff  but  more  simphcttj  of  nature ;  and  hit  lima 
pariraii'Characim^  are  standard  compositMVi^  not 
surpassed  by  those  of  Lord  Clarendon, 

Amongst  them  I  cinmot  iurlxarto  select,  and  re- 
publish>  that  living  sketch  which  he  has  drawn  of 
the  eccentric  Father  to  the  late  Mr.  fi^indkam^,  m 
universally  admiredi  and  lamet&led* 

The  ikther  appears  to  have  been,  wi^  sbadei  af 
difTerence,  as  extraordinary  as  the  son.  Both  had  a 
passion  for  manly  exercises. 

This  portrait  has  ca))tivated  me  ;  and  X  have  Mi 
nmcb  fenr  that  I  shall  be  singular. 

**  Windham,  tall,  thin,  and  narrow-chested,  would 
vie  with  Price,  in  every  feat  of  strength,  aiul  ajji- 
Hty ;  and  so  far  he  succeeded,  that  he  was  known 
through  London  by  tlie  name  of  Boxing  WiNDaAM; 
whilst  few  knew  that  his  quiet  friend  JIA*,  PsiCB,  who 
was  eminent  as  a  pugilist,  oonld  box  at  all.  Fewer 
yet  could  divine,  that  Windham  would  have  excelled 
m  almost  every  pursuit  but  those  he  was  seen  to  fol- 
low ;  that  he  possessed  Greek,  Latin,  Upani^fh  -f-, 
and  French,  to  a  high  degree,  and  knew  something 
of  Dutch,  and  Cferman.  This  was,  however,  the  ftol;

-f  1 1 L- has  proved  his  intimate  a(  ((ic^intanre  with  iJji/JO/m/i,  by 
Im  uiity,  luiHl  acute  crilicism  on  the  ;~p€ciiij('ii  of  the  proposed 
tnin«"lii  Kill  of  Don  Quixote  by  Smolhft,  in  which  he  has  pni\id 
hiai  ^iussly  ignorant  of  the  idium^  aiul  -a^  no  less  deficiciit  la 
tliat  elegance,       beauty  oi  iiyle,  vv  kick  max k  tke  original . 
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and  from  these  varioo*  soaroes,  hit  amazing  parts, 
6qiMilly  quick  and  retentive,  had  drawn^  and  amassed 

treasures  of  science,  and  iunusement; — the  more 
striking  from  liisapparentdissipation :  he  was,  besides^ 
a  mathematician,  meebwici  aini  draughtsman ;  could^ 
and  did  baild  Teaaels,  and  aavigato  tbem  himself  i 
in  ftborty  b«  was  ereiy  tbiag. 

**  He  had  an  otter  abhorrence  of  restraint,  which 
made  hi  in  love  to  associate  with  those,  that  put  him 
under  none  at  all :  here  lie  might  throw  his  legs 
a^inst  the  chimoey,  round  himself  into  a  hoop  m 
his  elbow  chair,  and  al  the  same  time  read  one  sub* 
ject,  aod.convefsa  oa  another ;  ametbod,  be  con* 
stantly  practised,  end  with  what  success  the  following 
instance  will  best  illustrate.  One  day  in  our  Com- 
iiiou  room  at  Geneva  (which  for  an  hour  or  two  after 
dimier  was  the  resort  of  every  odd  genius  of  eveiy 
country)  two  sets  at  the  tame  time  were  talki^on 
dtflfeientsqbjecfcs;  timxnBngU^k^  theotherin  Itawm* 
Windham  was  between  them,  reading  as  usual,  yet 
occasion;illy  joining  with  each  in  the  language  which 
tliat  party  was  speaking,  and  in  a  manner  that  would 
have  made  you  think  him  soiely  atteatite  to  one 
single  salject.  I  remarked  this,  made  another  do  fo 
likewise,  and  we  both  of  as  watched  him  for  some 
time;  when  our  surprize  was  increased  by  his  shut» 
tinsf  his  book  (which  was  old  Uranioine  in  Fvemh) 
and  telling  us  an  execlient  story  which  he  had  been 
reading  at  the  very  time  he  had  been  keeping  up  the 
doahieeonveisation.~IntolefBaoeof  thejeastrestrain^ 
was  a  marked  feature  of  Windmam's  cbaracter,  and 

serves  ag  the  best  clue  to  unravel  seeming  inconsistent 
fie?.  'J  ins  ;L(\:(>uutj5  ior  a  inau  of  nice  honour,  bright 
imagination,  and  extensive  knowledge,  often  throw- 
ing awa^  sach  talents,  on  those  who  could  neither 
db  credit  to  that  bononr,  entertain  that  imaeination^ 
nor  improve  that  knowledge.  In  his  frien'whips  he 
was  nevti  known  to  fail;  the  friends  of  his  youth 

(though  he  neglected  their  com^uny  occasionally) 

were 


ever  netmt  his  hc«rt ;  nor  cookl  he  die,  witb- 

out  leaving  us  marks  of  his  latest  remembrance,  and 
aflcctiua. 

The  lively  beauty  of  his  countenance  v¥as  most 
striking,  and  evcty  feature  spoke  genius ;  it  was  im* 
possible  to  see,  and  not  admiie  him :  to  this^  when 
be  chose  to  please,  be  added  an  address  that  conid  not 

fell  to  captivate*.  Such  was  tin  man,  who,  with  the 
additional  iirlvsintaores  of  con iicx ions,  and  fortune, 
would  have  died  almost  unknown  to  his  country,  liad 
not  the  Militim  been  established.  He  instantly  adopt* 
ed  the  measure,  and  pnrsCied  it  with  such  senae^  and 
▼igour,  that  in  a  short  time  be  had  the  honour  of 
being  pointed  out  as  the  man,  who  by  his  pen, 
and  \m  exaniple,  had  most  contributed  to  carry  it 
into  perfection. 

^  Dnring  his  travels  he  was  peculiarly  attentive 
to  the  system  established  in  the  Frmuum  arainr,  at 
that  time  the  school  of  Europe.  He  applied  the 
knowledge  he  had  thus  acquired  to  the  advantage  of 
his  country.  In  the  Seven  }^ears*  Har,  he  pub- 
lished an  Essay  to  prove  the  Necessity  of  a  regular 
MUUia,  to  oppose  the  Invasion  with  which  we  were 
then  threatened  by  an  iovetenrte  £nemy  $  aiMlen 
the  cstsblfshment  oif  the  iHAYiMe,  he  became  a  Lieo- 

tenant-colonel  in  that  of  his  native  county.  While 
in  this  office,  he  introduced  a  ntw,  and  suj>€riur 
mode  of  discipline ;  and  may  be  considered  as  one 
of  the  first,  who  contributed  to  explode  our  aiiti* 
qnated  system  of  tmdiet,  which,  in  spite  of  its  many 
aosurdities,  and  the  improremmt  made  in  other 
countries,  f^till  maintained  its  e^round  in  Efiahuid. 
He  reduced  the  exercise  to  a  simple,  and  systematic 
form ;  and  by  the  publication  of  his  Plan  of  Lhs^ 
c^iMm  for  the  Mititia  ef  Norfolk,"'  rendered  bit 
own  corps  a  pattern  for  others.   This  work  WM

highly  esteemed  by  the  best  jud^^es  iiiihtary  dis* 
ciphrje,  and  ihu  Author  (ic^n  vi'dlv  a*ceived  the  ap- 
jprohahon  pf  the  patnut,  and  the  olhcer. 

"  His  treatise  on  the  aubj«ct  is  weil  known,  ami 
admired  even  by  the  Bi^mlarsi  I  have  heard  Ge- 
nerals declare^  the  Author  was  himself  one  of  the 
best  Battalion  Oflicers  in  the  service,  mid  might 
with  opporiuiiiiy  make  a  great  Coiuniauder  in 
Cliief.  In  this,  howcver^i  they  were  nustakeo;.he 
wanted  constitution  :  even  the  Militia-duty  was  tm 
much  for  him ;  and  greatly  helped  to  hunv  him  to 
bis  grave.  He  left  a  son,  who  promises,  at  this  cvl^ 
agCi  to  inherit  his  fathers  vuluai^  ^lid  abihtie^i.*

To  resume  Da  vies;  it  appears  by  Letters,  that  he 
had  also  'AW  acquaintance,  admirer,  and  h  ieiid,  in  Mr. 
lUchard  Phelps,  who  writes  to  him  from  Italy ^  two 
classical,  and  most  ingenious  notes  upon  scenery^  and 
the  works  of  art. — ^These  Letters,  dated  1 75 1 ,  proves 
in  what  a  hqgfa  estimation  he  held  his  Khgsiand 
Jriend. 

DAVi£^  a  SsiUier  dying  in  1 73  d,  wtieo  lie  was  ^8 
yews  of  age,  and  having  left  him  a  competency  in 
the  living  at  Kingtbm^  and  in  some  portions  of 

his  landed  property,  I  should  apprehend  that  be  soon 
began  to  reside  there.  It  apjx*ars,  that  f  rom  thence 
he  corresponded  with  such  of  his  friencis  m  tlie  world 
as  he  loved  the  most,  and  tiie  best.  The  circle  was, 
I  dare  say,  extensive  at  drst,  and  by  degrees  dwindled 
away  to  few,  vety  few,  and  those  in  general,  of  a  tttm 
like  his  own,  retired,  studious,  and  8|Kll-bound  by 
tlie  Comti*  of  literary  taste,  whose  d<>ii unions  are  not 
of  ample  extent.  —  1  inu>l  here  introduce  a  passa^  ■ 
in  LaOjjf  hmwkiis  letter  to  me : 

Daviss 
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•*  Davies  resigned  the  world.  He  took  little  con- 
cern  even  in  his  own  jHicnniarv  afl!:irs,  lived  in 
^'  his  library 9  where  his  books,  like  tiiosc  of  the 
Hennit  in  f^auctusey  were  bis  friends ;  but,  want* 
itig  the  all-]x>werful  cham  of  Ufve,  and  female 
intercourse,  to  soften  asperities  which  his  mode  of 
^  life  probablv  infiisetf,  he  might,  peril, ips,  luive  he- 
come  a  liiilo  too  pluloso])hically  satirical  ia  his 
tf  views  of  the  ivorid,  as  fonried  of  splendour  in 
rank,  and  wealth  ;  but  loving^  still  to  the  last, 
•*  those  he  had  loved  in  youth,  and  the  immediate 
^  circle  of  those  around  him*** 

His  character  had  singularitTcs  m  it,  and  weak- 
nesses too  (who  is  exempt  truui  tliem  ?) ;  but  the 
avera^e^  if  I  may  use  tliat  phrase,  was  bcavitv  of 
moral  deportment,  and  worth.  His  nature  was  mo- 
dest, his  manners  gracefully  gentle,  his  life  the  mir- 
roar  of  sainted  innocence,  his  vein  rich  in  ciasiacat 
taste,  and  spirit.  He  had  the  most  aflfectionats 
warmth  of  heart,  but  with  it  a  sensibility  a  httle  too 
Susceptible  for  perfect  happiness. 

It  will  appear,  I  think,  in  that  moralizing,  and 
b^utiful  Poem,  addressed  in  early  days  to  his  friend 
CbrnwaUis,  that  he Jelf  himself'  disappointed;  but 
had  acquired  (or  thought  he  had)  philosophy  enovgh 
to  enjoy  a  cheerful  obscurity,  though  at  the  same 
tiiuc  he  warned  h\s  friefuls  to  avoid  the  exampk 
pf  /^/a*  iinainbit ions  ii idnlcnce. 

But  1  now  come  to  a  part  of  his  life  that  is  almost 
romantic  in  its  good  fortune. 

Instead  of  the  common  late,  that  baffles  yonthfol 
hope,  in  the  solitude,  or  society  worse  than  solitude, 
at  such  a  distance  from  the  world,  he  diseovered  at 
Presteigne,  within  ^7/'>?r  nnles  of  him,  nrDitgenial 
spirit  in  the  Hector  of  that  parish.  All  his  earlier 
friendships  "  hid  their  diminished  headsJ^  He  ad- 
mired, revered,  and  loved  him,  with  unexampled, 
and  with  unlimited  afiection*  Both  were  unmar- 
rM ;  both  admirably  scholars,  especially  in  classical 

testes 
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The  name  of  this  gentleman  was  Timothy  Thomas. 
He  was  of  Chrhf  Ch/o'ch,  and  prtbentrd  by  J?rf- 
woard  Earl  oj  Oxford^  in  1726,  to  that  rectoiy* 
Their  correspondence  was  never  discontinuedi  and 
thef  wrote  verse  together. 

ft  appears,  that  in  the  earliest  part  of  their  inter- 
course, they  had  between  them  translated  Pope's  Es- 
sajtf  on  Man  mio  Latin  verse.  Frequent  allusions  to 
it  are  made,  but  no  vestige  of  it  afipears. 

They  met  occasionally  in  the  alternate  characters 
cfiioal,  and  of  guests  hnt^  notwithstanding  their  vici'^ 
»ity,  the  roads  which  are  now  desperate  enough  to 
rival  anffqffihfy  were,  I  should  thmk,  in  those  days, 
what  a  celebrated  wit  in  our  profession  called  "  the 
J'eathered  wmf^  because  none  bat  the  birds  of'  the  air 
€Ould  pass  over  it'* 

I  have  the  first  Letter  of  Davibs  to  this  intenesl* 
ing  neighbour,  in  which  he  solicits  his  correspond- 
ence. It  is  dated  in  I737.  Unfortunate  ly  we  have 
but  one  Letter  of  Thotnas  upon  subjects  literature, 
to  lay  before  the  reader;  and  we  have  not  one  of 
his  authenticated  works  in  Poetry  (though  Davie^ 
alludes  to  him  as  an  Author  in  Verse,  and  as  a  joint 
author  with  him)  except  a  laughable  jew  desprit^ 
preserved  in  his  hand,  tit  on\y  for  the  auiubeincut 
of  tlie  hour,  and  of  the  scene. 

I  come  now  to  a  painfully  delicate  subject ;  but  a 
sense  of  honour  to  Atm^  as  well  as  to  the  first  lar4 
t3aimdmy  makes  it  necessary  to  avert  m  oensnre, 
which,  unexplained,  would  reflect  in  difierent  views 
upon  both  of  them. 

It  is  also  (and  therefore  I  touch  upon  it  with  an 
additional  motive)  an  afiecting  theme  of  remark 
upon  one  disadvantage  of  a  public  school. 

I  do  not  go  into  the  old  stoiy  of  debating  the 
hackneyed  problem;  whether  habits  of  extravagance^ 
and  of  e;irly  vice  at  these  public  seminaries  can, 

^hough  misc^votts  in  tbem&elvt^i  be  overbalaoced 

by 
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by  tiie  -advantige  of  conuexHrn,  to  boys  of  genMU^ 
but  poor ;  and  by  the  manliiiefls  of  spirit  which  em- 

bles  the  boy,  when  adult,  in  Ihe  unulcts  great 
schnoL  to  cope  witit  ii  the  better.  Hut  I  must  remark 
upon  one  of  its  fntnlitich,  exeiiipUiieil  in  UAVjilay 
and  whicb^  i  fear^  egrediiur  personam,  io  ita  pre- 
valence. 

The  yon  th,  who  hm  preserved  a  liigh  character  for 
bis  learniiii^,  tor  his  morals,  t  n  popular  inaniitrrs. 
and  for  brilliant  connexions,  up  to  the  period  of 
hia  departure  from  College  to  hit  hinng^  aecluited 
ftoo)  the  world,  iooka  round  bim  at  his  eooteispora* 
ries,  who  wore  also  hia  friends.  He  sees  one  of  them 
a  Jud^e,  ])t  l  imps  a  Chancellor  ;  another  a  Bishop, 
and  perhaps  a  Metropolitan  ;  a  third  rolling  in  opu« 
knoe»  titled^  and  at  iiie  sumuiit  of  power. 

He  remembers,  that  at  tchool  they  were  at  the 

best  his  ecjuals,  in  the  ianie  of  his  genius  ;  but,  alas, 
what  genius?  whiit  fame?  that  of  writing  good  Lri- 
tin  verse ;  or»  at  the  best,  aa  being  one  of  those  who 
are  called  great  Scholars^  ~  a  most  equivocal  term. 

Let  hiui  he  ever  so  amiable,  and  let  him  be  ever 
1^0  wise,  he  t<iius  a  false  measure  of  his  talent. 
A  miscalculated  impression  of  liis  capacity  induces 
him  to  complain,  with  more  or  less  of  spleen  in  the 
mode  of  it,  if  loud,  or  with  pique  suppressed  ia 
a  mind  of  delicacy,  like  that  of  Davibs^  That  Ae 
•*  is  not  whul  ihey  are  r 

To  detect  this  plant  of  bitterness  in  such  a  patri- 
arch of  sweet  simplicity  as  Davxes  of  Kingslamd^ 
may  seem  a  fastidious  refinement  of  moralising 

criticism,  and  a  kind  of  ungenerous  inquisition, 
through  the  pastoral  liabit  of  this  angel's  life,  to  in- 
terrogate his  pillow  whether  all  ambition  had  slefip 
when  his  manners  to  every  circle  he  tiUed  were  ao 
gentle^  and   constiiuHonalfy  timid.*' 

But,  in  the  Hrst  place.  I  read  it  iii  liis  works.  — 

Xlifiy  are  UigQi4^d,  an4  beautifuiiy  moral  admont* 
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lloM>  but  a  little  qiridcled  by  Satire^  ihrngh  in  ge- 
9eni  diicipltmd  by  m  judicisU  inteUeek,  and  by  his 

Ckriaiian  temper  of  resignatioii.— Inthenext  place, 
*  I  KNOW,  tliat  in  the  two  or  three  last  years  of  lite, 
aud  when  lie  was  upon  the  verge  of  sixty,  unmar- 
ned,  nuattacbec^  and  with  all  the  Gompetency  which 
be  eould  e/{/ay,  he  waa  devated  by  amkiimu  hopes^ 
fcr  which  nodiiiig  bet  mmvam  iebitity,  petbed  fay 
those  hopes  into  nervous  irritation,  could  account* 
I  KNOW,  that  Lord  Camden^  wh^  n  Chancellor ^  had 
preferment  at  heart  for  him,  and  could  not  accom- 
plish it)  either  so  expeditiooaly,  or  ia  such  a  rank 
ef  devatkm,  aa  he  bad  projeded^  luiid  daimed. 

Soon  after  his  arrival  in  town,  in  1786,  he  gave 
to  hini  as  a  keepsake,  liis  own  picture,  and  with 
it  an  4hge  upon  his  friend,  in  which  be  disdainfiilljr 
markSf  that  he  wanta^  and  claims  no  preferment.  ^ 

Yet  I  believe^  that  he  had  asked  for  it^  even  at  an 
earlier  fjertod :  and  1  kkow^  that  because  he  did 
ttot  obtain  i^  from  him,  he  complained  of  bim  for 
neglecting  htm,  took  hoff,  repelled  hie  eflbrta  to  be 

on  terms  with  him,  and  returned  ui  a  fit  oi  spleen 
to  bis  Rectory,  or  to  Lic/i/ieid. 

1  KNOW  that  he  made  the  remark  to  which  I  have 
alluded  as  u  natural  one.  Alluding  to  his  irerses  in  ho- 

nour  to  the  ChuHcellor^  he  said,  "  They  art  better^ 
than  he  could  write,''  —  What  is  the  key  to  this? 
Not  that  his  friend  r^|ected  him.  That  Lord  Camdem 
was  a  generous  patron,  his  enemies  would  have  al« 
lowed;  and  that  he  bad  not  one  atom  of  pride»  in  the 
Vttlgarsense  of theword.  Not, — ^that "  meeJt  Davies, 
either  was,  or  could  have  been,  ever  bold,  and  pre- 
suming. He  was  remarkably  the  reverse.  But  that, 
in  a  w^k  state  of  enervated  health,  and  tturried  spirits 
at  the  parting  aoene  of  life,  or  upon  the  verge  of  it, 
he  did  not  possess  that  self-cowtraul  which  bia  pri- 
vacy had  nourished,  and  which  hb  talents  for  soli- 
tude had  refined. 

vot.  u  t  L  In 
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In  his  countenance^  #|iichtl»|ictnrelM»wtaiiied, 

there  is  an  annable,  and  pleasing  expression,  but  a 
hectic  hue  upon  the  cheek,  and  an  eye  inflamed,  ad 
well  as  prominent,  which  i  recoHect,  that  I  remarked 
when  Isafr  it  first  in  Lord  Camden's  parlour. 

the  Hum  of  the  Mogej  becawe  (to 
my  ear  at  least)  though  ingenious,  they  XMok  a  veiy 
impaired  state  in  the  powers  ot  his  genius,  and  spi- 
rit of  bis  character.  The  paneiryric  is  lavish ;  and 
Ae  contempt  for  preSnrment  self-delmim. 

He  died  in  little  more  than  two  years  aftar  hia 
return  from  Mmn ;  and  whether  he  owed  his  death 
to  a  nervous  decay  in  stamina^  or  to  an  oppreawd 
mind,  eitlier  alternative  ])roves,  tiiat  lit  had  lost  him- 
0^  in  this  ill*£ftted  journey  to  tUe  Metropolis* 


Amongst  his  compwioofi  and  friends  at  Eton  and 
at  Kin^i  we  must  not  omit  Richard  Momnteneg, 
who  was  a  my  excettent  icholar>  and  puUiahed  an 

Edition  of  Demosthenes,  A.  D.  1731.— He  was  no 

less  intimate  y^ith  Pratt  than  with  Davtes  ;  and 
both  of  them,  in  their  correspondence,  allude  very 
often  to  him,  as  their  favottrite  *. 
'  In  1737s  the  same  year  in  which  Davies  begim 
to  correspond  with  Dr.  Hkmnas^  he  was  made  AntNS 

of  tlie  Exchequer  in  Irelajid, 

Davies  addressed  him  in  dieee  lines,  not  unworthy 

of  hiis  favourite,  Swiji :

1745»  the  date  of  the  title-page,  oonsequently  be- 
fore be  was  ihirty-Jive^  Most  of  bis  Poems  indseA 
are  of  nearly  a  similar  age,  except  those  in  fFhaleifs 
first  voluoit;;,  dated  in  173i.

to  court.  The  picture  of  Chepstow  Castle  and  of 
its  bridge — the  wish  for  the  ship  and  its  airival — the 
comparison  of  the  sea  to  public  Hfe-HMNf  loa^,  nti 
least  in  love,  the  solemn  cast  of  the  concluding  lines, 
which  are  like  the  scene  tli^y  describe,  appear  to  iiic 
the  gifts  of  genius  in  poetical  description,  if  1  at  least 
can  even  guess  what  those  gifts  are* 


But  how  different  is  the  pencil  in  the  Poem  that 
follows. — In  paintings  the  artist  who  has  a  fnamieTf 
too  generally  adopted  in  all  his  works,  bears  the 
title  of  a  mannerist:  Horace,  with  infinite  humoar, 
to  make  this  degrading  vanity  more  ludicrous,  telli 
a  painter  that  "peiliips  he  ean  paiiiL  a  cypress" 
— "  And  what  has  the  cypress  to  do/*  says  the  Poet, 
^'  if  you  are  to  paint  a  shipwreck  Even  a  ^ood 
manner  may  be  tiresome  if  it  is  not  varied,  especially 
when  the  eubfeci  requires  the  difference. 

This  remark  apphes  with  powerful  analos^y  to 
writers  in  prose  and  in  verse,  but  in  a  peculiar 

degree 
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dwree  to  the  tatter,  it  is  very  flekkw)  that  one  finds 
a  diversity  of  manner  in  tlie  aame  Poet.  If  it  is 
not  proFane,  I  wookl  say  tiiat  Pcpe^  charming  aad 

brilliant  as  he  wants  lijjht  and  shade  in  the  ca- 
deuce  ut  his  mt  a'-ure,  and  in  the  lui  n  of  his  thoughts. 
Prioi\,  a  ver;^  iat(2nor»  but  attll  a  most  engaging  and 
fertile  Poet,  is  in  variety  more  distingfttSMxL  The 
Muse  of  Dr^dm  is  in  thia  view  of  it  pie-enunent. 
Y^mmg  has  written  with  a  masterly  hand  in  Mink 
verse  jind  in  rh\ me  :  a  solemn  strain  in  the  first; 
and  pointed  wit  in  the  latter — briUiant  epigrams  and 
sadre.  Thomson  is  decidedly  a  mmnmerist.  Gray, 
tboiigh  hia  forte  ia  Z^ric,  it  endiantiQg  ia  the  EU^ 
gia€  strain. 

Davjes,  it  I  can  presume  to  introduce  him  in  the 
eoni  j),n! y  of  these  Luminaries,  cannot  be  accused  of 
sameuess  in  the  character  of  his  Muse.— What  I 
have  prodtioisd  in  blank  verse  of  a  sententious  and 
moratising  east  ia  very  unlike  hia  ImitmHom  of  Ho* 
f««^*-the  vera  de  socidii-^h'is  graceful  complimentM 
— ^and  hia  J  a  ill  y  In  description. 

But,  if  I  were  to  chuse,  I  would  select  as  the  tu- 
vottritea  those  of  a  moral  cast,  whether  in  blank 
verse  or  in  rhyme ;  and  what  follows  would^  I  think, 
of  itaelf  stamp  the  character  of  a  Poet  upon  the 
modest  Rector  o  f  Kin gsland. 

It  is  vvhunsical  cnuucrh,  but  it  is  the  fact,  that, 
after  hift  frtend  the  MLsiiap  of  LUck^ld  bestowed 
preierment  upon  him  there^  we  have  no  further 
trace  of  his  MUse ;  and  all  that  he  has  left  (except 
the  AlcaVc  Ode,  which  has  no  date)  was  prior  to 
1745,  thonc:h  it  cannot  be  supposed  that  he  laid 
aside  his  poetical  habits  ;  and  in  a  Poem  written  by^ 
Mr.  Sewardy  his  brother  Canon,  iiither  to  the  mas^ 
ciila  Sappko  *y  he  is  repcesented.  as  enlivening  tbr 
iMckfield  sett  by  the  powera  of  his  Muaa

€00  Xi^LUbTRATiONd  OF  LITfiEAlURE. 

In  1745  lie  was  not  more  than  tImu  -tive  yo«'irs  of 
age,  when,  as  it  sbouitl  seem,  ins  vein  disappeared,  , 
tboogh  his  life  reached  fifty-nine. 

But  I  haiw  scarce  a  doubt  that  bis  rooted  and  eon* 
stfCutioiial  diffidence  induced  htm^  in  these  later  pe* 

riods  of  his  iiie,  to  he  more  nice  lu  his  judgment  of 
his  own  works,  and  rather  to  play  witli  his  Muse, 
tbao  to  aim  at  the  improvement  of  its  powers;  more 
espeeially  if  the  fteakness-of  his  firmme  and  consti* 
tution  made  bioi  struggle  with  his  merme$^  to  nae 
tbe  excellent  phrase  of  Mus  Smarif.-^-Perhap8  the 
religious  duties  uf  his  pure  and  sainted  life  nicty 
have  infused  a  more  serious  turn  of  thous^ht. — Ano- 
ther key,  however,  to  this  blar^k  of  intelligence  may 
be  found  in  tbe  devolution  of  all  his  Manuscripts 
upon  tfie  Rector  who  succeeded  him,  and  who  Imd 

no  lurn  for  literature,  so  that  perhaps  many  of  the 
later  works  may  have  1>een  destroy  cd,  and  w  hat  re- 
mams  (which,  but  for  Ltody  Knowles^  would  soon 
have  been  conaumed)  may  have  been  sa^  more 
by  accident  than  design.

Great  in  bts  (irojects  he  has  this  to  gain, 
A  tomb  thus  homely^  and  a  bard  so  mean. 


Cicero  himself,  whose  mind  had  no  frivolous 
taste,  cundescends  to  vindicate  us  AQtiquaries ;  for 

*  be  tella,  that  we  are  jiroiiiptad  by  a  juat,  as  well  at 
oatund  eDthottaain»  m  men  of  g^iua  and  virtue  in 

-m\\  ages  to  visit,  and  coDsecmte  every  some  which 
thev  inliabiUd.  Pope  i««  in  the  same  tone  of  local 
supeiblition,  when  lie  tells  *^  where  St.  John 
— €Md  thougiUf* — unfortunate  in  bis  befX),  but 
happy  and  snbiime  in  the  pictnre^lbr  he  says,  the 
ou  of  Marim^  paoof  againat  tbe  an,  oc  the  inju^ 
ri^,  will  for  eve^  live,,  because  it  waa  planted  by 
Genius. 

That  pleasant  Wit  (i^>tt  in^ieed  in  his  way)  Srr 
C.  Uanbury  IViUiamSj  kept  his  hat  oif  in  the  boat 
with  a  party  as  they  rowed  him  by  the  side  of  Pope's 
grotto  several  years  after  hia  death :  I  am  afraid 
(said  he)  of  that  Gutipoivdtr  P^cy,  though  he  be 
dead." — I  have  copied  in  the  Appeudix  Mr.  Phelps 
upon  Horace  s  villa,  a«Kl  we  have  all  adiaired  Eustace 
upon  that  subject. 

I  would  therefore  make  a  poiat  with  your  friend- 
ship, if  yott  wece  a  little  younger,  and  if  it  oould 
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be  samaaer  9Jt  a  word  from  ut,  to  visit  Kingshmd^ 
for  my  lake,  in  hooour  to  its  Bector:  though,  if 
my  uncle  was  not  more  peevish  tbaa  just,  it  is  in 
itself  "  a  tvretched  place^^  for  those  are  his  words. 

On  the  same  principle  one  hkes  the  memory  of 
such  noen  upon  their  tomb,  1  admire  extremely 
the  work  of  Mr.  Godwin  upon  that  aulgect  (O  4t 
nc  ommm  !)  in  one  of  the  best  written  essays  I  ev«r 
saw. 

This  amiable  superstition  made  the  burial-plaqe 
of  jdrchbis/iop  Wdliams  interestiug. 

It  is  carried  alittta  too  iar  by  Mr.  MaJme^  when 
he  tells  Qa  where  Dry  den  lived  in  Gerard-streel; 
but  I  recollect  that  my  neighbour  Mr.  IFaljfole  bad 
a  picture  of  the  identical  street  in  which  Iffd'me  de 
S^vis[nd  lived,  and  in  which  the  painter  liaiv  given 
us  the  very  house.  I  presentt  d  Mr,  H  alpole  with 
some  beautiful  drawings  of  the  chaieau  de  Grtgnam, 
which  I.  visited  myself  in  honour  to  that  moat 
charming  woman.  A  similar  passion  makes  Fau^ 
cluse  the  rajre  of  modern  travellers,  more  than  even 
the  scenery  vvouid,  sub h me  as  it  is. 

Anotlier  whim  of  curiosity  is,  to  develope  the 
character  from  the  Infant  upwards  to  the  Mam; 
and  we  are  told  with  rapture  of  Dr.  J^numft  verses 
upon  the  duck. 

In  truth,  however,  nothincr  j$  more  capricious 
than  limes  and  seasons  of  talent  in  the  at^e  of  man — 
besides  that  many  a  genius  when  a  boy  has  made 
no  iigure  as  a  man;  but  least  of  all  prophetic  is  the 
talent  of  making  verse,  Latin  or  Eng  lish,  at  school* 
I  cannot  agree  with  Dr.  Johnson  that  Milion^s  La* 
till  verses  are  inferior  to  those  of  other  English 
Poets  ;  but  I  lav  no  stress  upon  tiiem  as  pronji  iiig 
the  genius  which  at  a  later  period  inspired  him. 
And  we  shall  hear  no  more  of  youth  as  the  period 
indispensable  to  sablimi^  of  inspiration,  when  it  is 
recollected  that    Paradise  Lost*  was  written  by  a* 

man  who  was  bUnd  at  the  age  of  41* 

Yet 
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Yet  one  likes  to  read  these  early  indications  of 
taleiit,  and  may  indulge  tlie  wliim  of  discover  ing  in 
the  drst  biois  of  the  futufe  Poet  what  be  was  likely^ 
lo  be. 

This  long  difpressioii*  terminates  in  Davibsi  re- 
snniedy  but  carried  back  to  Eton  school.    I  have 

caught  some  of  his  Latin  verse  in  that  seat  of  the 
Muses;  but  there  is  one  Poem  in  English,  which 
is  quite  tbe  verse  of  a  boy  in  general  (and  therefore 
I  do  not  copy  it),  bat  has  iiassages  which  are  stamps 
of  the  nJ^  character  formed  a  ruling  featiin 
of  his  poetical  mind,  and  shewed  him  very  unlike 

the   "  ELEGANT  AND  THE  GENTLE  DaVIES**   of  bls 

panegyrical  defamer  Miss  Seward, 

'He  was  to  write  upon  Henry  the  SixtK  Founder 
of  Eion  College,  in  general  he  has  mariied  a  pe« 
cnliar  judgment  in  the  'selection  of  his  #optc«  for 

that  poor  creaiure  of  a  King.  But  I  must  quote  the 
foltownip  lines,  vvhicli  few  Poet.-*  have  surpassed  in 
dignity  or  spirit  in  the  meridian  of  their  genius 
and  (kme«  ^-i .

^  f  it  for  fcbeir  grM  InkaUimtts  abode^

I  often  have  thought  Horace  of  all  the  Roman 
Poets  could  fall  the  best  iato  English  verse,  and 
without  auy  modern  iniiision*  But  I  do  not  recol- 
lect that  I  ever  saw  this  proposition  better  exempli- 
fied than  by  Mr.  Davibs,  in  a  verdon^  as  it  could 
well  be  called,  but  which  he  entitles,  an  Imitation 
of  Book  IL  Ode  4. 

Ne  sit  aocills  tibi  amor  pudori. 

It  is  almost  literal)  except  in  a  beautiful  turn  at  the 
end  of  it  in  honour  to  PMding  and  Skiri^t  two 
celebrated  beauties  of  that  period. 

This  too  must  have  been  written  in  1732  at  the 
latest,  for  that  is  the  date  of  the  book  i!i  which  it 
awears,  and  he  was  then  two  and  tweiUjf.  I  am 
pleased  with  it  also,  because  it  is  the  only  EngUsh 
Lyric  of  bis  pen  which  I  have  reached*

To  save  myself  a  little  trouble,  as  well  as  to  over- 
come a  difficulty,  in  adapting  these  new  materials  ta 
the  memoirs  bitbeitp  collected  and  wrnnged^falkrt 
ei  efftigere,  I  shall  make  a  Pastmifi  S  m  that  I 
think  worth  your  acceptance. 


Dr.  Thomas  being  ten  years  older,  Davies  ap- 
pears uniformly  in  all  his  Letters,  even  of  baai' 
nage^  to  mark  the  respect  for  him  due  to  the  dif- 

ftircnce  of  age.  There  is  nothing  so  ditiicult,  or  so 
amiable,  in  the  junior  of  the  two  ages. 

It  appears  to  me,  that  both  of  them  were,  like 
Daviess  earlier  friend  Lord  Camden,  epicara, 
though  not  a  hint  appears  that  either  of  them  wai 
intemperate. 

The  Fov  t  was  fond  of  smoking  li'is  pipe,  and  ban- 
ters himself  as  being  no  hero  in  cavalry.  He  piques 
himself,  however,  upon  his  gun,  and  representi 
that  he  shot  a  hack  with  his  own  hand. 

T%nmas  was  a  huntsman ;  but,  except  in  oces* 
fiional  visits  to  his  patron  the  Earl  of  Oxford,  he 
appears  to  have  been  more  stationary  than  Davies, 
who  made  frequent  rambles,  and  especially  lAto 

I  am  afraid  that,  although  he  calls  himsdf  9 

Whig^  his  personal  affection  to  Sir  tf^athin  fVU* 
Hams  fVynnCj  the  most  popular  man  of  his  day, 
Toryized  him,  imperceptibly  to  himself.  Lady 
Ifjjiine  appe  irs  to  have  been  one  of  liis  favourites* 
lie  was,  at  least,  very  AntUff^abolim*

I  read)  turns  all  modern  Latium  in  verse  into  ridicule. 
Perhaps  I  am  prejudiced^  mv  own  fiitber  having 
made  so  brilliant  a  figure  in  that  line  of  composition ; 
but,  as  Tullif  said,  "  liheutcr  erro,  nec  uilbi  huiic 
«<  errorei/i  duni  vivam  extrncjii'^ri  vclini." 

I  I  make  one  previous  remark,  ad  homines,  to  all 
the  defomers  at  modem  verse  in  the  Augustan  mea- 
sure. I  never  met  with  any  one  of  them  who  bad 
the  talent  of  writing  it.  IJr,  Johnson  holds  it 
cIkvij).  lie  wrote  in  it,  and  was  under  par  in  die 
attempt.  He  was  not  at  home  in  it ;  and  I  have 
detected  in  him  what,  in  the  rd^ime  of  Eton  disci^ 
{]line,  would  have  sulnected  him  to  the  penalty 
which  he  inflicts  upon  Milton  at  College. 

Mr.  Mtlrnu til's  arguments  do  not  surprize  me, 
thoujrh  I  think  ihem  feeble,  and  a  little  disin^re- 
nuous,  because  1  recollect  his  Notes  upon  the  Let^ 
ters  Cicero,  translated  bv  him  with  such  grace 
of  eloquence  tfiat  one  hardly  misses  the  original. 
But  his  notes  are  those  of  preconceived  antipathy 
I  to  ali  the  public  virtues  of  that  wonderful  crtature, 
and  much  even  of  his  domestic  fame.  They  are 
comments  of  polemic  asperity  and  spleen,  manj^  of 
them  ungenerous^  and  ill  argued,  tboogb  specious 
f  n  the  turfiice. 

One  of  his  reiiuuks  npon  the  Latin  Poet  of  mo- 
dern periods  can  imni< diately  be  rt;luted.  He  de- 
mands, with  an  air  oi  triumph,  if  any  jpost-Aw- 
gustan  Bard,  since  the  language  became  dead,  baa 
svritlen  a  consideraUe  Poem  in  Latin  verse.  I  an- 
fwer,  by  the  celebrated  work  of  Isaac  Hawkins 

1     Broivi/Cj  on  the  Immortality  of  the  Soul.    It  is 
true  that  he  could  not  hav^  read  that  i^oem  when  he 

wrote 
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wrote  his  deiiaiice.  But  the  after-existeQce  of  it 
l^roves  tbat  in  theory  be  fras  wrong. 

He  eoys,  the  language  «m  ^liicutt,  efen  to  the 

'  Romam  themselves  ;  and  that  of  cotirse  we  have  no 
rliaiice,  unless  bv  patches  of  unequivo*  ;i!  plagiarism 
iVom  yirgil  anU  to,;  lor  that  else  we  are  not  aurec^ 
the  idiom« 

I  would  f5rst  concede  the  minor  of  the  svlloc^ism, 
wliich,  however,  could  he  ^alcly  denied^  and  chal- 
leu<4e  him  upon  the  inference. 

If,  by  the  occasional  adontion  of  passages  like 
these,  an  elegant  and  classical  air  can  be  given  to  a 
modern  theme,  it  is  autant  de  gagni;  it  is  a  diffi* 
culty  overcome,  and  the  effect  is  pleasing.  Nay,  to 
do  this  well,  ni«iy  as  much  di^tinoruish  a  poetical  car 
and  judgment,  as  if  all  tlie  words  and  plirases  had 
sprung  from  the  writer  alone. 

There  is  a  kind  oF  surprize  in  wit,  and  Locke  de- 
li nes  it  as  the  union  of  two  dissimilar  images. 

But  where  is  the  fact,  that  modern  verse  in  I^ttn 
must  be,  for  the  sake  of  accuracy,  a  theft  of  the 
idiom  in  the  very  babit  of  the  aiitient  Poet  t  Is  it 
in  the  Poem  1  have  mentioned  ?  is  it  \nMr.  GnqfM 
Mcaic  left  at  the  Grande  Chartreuse  ?  and  is  it  not 
an  honour  to  the  Isahit  of  an  attempt  at  least  in  La- 
tin verse,  that  such  a  ninn  chose  it  as  the  vehicle  ot 
his  poetical  feelings,  at  the  impulse  of  the  moment, 
lind  with  a  sublime  effect  ? 

But  I  go  further,  aiul  I  ask  if  a  knowledge  of  La- 
tin idiom  in  verse  or  prose  is  not  indispt-nsable  to  a 
just  perception  of  classical  beauties;  and,  it  it  is, 
whether  etren  the  miscalculated  ambition  to  attain  it, 
4hough  sore  to  end  in  &ilure,  does  not  improfe  the 
jtiste? 

W  ill  any  man,  u  ho  knows  the  effect  and  principle 
of  style,  deny  that  a  knowledge  m  tlte  taste  and 
«barm  of  other  languages  improves  eloquence  in 
iMiroilrn?,  .

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.  What  shall  be  said  of  Milt^Xk?  Dr.  Johnson^ 
:wbo  hates  him.  with  one  of  hU  vaceU^  hatreds  % 
would  have  us  believe  that  others  b|ve  written  a|; 
his  youthful  age  better  Latin  verse  than  he  wrote. 
It  may  be  30,  though  it  is  new  to  me ;  bvit  at  least 
it  will  be  admitted,  by  those  who  have  an  ear,  that 
nothing  in  Oi)id  himself  is  more  be^utiful>  and,  1 
-W9S  going  tQ  say,  more  Owdiaa^  tbaa  his  c^y  find 
dewing  verse  in  that  measure* 

.  It  reminds  me  of  a  Pedant  (like  Melmoth  in  this 
article),  who  told  me  that  OvMl.stood  alone,  and 
that  half  an  ?ar  would  refute  the  counterfeit.** 

I  made  believe  to  acquiesce ;  and  repeial^  ^e 
following  lines  "  out  of  the  Fasti  r  at  a  future 
day,  under  pretence  of  ridicule  upon  thea\,  an(^  of 
difficult V  in  making  sense  of  them.  He  was  enrap- 
tured when  I  took  a  Milion  out  of  my  pocketj^  ap^ 
read  them  jrom  nun. 

They  are  so  beautiful  of  their  kin4s  1^  ^  wil^ 
insert  them  here,  and  close  the  discussion. 

But  can  it  be  ever  obliterated  from  the  memory 
of  dispassionate  criticism,  that  IVarton,  another  Mil" 
ion-hater,  affirmed  in  bis  first  edition  the  following 
puradoK:

Having  made  these  apologies,  I  will  take  the  eoa- 
ra^  to  lay  before  you  DAVi£s  at  Eton  school^  the 
writer  of  Let  in  verse. 

Of  course  1  shall  not  claim  for  him  the  merit  of  his 
patterns,  Ovid  and  Horace.  But  the  Reader  will,  I 
trust,  give  him  credit  fbr  taste  and  feeling,  eren  ia 

these  {productions. 

I  will  admit,  beforehand,  partial  thefts  of  the  kind 
which  Melmoth  hMA  deprecated,  but  which,  as  far 
at  thejr  extend,  are^  in  my  conception,  beaarties,  and 
marks  of  genius. 

One  of  these  compositions,  in  Omdian  measnre 

and  style,  is  upon  Jealousy  \  and  it  wilT  not  elude 
the  rernark  of  tLe  Reader,  which  I  can  venture  to 
anticipate,  with  how  much  deUcacy  of  judt;inent 
this  Poet  in  his  teens,  a  bo^  at  school,  has  combined 
CKkcMa's  different  soliloquies  into  one ;  or  how  be 
has  varied  them,  without  losing  their  spirit,  in  the 
extract  I  am  now  to  lay  before  nim.

in  a  Pagan  habit,  aiid  with  Lyric  melody. 

As  to  his  plagiarism,  \i  it  must  be  so  calted^  from 
Horace^  I  take  the  libertsr  of  expressing  my  opinion 
that  it  ifl  not  tervile  enough  to  degrade  the  copyist, 
and  is  ingenious  enough  to  recommend  his  judgment 
in  the  passas^es  wliich  mark  Im  iiiutuUun  of  so  ex«

Camden  was  not  accused  of  dcsertiiifj  h'iends,  though 
he  was  often,  to  my  knowledge,  hamperedf  as  m 
the  case  of  tbia  Aj/mstry  Living;,  by  Peen^  or  men 
of  eonsfqoeooe.  wbo  lived  in  the  oeighboarbood  of 
the  vacant  preferment  I  can  also  MoollacI  that  he 
gave  Livings  and  Prebends  to  men  for  whom  he 
could  iipt  have  a. tithe  ot  the  regard  wiuch  he  uni- 
formly;. 
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fatmly  expsened  for  his  Eion  friend.   This  may 
appear  to  bean  ill-onien*d' apology  for  his  apparent 
mMeatioiiB*  to  the  Rectbr  of  Kingsldni.  But,  if  it 
ia  HlAy  mAyttd^  it  is  manswerable.   It  must  have 
arisen  from  circumstances  which  he  could  not  over- 
comet  especially  when  I  add,  that  Sheck,  a  com- 
mm  fnevd  of  them  both,  was  preferred  by  him.  Per* 
baps  tHe  appat-en^      occasionidly,  the  real  ittdif* 
Ibrenetf  of  Vawsm  himself  to  any  additional  pi^. 
ferment,  perhaps  the  observations  which  could  not 
ftti!  to  be  made  upon  his  enervated  mind,  upon  his 
age,  and  good  circumstances,  may  have  co-oper- 
ated—-nrhen  yoQDger  men  who  were  neoeMtoua 
became  (if  they  ever  did  beoome)  hit  competitors, 
and  the  infliienoe  of  gr^  men  was  thrown  perfaepi 
into  the  balance  in  aid  of  those  feeliugs.    Rut  I  lay 
great  stress  upon  the  absence  of  all  proof  that  the 
Mishop  of  Lichfield  was  piqued  tor  his  friend,  as  be 
lived  m  constant  intimacy  with  Lord  Camden.  \ur 
deed,  it  should  rather  seem  that  a  shyness  bad  there 
4il80  taken  pkce ;  for,  I  am  now  to  mark  a  eon^ 
firaiation  of  Lord  Camden  s  affectionate  reproof  to 
the  modesty  of  his  friend  on  the  elevation  of  Corn- 
wallis  to  Canterbury^  by  a  most  pieasing  fact  of  a 
date  just  prior,  in  the  difference  of  only  two  daysu 

It  is  a  Letter  of  Mr,  Richard  Phelps^  whom  we 
have  dropped  so  long,  and  who,  I  should  think, 
had  scarce  ever  stirred  from  town  after  It 
shews  the  kindest  affection  to  his  old  friend,  when 
he  had  himself  not  more  than  two  or  three'  years 
to  live.  He  dates  it,  however,  at  Moi9,  in  AnpMt' 
1768  *.

•  Though,  in  general,  after  the  death  of  Tkoma^ 
one  has  little  of  the  Poet^  and  though,  as  I  appro* 
hend,  he  was  more  or  less  paralytic  in  the  nine  or 

ten  last  years  of  his  Hfe ;  yet,  upon  the  1st  of  De- 
cember, he  resumed  his  vein,  and  wrote  a 
mostel^aot  portrait  of  iWr.^rff/mA'.vvillii  near  Bath. 

It  is  observable^  that  in  this  little  Poem  he  has 
left  the  Miltonie  measure  and  lails  with  graceful 
ease  into  rhyme ;  perhaps  because  it  was  less  diffi- 
cult,  and  rcquirud  less  toil  in  thought  or  in  the 
measure. 

But  the  native  turn  of  his  genius  was  rather  force, 
and  weight  of  sense  and  of  spirit,  than  of  ornaments 
like  these — we  sliall  call  his  fifit  manner  before  we 
hate  done  with  him. 

In  the  mean  time,  what  can  be  more  genteel  than 
his  lighter  effusions? 

Could  not  IValler  have  written  the  Poem  an- 
nexed, a  little  pruned  in  his  conceits?

Orcadian  simplicity  would  be  one  ruling  feature 
of  Dr.  Davies's  life  and  maooers,  if  th^  Arcadians 
bad  but  apipe  for  mmlmgf  as  well  as  a  musical  one* 

He  mentions,  in  one  of  his  Letters,  that  Lady 
IVllliams  told  him  "he  knew  the  world  as  if  he  bad 
never  lived  id  it/* 

I  am  hqipy  agun  to  borrow  the  words  of  Lady 

Knowle^ :  "  Whether  it  is  from  their  abstracted  no- 
**  tion  of  things  or  not^  it  has  often  been  said,  and 
proved  as  a  fact,  that  Scholars  are  not  mea  of  the 
world  ia  their  maoners  aad  their  opinioos* 

^'  As  travellm,  who  overlook  the  ^beauties  of  their  , 

^  own  country,  to  expatiate  with  enthusiasm  on  the 
**  attractions  of  a  distant  clime ;  so  these  men  of 
science,  and  of  literary  taste,  fond  of  solitude  and 
of  study,  are  often  deficient  in  the  common  usi^gea 
of  the  woildt  and  in  the  knowled^  of  tbe  humane 
^  mind,  which  can  only  be  dbtatiied  fagr  eoUisioa

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All  the  little  spurs  of  amhition^  Or  of  pnl)lir  life, 
to  the  gentle  spirit  and  most  afToctionate  nature  of  this 
'  •miable  imo,  wm  desultory  and  occasional.  The 
domestic  and  prevalent  habit  was  either  sotitude,  or 
.  m  society  of  individuals  not  likely  to  expand  the 
energies  of  the  mind,  like  the  commerce  of  the 
•  world. 

His  darling  friend  was  a  good  scholar,  but  statioiH 
ary  and  recluse,  indolent  at  home,  and  with  no  ap- 
parent energies  abroad,  except  as  a  huntsman  or  a 

bowler.  He  was  fond  of  good  living,  but  in  a  re- 
tired way,  i;^aoiaiit  f»f'  the  world,  and  crippled  by 
College-haUu  of  seit-mduigeoce.^ 

•  As  a  part  of  this  Mttve  simplicity  in  the  Rector  of 

Kingaland,  we  must  not  overlook  a  readiness  to  be 
deceived,  and  ;i  kind  of  literal  ci'edffliti/  reposed  in 
the  words  or  the  actions  of  liis  tiiends,  wi)oni  he 
often  injured  by  overstraining  the  import  and  pledge 
of  their  zeal  for  him,  exprewed  in  language  of  en- 
dearment, which  is  half  poetical,  and  should  never 
be  taken  au  pted  de  la  kttre. 

His  ttiwkstjf  was  of  no  common  degree  or  kindi 
be  by  no  means  undervalued  his  powers;  and  I  am 
not  sure  whether,  from  ignorance  of  the  worki,  he 
tlid  not  miscalculate  their  exieid,  or  at  least  their 

application.  He  was  disinclined  liabitually  to  what 
is  called  business  ;  had  no  talent  for  ucuanpts ;  had 
no  taste  for  the  polemics  of  the  Church,  or  public 
display  of  any  kind;  was  never  so  happy  as  m 
smoking,  laughing,  and  writing  verse;  but,  1  dam 
say,  thought  hiipseif  equal  to  nie  highest  of  all  do* 

f)artments  in  his  own  profession.  His  poetical  talent 
nid  been  so  flattered,  that,  if  his  iViends  could  have 
made  liim  vain  <»f  any  thin^,  it  would  have  been 
there.  Yet  such  was  his  baskfulmess,  and  his  fimi' 
difij,  that  nothing  but  his  compassionate  aeal  ibr  a 
aol^ng  acquaintanoeand  finend  would  have  anaMed 
us  to  know  that  be  could  write  a  verse. 
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He  had  a  inodt^ty  of  another  kind,  which  opera- 
ted as  a  defect,  and  as  a  misfoi  lune,  A  man  ot  so 
elegant  a  mind  would  have  delighted  in  the  society 
of  accompUsbed  and  yvell-bred  women^if  he  could 
ever  have  reached  tbem«  But  they  are  never  dreami 
of*  in  his  philosophy ;  aad  be  appears  to  have  been  an 
old  bachelor  all  his  life,  in  droppiufj;  the  other  sex, 
as  if  they  fonntd  no  part  of  the  wui  Id  around  him. 

In  his  verse,  except  the  EpUhalamium  upon  Mr, 
Dodds  marriage,  there  are  no  coniphments  to  the 
fair  «ex,  no  raptures  in  description  of  their  beauty 
and  their  grace.  Here  was  at  least  one  source  of  in* 
fcpiration  to  his  fancy  and  spirit  as  much  withheld  as 
the  objects  of  si::bt  are  lost  upon  those  who  ure  blind. 

Cut  he  had  modesty  of  another  kind,  that  was  ab- 
solute heroism.  He  associated  with  convivial  men, 
aome  of  whom  had  little  delicacy  in  their  man- 
ners and  their  habits.  But  he  was  their  abdkt^  and 
led  a  sainted  life  amonEjst  them  whilst  he  enjoyed 
their  wit  and  G:ood  hmiiour. 

As  to  the  Rector  of  Presteigne^  any  Horace  of 
his  day  might  have  been  tempted,  unless  traditions 
and  collateral  documents  lie,  to  address  him  thus :  ' 
Ne  sit  anciU^  tibi  amor  pudort!  * 

You  understand  me,  but  the  ladies  are  not  in 
the  secret.  They  may  consult,  however,  the  trans- 
lation either  of  Mr,  Duncombe  or  Dr.  Fra?wis. 

I  have  mentioned  that  I  can  trace  no  attachment 
of  Davies  to  the  fair  sex. 

Lady  fFiUiams,  wife  to  the  King  of  North 
Wales  (and  who  reigned  in  the  noblest  of  all  doroi* 
Tiions — in  the  huai  t)  appears  to  have  been  nnich  in 
habits  with  him,  and  leil  liim  a  legacy  oi  ^100, 

I  have  discovered  a  most  ludicrous  anecdote, 
which  combines  the  modesty  and  simpUcity  of  his 
character*  I  cannot  rdate  it  better  than  in  the 
worda  of  my  Historian.

The  cunning  of  theO^frtcA  is  not  more  ludicrovw* 

His  ambition  was  an  artificial  impulse  ;  Ins  genu- 
ine passion  was  for  just  the  habits  that  accident  ar- 
ranged for  him — solitude  and  a  few  selected  frieads. 
—•In  friendship  he  was  above  all  praise ;  generous, 
engaging,  and  firm  to  all  his  youthful  attachments. 
Except  the  Rector  of  Presteigne,  tliey  were  all  of 
them  school  and  college  friends.  lie  lost  none  of 
them ;  all  admired,  revered,  and  loved  him  to  the 
last.  The  partiality  of  bis  pleasant  habits  with 
them  reconciled  all  the  diflerences  of  their  style  in  a 
centre  of  union  willi  liim. 

Ladtf  Knoivles  often  has  drawn  his  character  as  it 
appears  to  her  in  his  Letters.    They  are  breathing 
features  of  his  mind.      You  will  join  with  me/*  she 
tells  me,    in  admiring  all  the  irttnor  acts  of  his 
"  friendship.     So  warm  and  so  affectionate,  yet 
maintaining  so  just  a  balance,  he  attached  every 
human  creature  to  him,  high  and  low.  It  is  much 
to  be  lamented,  for  his  own  improved  interest  when 
living,  and  for  his  memory  when  the  curtain  fell, 
^  that  ne  did  not  let  the  world  know  him,  and  Un>e 
him.    Tliey  were  synonymous  terms  * 
He  had  weak  health  and  \v(  ik  nerves,  but  manly 
thoughts  and  a  high-spirited  miiid.    When  he  said

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that  even  accept  ante  prrj'vnnent  was  a  barter 
Of  ihr  srv///,  he  felt  the  sentiiaeut  with  ingenuous  and 
perject  liotidur, 

Bot  when  he  soliciiedprffermmt  %t  %  later  period^ 
which  he  certainly  did,  it  was- not  avarice  ^cofftke^ 
but  a  new  turn  or  his  mind,  when  it  became  m^«e* 
bled  by  a;^e  aud  l>v  irritable  nerves.  He  did  not 
wantj^nd  lie  could  not  iiave  enjot/ed,  anv  arldition  to 
his  fortune.  It  was  ample  enough  to  give  him  every 
oomfort,  and  gratify  all  his  wishes.  But  bis  friends 
were  importunate,  and  he  was  the  dupe  of  ikeir 
generous  partiality  for  him.  It  appears  from  a  Let- 
ter to  liiii),  1759,  that  he  had  entertained  hopes  of 
bein<^  elected  a  Fellow  of  Elo/i  College. 

The  little  change  of  scene  which  his  incomparable 
friend  the  Bishop  of  Lic/ifieM  obtained  for  him  was 
delightfol,  and  was  just  enough  to  animate  or  to  in- 
terest iiiin  by  the  variety  without  prejudice  to  his 
general  habits ;  but  it  is  clear  tliat  he  ojfercd  himself' 
to  that  Patron. 

I  think  it  waa  no  infielicity,  bat  the  reverse,  tliat 
he  died  when  he  did,  and  just  after  the  Archbishop 
obtained  the  See,  because  I  am  convinced  that  any 
thin^  like  a  public  scene  would  have  quite  overset 
liun,  and  would  have  thrown  ami  into  a  perpetual 
tiever^  the  bane  of  enjoyment* 

It  ift  impossible  to  conceive  a  mind  that  was  more 
superior  lo  artjfice  or  faiiery.  The  lines  of  1 743  to 
Xorrf  Camden  are  as  manly  as  they  are  encouraging ; 
and  those  of  1766,  which  are  Uiore  in  the  vein  of 
homage,  are  proofs  only  that  his  tasie  was  ener- 
vated, not  that  his  heart  was  touched  hv  the  world. 

Of  his  Poetry  the  Reader  will  judge  for  himself.— 
The  beauties  ofit  Bve  dignity  of  thought  and  phra  se, 
elevated  conceptions  in  tuneful  numbers,  and  the 
command  of  poetical  phrase. 

The  general  defect  is,  that  it  wants  a  little  more 
ea^e,  fluency,  and  grace  of  dishabille.  I  observe^ 
and  it  certainly  is  a  defect,  no  pathetic  tenderness, 
no  elegiac  delicacy  of  sorrow— yet  a  more  feeling 

^  X  :^  heart 
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heart  no  man  ever  possessed.  Upon  tFhaletfs  death 
he  excluded  all  the  world  for  a  time. 

His  Letters,  to  my  impressions  at  least,  are  just 
what  Letters  of  an  aocomphshed  and  gifted  mind 
ihoM  be, — defiant,  and  familiar  too^  lively  and 
dhaste,  allfeetionate  withont  parade,  of  sensibility, 
and  social  without  ne^hgence  of  decorum. 

I  hear  from  those  who  are  living,  that  his  manner 
f/*  'preaching  was  impressiTe,  though  delivered  in  a 
subdued  ami  gentle  tone. 

No  breath  of  calumny  has  impaled  vice  to  him  of 
any  kind,  or  the  absence  of  any  virtue  in  domestic, 
social,  and  moral  intercourse. 

He  had  a  comic  vein,  but  (hke  all  the  rest  of  him) 
very  original  and  peculiar,  more  accidental  than  h** 
bitual,  and  calculated  for  no  eSbrt  but  that  of  oro- 
motin^  innocent  good  humour  With  a  ponver  or  sap 
tire,  proved  enough  by  the  lines  on  B  *  ,  and 
upon  Lestoch^  he  seldom  indulged  it,  and  seemed 
as  much  afraid  of  intemperate  censure,  as  of  lavish 
praise.  At  one  of  his  pleasant  meetings  with  Lord 
Cmndm  be  wrote  a  ludicrous,  but  shiiwd,  portrait 
of  his  fKend.  It  is  preserved  in  his  own  hand,  and 
is  conntersitjned  by  C.  P.  the  hereof  it.  It  was  iu- 
tend<^'d  for  IVhuley^  but  not  sent. 

Flalf  jest,  and  half  earnest,  there  are  traits  of  si- 
militude in  it  which  i  can  attest,  as  exemplified  in 
thie  Hero  when  he  was  not  in  tune  fi>r  tnat  mirth 
which  in  general  he  enjoyed. 

Frait  oddly  is  made ; 
For,  when  vex*d  out  of  measure

Rees  PrlcCy  a  harmless  oUl  man,  but  fond  of 
drams  and  ^ood  livinj^,  in  p,eiu^ral  > 'i^ms  to  have  in- 
lei«sted  both  Davies  and  Uis  Iriend  at  Presteigne  by 
nmplicities  of  mtml.  Ue  mt»  like  IFiU  IFhimUe, 
Meitsm  in  good  offices  of  a  minor  cwt,  and  grate* 
fblly  accepted  in  return  for  them  honpitaWe  dinneri. 
To  men  of  lulcut  and  wit  tUcsc  :  it  j)leasant  a];pcn- 
dages  ;  and,  hke  the  Jesters  of  Klug.s  in  early  dnys, 
now  and  then  can  be  a  little  arch*  Thejr  could 
laiigh  at  Rees  Price  with  impunity  ;  but  their  langb  . 
18  iief«r  insolent  or  overbearing  in  its  raillery ;  and 
they  speak  of  him^  as  well  as  to  bim>  with  friendly 
aflfectiuu.

though  he  has  bantered  it  well  himself  in  a  most 
admirable  epigram,  which  I  will  here  introduce; 
thougli,  ii  it  was  not  for  Prior's  example  of  theladie, 
1  should  fear  to  lay  it  before  you ;  but,  as  our  neigh* 
hours  admirably  express  it,  /e  papier  souffre  tout.

The  last  act  of  his  life  does  ium  so  much  honour 
that  I  introduce  it  with  pleasure  in  bidding  farewell 
to  bis  amiable  and  pleasmg  character. 

He  bequeathed  his  Rectory  of  Ki/igsldtid^  and  all 
his  iortuoe,  to  3L\  Epans^  whom  lie  had  patronized 
at  College,  and  who  was  the  father  of  three  sons, 
now  Hying :  one  of  them  has  the  Rectory,  and  has 
in  the  kindest  manner  communicated  tne  copious 
Hialerlals  for  this  Report  of  Inm,  which  my  zeal  for 
his  character  has  tempted  me  to  undertake  with  cn-  - 
thusiasm,  whicli  its  failure  could  not  wake  me  re- 
pent ;  and  which  has  delightfully  occupied  the  half- 
alombering  hours  of  an  old  age,  young  enough  still 
to  admire  the  wise,  and  love  the  sfood.

phrase,  well  understood  by  the  Etonians,  went  up 
jor  the  play^  one  of  the  highest  honours  there  con* 
ferfed  upon  'the  youthful  Poet  of  the  day  selected 
from  the  rest. 

In  the  manuscript  it  is  dated  August  1797.  He 
was  tlierefore  iS  years  of  nf^o,  and  very  near  las  de- 
parture to  Coliege,  when  it  was  written. 

There  is  a  powerful  spirit  of  moralising  thought  in 
it,  and  of  picturesque  efiect  in  language,  very  nn* 
common  for  those  years.

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There  is  a  very  humourous  collection  of  Letters 
in  the  second  volume  of The  Repository,*^  published 
in  1777.

"  The  fortune  of  his  family  was  aequired  by  the 
celebrated  T/wnuu  fFiltis,  M.  D.  out  of  Cavaliers 
who  were  sick  of  the  war.    It  was  acquired  by 
single  feeSy  before  the  Funds  were  created,  and 
**  Change  Alley  turned  into  a  Court  of  RetfUi  sis. 
'*  He  was  a  man  of  uncommon  penetration,  and 
saw  farther  into  the  head  than  his  contemporaries.

Pope  drew  \\\^  character  in  a  single  line, 
'  In  wit  a  man,  simplicity  a  child.^ 

Had  he  sat  for  the  jMcture^  it  could  not  have  been 
more  like:  however,  this  ia  only  a  great  outline^ 
and  I  inutt  be  more  minute.    With  the  moat 

acute  understanding,  and  infinite  discernment,  any 
dull  scoundrel  nii^ht  have  duped  him  anv  hour  of  his 
life ;  some  did,  and  they  always  escaped  with  impu** 
nity ;  for  he  was  aa  carefiil  to  conceal  their  iaicpiity 
as  they  ocmid  be  tbemialvea:  without  vioe  hinweif»  ba 
could  not  bear  the  ihought  cS  pmushing  it  in  otbera. 

"  The  gentleness  of  his  manners  could  only  l)e 
t(ju;uled  hy  the  depth  of  his  genius:  no  siekuess 
could  ruftle  the  one,  or  blunt  the  other.  Bad  health 
indeed  checked  the  flight  of  the  latter,  and  hindered 
•  its  attaining  those  heights  in  philosophy  and  mathe- 
matics to  which  he  would  otherwise  have  soared ; 
as  1  heard  from  Professor  Bradd  jf,  when  I  ^vas  a 
Student  at  Oxihi  d,  ;nid  had  not  tlie  happincs?  of 
knowing  fFiliiamson ;  and  many  times  have  I  heard 
St  since  from  some  of  the  first  m^n  in  those  sciences

Cramer  oi'  Geneva,  to  wlium  I  may,  from  report, 
add  Simson  of  Glas^:ow.  These  are  the  illn^tnous 
witoesfi^i  of  WUUam^ons  inventive  genius  and  ac« 
cwme  judgment ;  and  well  might  tbef  judge  of  both, 
ibr  none  cl  them  ever  publiabed  my  mathematical 
work,  when  he  was  within  reach,  without  fint  sab* 
mittino^  it  to  his  censure  and  coiTt'ciioii.  When  Dr. 
Frewen,  the  celebrated  ])hvsi(  iaii  at  Oxford,  had 
obtained  bis  promise  not  to  think  of  mathematics  for 
a  twelvemonth  at  least,  he  employed  that  time  in 
makmg  himaelf  thorough  master  of  Greeks  which  he 
did  without  my  feti^^ae  of  mind ;  and  afterwaidfi 
V  hen  his  bad  health  had  entirely  stopjn  d  his  mathe- 
rnatical  career,  he  applied  iiiniself  to  tlie  study  (A  his 
own  profession,  which  be  eniorced  and  adorned  with 
every  ai|^ment  and  ornament  that  oould  be  drawn 
from  aotient  philosophy,  history,  poetry,  or  belles 
lettres.  Superior  as  his  genius  was,  it  was  nothing 
to  Ills  heart :  that  was  literally  without  a  spot ;  for  I 
will  not  call  by  that  name  a  thou*^htless  mdokncy^ 
the  child  of  innocence  aiul  generosity. 

He  was  in  the  strictest  sense  of  the  word  a  true 
Chnstian,  made  up  of  (atth,  meekness^  and  charity. 
Generous  to  such  a  degree  as  never  to  kmk  on  the 
solitary  guinea  in  his  pocket  as  his  own,  whilst  a^y 
object  struck  him  that  seemed  to  want  it  more  than 
himself :  no  wonder,  thereibre,  he  was  always  poor. 
I  ^ked  him  one  day,  why  he  was  not  of  the  noyal 
Sodety  ?  His  answer  was,  that  he  bad  never  found 
bimseff  worth  jgso  to  pay  the  feea*  lliis,  amongat 
other  marks  of  his  character,  I  mentioned  to  me 
•  Duke  of  Bedford^  in  lay  reconaneadation  of  him  to 
the  Chaplaincy  of /./^fiow ;  and  such  an  union  of 
merit  and  poverty  weighed  more  with  his  Grace,  than 
the  eflbrts  of  very  poworfiil  solicitors  in  ftvour  of 
Mher  oompetitors:  he  waa  appointed  to  that  employ, 
ment.  How  he  discharged  his  duty,  the  universal 
veneration  und  affection  of  every  rank  of  every  Na- 
tion 
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tion  with  which  he  had  any  concern^  hcfit  cisi  tidctl* 
Sir  Bcrtjamin  Keene,  Mr.  CastreSy  and  3fr,  Hay, 
His  Majesty's  Ministers  at  the  Courts  of  Spain  and 
Portugal^  together  with  the  whole  British  Factory, 
adored  him.  The  Poffuguese  Nobility  and  Clei^ 
treated  him  with  a  respect  never  paid  tcr  his  IVede- 
cessors ;  and,  what  flattered  him  more  than  all  tfie 
fest,  the  common  people  of  Lisbon,  foipfettins^  he 
was  a  Heretick,  never  once  offered  him  tiie  least 
insult ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  were  ever  ready  to 
assist  him  in  finding  out  the  huts  of  the  sick  or  c^ing 
English  sailors* 

^*  He  escaped  the  Earthquake  miracolowsly ;  botit 
left  sbch  a  honor  on  his  gentle  mind,  that  he  fre- 
qiicntlv^  requested  his  friends  to  wave  tiicir  curiosity 
on  tliat  subject.  He  happened  to  have  received 
fifty  moidores  the  day  before  the  Earthquake,  and 
had  them  in  his  pocket  the  next  morning ;  reiectii^ 
on  this  circumstance,  he  was  saying  some  time  after* 
wards,  that  he  believed  he  liad  been  at  one  time  the 
richest  man  in  TJshon  :     True,"  said  Mr.  Casfre.t, 

but  how  much  had  you  left  the  next  night  He 
)iad  given  it  all  away;  and  soon  afterwards  insisted, 
and  from  a  perseverance  rery  nnusnal  in  him^  pre- 
Tailed  with  the  Factory  to  abate  1 30  moidof«s  of  the 
stipend  they  had  themselves  fixed  upon  him.  He, 
however,  continued  to  remit  a  hafidsonie  allow  ance  to 
his  mother  and  sisters  in  Scotland,  to  his  dying  day. 
All  his  books  and  papers,  which  last  was  an  irrepa- 
rable loss  to  the  puolick,  as  well  as  to  himself,  were 
fanned  in  the  general  rain.

In  l)r.TAoiWl#, 
ID  Lord  Camden,  in  Aldivorth  Neville,  and  in 
Pbups,  "  though  last  not  least,''  Dr.  Davies  had 
the  society  of  spirits  in  perfect  unisoD  with  his  own.

MuAwU — iind  tliat  he  died  without  issue  in  1771^  a 
general  favourite.

He  was  born  at  Eye,  in  the  county  of  Herefm*i^ 
the  son  of  the  Rev.  George  Phelps,  Custos  of  the 
College  in  Hereford,  and  Vicar  of  AUSaimis in  that 
City^  who  married  a  WIntney  (whose  mother  was  a 
(hrnwall),  and  died  March  23, 1 75  J,  in  HerefMl*. 

He  was  educated  at  IFlnchester  school;  and  the 
Bishop  t)f  IVorcesfer  informs  me  that  his  ha  tin 
verses  there  had  a  very  ingenious  and  classical  turn* 
Ue  there  formed  an  acquaintance  witb  Lord  Rwef9f 
then  Oeorge  Piit,  and  with  iMrd  Bruce,  afterwards 
the  last  Bar  I  of  AyUsbury.  After  be  took  his  Ba- 
chelor's de<]rree,  he  became  travel lins^  tutor  to  the 
Duke  of  J^eiiiijort,  Mr,  Bottrerit  of  l  esion^  and 
Mr.  James  Dawkins,  It  appears  from  the  Letters 
of  Davixs  that  he  had  been  twioe  abroad,  and  I 
suppose  with  difiereot  pupils.  In  one  of  these  trips 
he  was  accompanied  by  the  two  fVinchester  friends, 
Lord  Bna  e  and  Mr,  Pitt,    The  latter,  bein«^  ap- 

fointerl  Embassador  to  the  King  of  SMrdtsuo,  made 
HELP8  the  Secretary  of  Legation. 
Upon  tlie  King's  marriage  vre  have  his  mme  to* 
em  English  Epithahmium,  published  in  the  O^orH 
Collection.  This,  I  have  no  doubt,  was  the  compo- 
sition of  Davies,  though  it  is  the  Odpsseif  of  his

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The  modesty  of  Davies  induced  him  to  write 
upon  thiB  Lottey  at  tbe  motto,  Non  tarn  de  me^ 
^  quam  supra  me;*  as  if  be  had  said,  <\tbia  poeticel 
effusion  is  to  be  considered  rather  as  the  eulogy  of  a 

partial  friend,  thau  as  a  dclineuLioa  of  me/' 

Where  Phelps  acquired^tbe  charm  of  his  musical 

taloiit  and  })Ower,  does  not  appear.  But  I  never  can 
forget  the  impression  of  them  ujjon  me.  It  struck 
me  that  he  was  a  perfect  master  of  the  science,  that 
he  had  the  most  admirable  voice  of  tbe  kind  1  ever 
heard^  a  deep  and  mellow  tone,  with  m  taste  not  in^ 
ferior  to  it.  When  I  saw  him,  I  thought  bim  bnilt 
for  a  century ; — he  had  a  liandsouie  countenance 
and  li^Mire. 

It  iias  been  sn imposed  that  his  music  uitroduced 
him  to  the  Earl  (if  Sandwich,  and  it  is  probable 
enough;  but  it  has  been  added  invidiouriy— that 

that  it  was  the  suicide  of  late  liours  and  convivia! 
frolics  ;^ — ^hnt  especially  when  they  were  engrafted 
upon  all  tbe  leisure  he  could  obtain  from  the  desk 
when  he  was  Under  Secretary  of  State,  and  Lord 
Sandwich  his  Prindpai  that  be  was  aU  day  pec  u  pi  ed 
in  his  official  toil ;  for  which  he  consoled  himself 
and  his  principal  with  him^  by  roaring  and  reveling 
all  nii^lit. 

Such  is  party,  and  the  vulgar  estimate  of  character. 
Thsit  Lord  Sandwich  was  convivial  to  a  fault,  when 
disengaged  from  his  public  trust,  it  would  be  abject 
flattery  to  dispute:  out  his  enemies,  if  they  knew 
him,  woidd  admit  that  in  all  the  offices  he  filled  he 
was  exemplar^'  in  attentions  and  in  talent ;  with  a 
power,  and  with  a  habit  of  discernment^  tbat  would 
never  have  cheaen  a  laan  to  be  his  depaf^  in  a  public 
trust  because  he  had  m  fpml  voiee,  and  sang  wdK 

I  was  not  acquainted  with  him,  but  often  met  him 
at  the  Catch  Glub  ;  and  with  all  my  recollections  in 

frose  and  verse  that  record  his  intemperate  mirtb^ 
never  saw  a  conduct  in  him  that  was  not  perfectly

I  have  an  obliging  Letter  from  the  celebmted  Mr* 
Vvedale  Price,  Author  of  the  Essaj  on  the  Picto- 

resque,  as  accomplished  a  person  as  any  of  this  age, 

in  whicli  are  these  shght,  but  valuable,  notices  upon 
the  subject  of  Mr.  PuELPS.  They  will  speak  for 
tliemselves. 

I  was  not  acquainted  with  Mr.  Pbelps  till  his 
constitution  and  his  voice  had  been  much  im-  ' 

paired,  and  my  short  acquaintance  with  him  soon 
**  ended  u  illi  his  life. 

By  what  i^emained  of  his  voice,  even  to  the  lastt

He  replied,  that,  in  opposition  to 
his  usual  diffidence^  be  umid  allow  tlutt  Horace 
"  had  a  villa,  or  farm,  in  tome  place  or  otba*,  becaoae 
he  talki  of  such  a  thing  in  one  of  his  Bpigiteg ; 
^  but,  if  I  had  not  surprized  him  in  a  merciful  hour, 
"  he  had  arguments  enough  by  him  to  shew,  and 
prove,  that  Horace  was  only  bantering,  and  that 
he  never  possessed  one  foot  of  land  in  his  liftu-^ 
'  Howerer/  continued  he*  *  1  have  allowed  you 
'  thus  iar>  and  scorn  to  retract ;  but  how  he  came 

into  possession  of  property  in  Tibur^  I  think  no 
*  man  who  has  not  the  rf/roe//K.i' of  Antiquaries 
^  would  ever  drean.*    Upon  this  we  entered  into 
a  pitched  battle  and  smart  eng^ment.   I  at 
lei^h  obliged  him  to  advance  one  step  further  in 
oonceesion,  and  grant  me  that  Horace  had  a  farm 
"  in  the  Sabine  country.

Mascenais  villa^  on  the  contrary^  lies  upon  the

'      arch  of  the  substruction  going  immediately  over  it. 
Thispieoeof  magnificence  is  still  in  use  amongst 
otber  jilaoes  of  the  villa  which  the  King  of  N^U* 
has  built  upoii  the  old  frerenlflMeifiii*   The  main 
road  runs  through  the  very  centre  of  the  palace.

•*  It  is  built  of  a  small  hard  stone,  of  the  marbled 
kind,  cut  into  tshape,  so  as  to  form  the  opus  retl- 
culatum.

The  lower  order^  which  is  the^^ 
only  ranainhig  one,  it  an  elei^t  specimen  of  the 
Doric.

The  Anio^^yw  kjAow^  falls  at  once,  loses  itself 
ajokmgat  the  rocks,  and  afterwards  rana  in  the 
daep  valley  below  in  a  pictutesque  manneCf  on  ac* 
oonnt  of  the  little  breaks  made  by  the  rocks,  and 
"  the  inequalities  that  are  interspersed.    The  gar- 
densof  3/a'r(:^;?,7.v'.vvilla  were  laid  out  \i|n)n  the  very 
high  and  steep  acclivities  of  tliis  valley,  and  were 
undoubtedly  divmified  with  all  the  aid  that  art 
^*  could  ^ve  to  them.   To  this  end  an  aqueduct  of 
*^  a  oonsideraUe  size  was  brought  from  the  river  im- 
•*  iTiedi.itely  before  its  fall.  Tliis  work  still  continues, 
**  and  about  a  hundred  yards  iiom  its  head  branches 
out  into  six  aquadocts  of  smaller  size.    These  are 
subdivided  into  many  others,  that  served,  as  occa-

At  present 
yovrfriend  MesQtimi9  pomatHi  and  supe?!)  gardens 
are  converted  into  little  vineyards  and  herb-gar- 
dens.     His  magnificent  aqueducts  are  in  many 

"  parts  of  them  broken,  and  the  water  has  worked 

"  a  channel  by  itself  as  the  declivity  has  directed  its 
progress.  In  other  parts  they  are  kept  in  repair, 
and  senre  as  oHve  mdh,  or  make  small  canals  for 

**  the  grounds  above-mentioned.  They  afterwards 
fall  in  different  and  beautiful  cascades,  making  the 
Tivoli  of  this  age,  of  all  spots  upon  the  earth 

"  known  to  me,  the  most  picturesque. 

**  Now,  having  tired  yon  by  descriptions  which 

^«re  likely  to  aflbrd  you  very  little  amusement, 
though  to  reflect  upon  the  scene  is  very  interesting 

"  and  agreeable  to  me;  I  must  only  add,  that,  against 
the  general  rule  of  travellers,  1  do  not  mean  to  dic-

bles  a  few  scattered  fngments  of  walls  and  arches 

*^  %vith  fli^  interesting ^pellation  of  Horace's  villa. 
*^  Tipesite  is  indeed  worthy  of  the  Poet,  Defended 
by  a  semicircular  range  of  wooded  mountains  from 

*^  every  cold  and  blnsterintr  vrind,  he  might  look 

*^  down  on  the  playful  windings  of  the  Anio  l)elow, 
discover  numerous  rills  gleaming  through  the 
thickets  as  they  glided  down  tbe  of^site  bank^ 
enjoy  a  full  view  of  tbe  splendid  mansion  of  hia 
friend  Maecenas  rising  directly  before  him,  and 
catch  a  distant  perspective  of  Aurea  Romu,  oi*  tlie 

*^  frolden  towers  of  the  Ca])itol  soaring  majestic  on 
its  distant  mount.  But,  whatever  his  wishes  might 
be,  it  is  ncdprobable  that  his  moderate  income  per- 
mUted  him  to  eitjoy  such  a  luxurious  residence,  in 

•*  a  place  so  much  frequented,  and  consequently  so 
very  expensive  ;  and,  indeed,  llie  vcrr  manner  in 

*^  which  those  wishes  are  expressed  se*.iiis  to  imply 

*'  but  slight  hopes  of  ever  being  able  to  realize  them. 

*^  — Tibur^c.sii^iUinam — z^iwie  *i  Pa  rcas  prohibent 
iniquoe.'^li Horace  actually  possessed  a  villa  there, 
the  wish  was  unnecessary,  as  the  event  lay  in  his 
power.    Tlic  authoritv  of  Suetonius  seems  indeed 

*^  positive;  but  it  is  po-^iltle  that  the  same  place  may 
be  alluded  to  under  the  double  appellation  of  his 
Sabine'  or  Tiburtlne  seat-  The  Poet,  it  is  true, 
often  represents  "himself  as  meditating  his  compo- 
sitiont  while  he  waadered  along  the  plains^  and 
through  the  groves,  of  Ttbur :

^  retreat,  which,  on  account  of  its  pmtmity  to  Ae 
town,  he  calls  snhurhaua,     Munatius  Plancus 

"  also  possessed  a  villa  at  Tihtr,  apparently  of  great 
beauty.  To  this  the  Poet  alludes  in  that  Ode, 
where^  enlar^in^  on  the  charms  of  the  place,  he 

^  recommends  indirectly,  and  with  moch  delioiqr, 
to  his  friend,  who,  in  a  moment  of  despovidency, 
had  resolved  upon  a  voluntary  exile,  his  delight* 

*^  iul  seat  at  Tihur  as  a  retirement  far  preferable  to 
Rhodes  and  MHylene,  places  in  those  tinies  much 

^  frequented  by  disaffiaeted  or  banished  AonMrm.** 

Alas !  1  had  fondly  hoped  that  I  should  deposit

face  himself  and  had  hegqn  to  copy  it  for  him,

to  me,  that  you  may  not  always  contemplate  Esher, 
Hampton  Court ^  and  Rickmond^' 

The  scenery  which  the  Poet  here  describes,  as  that 

which  he  exhorts  Mcvcenas  to  contemplate  no  more 
for  a  time,  is  the  very  scene  for  which  he  invites  him 
to  leave  town,  and  vi^it  bim^  who  (it  seems  agreed) 
had  a  villa  in  Ti^ur,  unless  this  Ode  is  to  deprive 
him  of  it.  How  then  would  Mascenas  cease  to  con- 
template the  udum  Tfftur,  &c.  by  coming  to  it? 

My  Father  proposed  (and  Ben//e// approved)  in- 
stead oF  VP,  to  ro;id  nt\  and  then  to  compress  the 
semper-'Udum  into  a  single  word,  marking  the  peren- 
nial strevnt  of  the  Tihurine  scene. 

The  mi^nnf&r  of  Benikjfs  approbation  was  charac- 
teristic of  his  wit,  his  meftiory,  and  his  familiar  ha* 
hits,  which  tempted  hnn  to  put  a  modern  tliought 
into  Latin,  or  Greek,  centuries  old. 

Mr.  Townshendy  the  tirst  FiscourU  Sydncifs  fa- 
ther, and  Mi\  Hardinge^s  intimate  friend,  stated  the 
remark  and  the  correction  to  Dr»  ^Benit^^ 

"  Good,"  said  he,  "  very  good  1— and  ^omuf;  bat 
that  Hardinge  is  a  King's^mm !— is  he  not  ? — 

Thoi^ 
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Those  Kirtfifs'inen  are  bad  feltowf-  not  one,  mr  ttio- 
tlier,  but  all  of  them — except  IJurdinge — and  Um^ 
dinge  is  a  King  s-man  /" 

He  immediately  recollected  an  epigram  of  Plut- 
cgUdeSf  wbicfa  he  repeated^  lairing  all  tbe  time:

If  you  and  I,  my  incompamble  Coadjutor,  should 

reach  the  page  *  in  which  the  Letter  of  RkJuud 
Phelps  and  the  Journal  of  Eustace  are  coin  pared  ,  \ 
have  to  request  that,  after  you  have  introduced  my 
Father*8  critique,  and  closed  it,  you  will  add  these 
words^  upon  a  curious  probtcAn.at  issue  between 
Phelfs  and  Eustace;  but  in  which  I  conceive  the 
former  to  be  indisputably  Uit  better  Classic  of  tlie 
two. 

Mr,  PhelpSy  in  this  lively,  but  clear  and  sensible 
account,  wants  no  help  from  those  who  may  adopt 
his  opinion,  much  less  would  mine  be  of  use;  but  I 
think  him  so  clearly  in  the  right,  that  I  cannot  help 

suggesting  a  reply  or  two  upon  the  objections  of  J/r, 
Eustace^  and  a  fair  appeal  lu  the  Reader  upon  the 
union  of  all  the  passages  which  refer  (as  i  at  least 
(tonceiTe)  to  the  villa  near  ZSiiir.

He  then  gives  the  follovvint^  passage,  and  wliich  it 
appears  to  me  that  he  lias  perfectly  misunderstood 
in  more  views  than  one.

He  does  not  (as  of  course)  wish  to  possess  it  as  a 
new  acquisition;  for, if  he /mc?  it,  the  words  conld  be 
reconciled  with  his  wish  to  retain  it  in  hi ^'  old  age  ' 
—-and  what  he  deprecates  may  be  the  loss  of  it,  by 
vioieaefri  or  fraud,  or  i>overty.  Jf  the  words^  bow* 
ever,  MfU  be  so  reconciled,  that  setise  weald  be  due 
to  them  (as  determining  the  construction)  which 
corresponds  to  other  passages  in  the  same  Poe^  tlia^ 
be  may  be  consistent  with  himself. 

But,  excludii^atpresenteventbat  argument,  I  am 
surprized  the  want  of  attention  to  this  very  Ode 
in  particular,  which  alone  can  have  misled  so  acute  a 
mind  as  that  of  Mr.  Eustace. 

The  Ode  refers  evidently  to  the  scene  as  tljat 
which  tba  Poet  then  possessed,  4qd  from  whichj  on 
account  of  his  partiality  fyr  it,  he  wished  never 
be  removed  by  the  Fates.

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It  is  an  Ode  addressed  by  him  to  his  friend  Tliht9 
SeptimiuSf  his  brother-officer  in  early  days,  wlio^ 
as  it  should  seem  from  the  context,  had  invited  hinri 
to  Us  villa  near  Dxremtum^  a  favourite  retreat  of  the 
Romans  who  wm  espjatriatod  either  by  their  fcara 
or  their  independent  spirit. 

Ue  begins  by  telling  him  that  he  knows  his  friend 
wonld  accoDipanv  Mm  to  the  remotest  and  wildest 
part  of  the  woria:

Of  course  should  be  equally  desirous  to  accom*- 
pany  his  friend ;  but  he  means  to  decline  it,  and  he 

is  to  give  the  reason  for  it,  which  is,  that  he  wishes 
for  wo  Tarcnium,  unless  driven  from  Tthur.  The 
Ode  in  any  other  sense  would  be  unintelligible,  and 
the  wish  for  lUmr  absurd,  espeeiallv  with  a  refep* 
ence  to  his  old  age^  which  had  not  tnen  arrived* 

The  very  second  stanza  introduces  the  wish  tliat 
he  may  end  his  days  in  Tibur,  a  scene  which^  if  lie 
had  it,  he  could  not  without  inconvenience  desert ^ 
or  perfaapa  without  peril  of  losing  it  But  it  is  very 
natural  that,  after  expressing  a  wish  to  retain  it,  he 
should  pay  his  friend  s  taste  the  compliment,  and 
should  Tarentnm  the  second  place,  which  he 

does  throughout  the  sequel  of  the  Ode — marking 
that  SepOmius  was  there,  and  was  likely  to  be  there 
if  HoRACB  could  REACH  him — losing  Tiour  hy  Ibrce. 
The  words  — 

Illb  tb  mecum  locus,  et  bcatae

There  he  tells  hira  they  would  live  together,  and 
his  friend  would  close  his  eyes.   All  the  Ode  except

turn.  The  Editors  and  Commentators  fallatU;ist 
wiiotn  I  have  reat  bed)  j^ivu  this  interpretation,  which 
makes  the  Ode  consistent  and  proper. 

The  next  oiyection  of  Mn  Emtace  appears  to  me 
im  extraordinary  one :    It  was  too  beautiful  a  scene 

to  be  in  the  reach  of  Horaces  purse  ;  for  it  waa 

vrowded  with  villas^  and  must  have  been  too  pro- 

dijxal  a  luxurv  for  hiyn!* 

In  the  first  place^  how  can  Mi\  Eustace  convince 
me  that  Mcecenas  could  not  have  allotted  a  little 
nook  for  him  near  his  own  villa— *-if  it  is  clear  that 
he  had  one,  as  tradition  reports— ^9  if  he  had  not, 
could  not  have  paid  the  rent  of  a  little  cottage  in  this 
romantic  scene  for  his  friend  ? 

But  Mi\  Eustace  must  Iiave  read  Harace  cursor 
rily,  if  a  passage  which  completely  reAiteatbis  remafk 
eloded  his  critical  eye.

"  waste  ground,  the  iiuujbcr  of  inlmhilaiit.s  bears  no 
"  proportion  to  so  wide  a  circumference.    It  is  no 
difficult  enterprize  to  ascertain  thegirdieof  theOid 
"  City.   The  ^gger  Tarquinii  is  very  discernible; 
•  **  and  from  thence  you  may  observe  all  the  way

*'  grouivJ  under  bntli  has  been  much  tilled  up  ;  but 

*^  there  is  even  still  sach  an  anijile  space  remainiog, 
that  if  the  good  Bishop  ftf  SaUsbmy  bad  hitnsdf 
tried  the  experiment  of  jumping  down,  as  he  as- 
siires  us  that  any  one  could  have  safely  done,  I  am 
afraid  we  should  have  lost  an  excellent  *  Histo- 
rian.  The  Capitol^  as  it  was  formerly  the  mmn 
strengtli  of  Jiotne,  is  even  stiii  one  of  its  pnucipat 
ornaments.  Yon  ascend  by  a  fsentle  dope  between 
balustrades  into  a  large  cartUe^  where  you  com- 
mand  a  very  handsome  boildin^i;  in  front,  between 

"  two  wings.  This  tVont  buildini^  contains  offices,

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The  Rev.  John  Clarke     M.  A, 

J^obn  Clarke,  the  subject  of  this  Memoir,  derived 
tio  distinction  from  the  splendour  of  hereditary  de* 
scent.  Born  at  Kirby-Misperton,  otherwise  called 
kirby  Over-Car,  in  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkihtre^ 
Mays,  iTOffi  he  discovered,  in  bis  earliest  years, 
the  strongest  propensities  to  Literature.  He  wat 
the  son  of  an  honest  and  industrious  mechanic, 
whose  extreme  anxitU  to  ^ve  him  a  liberal  educa- 
tion deserves  every  encomium.  I'he  Hector  of  his 
parish  quick  to  discern  and  willing  to  encourage 
merit,  placed  him  in  the  school  of  Thornton,  a  YiU 
lage  in  the  neighbourhood,  near  Pickering,  from 
whence  he  afterwards  obtained  a  small  exhibition  to 
the  University. 

Having  been  thoroughly  grounded  in  the  ele- 
mentary parts  of  learning,  ne  was  removed,  first  to 
the  school  of  Wakefield,  in  the  West  Riding  of 
Yorkshire,  and  then  to  that  of  Rirkieatfaani  in  Cleve^ 
land.  The  celebrity  of  Thomas  Clark  successively 
nia-^ter  of  both  those  siihtiols,  is  tco  well  known  to 
be  here  recorded.  To  his  care  the  sons  of  the  prin- 
cipal gentry  of  the  county  of  York  were  entrusted.

He  was  aciiiiitted  ia  I723  a  sizar  oi  1  iiiuty  Col- 
lege, ia  Cambridge.  He  took  his  iirst  degree  in 
17jifi,  waa  dacted  Fellow  of  his  College  October  1, 
1799,  and  proceeded  Master  of  Arts  in  17S0, 

The  annual  stipend  of  a  Fdlowship  was,  in  Ihoae 

davs,  iruich  infeiior  to  its  prcseut  value.  A  young 
mim,  who  had  not  to  boast  of  the  emoluments  of  an 
enWged  patrimony,  was  under  the  necessity  of 
forming  an  immediate  intercourse  with  the  world, 
merely  to  ensure  to  himself  a  eomfertable  subsist- 
ence* However  grateful  to  a  studious  and  content- 
plalivL'  iiiiiid  tlu:  lite  ()t'  an  Academician  vnioht  be.  he 
was  often  obliged  to  abandon  the  agreeable  pio^pect 
before  him,  to  adapt  himself  to  tlie  exigences  of  .so- 
ciety, and  thus  to  become  the  architect  of  his  own 
fortune.  John  Clarke  left  the  University  with  re- 
gret During  his  residence  there,  he  had  distin- 
guished liuiiself  by  ibe  propriety  of  his  moral  con- 
duct, by  b.is  rapid  proficiency  in  classic  erudition. 
He  had  richly  improved  the  golden  opportunity  of 
searching  into  all  the  storehouses  of  ancient  learn- 
ing. Though  he  possessed  not  the  singular  and  al- 
'  most  incredible  industry  of  a  Castell*,  who  declared 
that  to  be  an  idle  dav  in  \\  Im  h  he  dui  not  enin!  n 
sixteen  or  eighteen  liourj*  in  tlie  pursuit  of  his  bibli- 
cal studies,  yet  his  application  was  truly  exemplary: 
He  seems  to  have  had  the  observation  of  Uoiaoe 
penpetually  before  him :

Nor  bad  he  neglected  the  cultivation  of  his  own  Ian- 
guage,  in  which  he  always  expressed  his  ideas  in  a 

polished,  flovvinf^,  aiui  perspicuous  style. 

Fully  accomplished  for  the  purpose,  he  undertook 
the  ioiportaut  province  of  educating  youth.  I)is 
first  appointment  was  at  Shipton  *^  near  York, 
where  is  a  .school  endowed  with  a  yearly  stipend  of 
forty  pounds.  Being  now  in  holy  orders,  he  was 
presented  to  the  Perpetual  Curat  y  of  Nuumunkton, 
the  annual  income  oi  which  did  not  at  that  time  ex- 
,oeed  sixteen  pounds.  While  he  remained  in  this 
.aituation^  he  married  Mrs.  Meek,  a  widow  lady, 
the  mother  of  three  sons  and  one  daughtar,  the  care 
of  whose  education  devolved  upon  him. 

In  1735^  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  Hi  v<  Hey, 
in  the  East  Hiding  of  Yorkshire,  nominated  him  to 
their  Grammar  Schocrf.  All  his  scholars  followed 
him  from  Shipton  to  Beverley. 

In  1751  he  was  solicited  to  accept  the  Mastership 
of  the  School  at  Wakefield,  then  vacated  by  the 
promotion  ot  tlie  Rev.  Benjamin  Wilson,  one  of  the 
tir*<t  Greek  scholars  of  the  age,  to  the  vicarage  of 
that  town.  Of  this  school  it  has  been  remarked^ 
that  it  is  as  iamoas  as  any  whatsoever  in  these 
kint/doms,  except  those  of  westminflier,  Winches- 
ter,  and  Eton.'*    It  is  justly  celebrated  for  tho  edu-

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An  endeavour  to  embalm  tUe  memory  of  a  deserv- 
ing man,  by  a  plain  and  artless  delineation  of  bis 
charactery  Vfill,  I  triist,  never  be  thoagbt  unseason- 
able. It  is  not  my  intention  to  attempt  a  portrait  of 

hiiij  Iruiii  an  abstracted  idea  of  uncommon  excellen- 
cies. 1  am  eager  to  speak  the  lant^^na^e  of  truth — to 
Uescribe  him  as  be  really  was,  without  partiality  or 
p  rer!  5  lection- 

With  respect  to  his  literary  attainments  be  was 
equal  to  most  of  his  contemporaries.  His  know- 
ledge was  not  merely  confined  to  those  hooks  w  Inch 
are  usually  introduced  into  our  schools,  lie  tho- 
roughly understood  the  Foets,  the  Orators,  the  Uis- 
toriansiy  the  Philosophers,  the  Critics  of  Greece  and 
Rome,  He  had  explored  their  writings  with  accu«* 
racy  and  precision.  His  philological  and  ^mma- 
tical  acquirements  were  the  result  of  painfni  iin  i  ri- 
gid researches.  'I'he  apjjellation  of  "  Luile  Aristo- 
phanes for  he  was  small  of  stature,  was  given 
to  him  from  the  encomium  with  which  Dr.  Bentley 
bononred  him^  after  a  close  and  severe  examination 
of  his  proficiency  in  the  works  of  that  Poet.  The 
Writer  of  this  Memoir  recollects  with  pleasure  that 
facility  of  language,  that  happy  flow  of  expressioa 
with  which  he  interpreted  the  select  Comedies  of  the 
Athenian  Dramatist  When  the  divine  Odes  of 
Pindar  were  before  him,  he  seemed  to  be  full  of  that 
enthusiastic  fervor  which  inflamed  the  Theban  Bard. 
I  With  Demosthenes  he  was  all  enert^y  aiid  vehe- 
mence. He  sweetly  moralized  with  Plato,  as  if 
walking  along  the  flowery  banks  of  Ilissus.  With 
isocrates  he  conversed  mild  and  gentle  as  the  dew 
on  the  lender  grass.  With  Longinus  he  assumed

the  dignity  of  an  enlightened  master  of  criticisBI, 
breathing  the  spirit  of  sublimi^  and  grandeur. 

Among  the  Writew  of  mooem  I^tinity  he  pre- 
ferred Vida  in  poetry,  and  Erasmus  in  prose.  In  the 
Poems  of  the  Bishop  of  Alba  he  difcovered  the  ori-  | 
ginal  genius  of  Virgil:  in  thu  works  of  Erasmus, 
whom  we  may  truly  denoiimjate  "  the  Morning  Star 
of  Learning/'  be  saw  and  admired  the  native  b^iH 
ties  of  the  Roman  Orator. 

It  was  one  of  the  rules  established  in  his  sehoof^  | 
to  begin  the  mornings  of  the  three  first  da3rs  in  each  i 
week,  wiih  explaining  to  his  scholars  one  select  por-  | 
tion  Ml  the  \'ersion  of  the  LXXII,  and  another  in  ' 
the  Greek  J^^ew  lestament.  Uence  they  familiarized  ' 
themselves  in  their  more  tender  years  to  the  Ian* 
guase  of  the  Sacred  Penmen,   Many  of  them,  in- 
tenoned  for  the  Church,  in  conformity  to  his  advice,  | 
continued  to  dedicate  a  i^hort  time  every  day  to  the  , 
careful  }>erusal  oi  the  Scriptures,  with  the  regular  | 
use  of  an  interleaved  Bible  tor  the  insertion  of  mci-  i 
dental  remark?  nnd  illustrations.    From  this  plan  of 
study  they  derived  very  signal  advantages.   If  this 
mode  were  universally  adopted  in  our  public  schools, 
might  it  not  enable  the  Candidates  for  Orders  to 
acquit  themselves  with  some  degree  of  superior  ere-  ] 
dit  *  r .  But  I  have  digressed  from  my  subject.

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When  we  travel  from 

time  neoemriljr  occur — «t  •»  inn,  or  at  tbe  house 

of  a  friend.  The  charms  of  conversation  are  pleasing 
antl  instructive:  vet  the  scene  must  be  diversified: 
the  hour  of  reiireinent  wUi  intervene.  The  excellent 
peraon,  of  wbom  I  mom  writ^  eagerly  detirouR  of 
unprovement,  and  never  less  ame  tban  when 
alone,  was  alwajrs  fbrnubed  with  books  fitted  ibr 
the  pocket.  These  little  volumes,  the  delightiul 
couipaiuions  of  his  leisure,  alft  ided  hiin  (ontinual 
employment.  He  may  be  said  literally  to  have  pe- 
rused them  by  day  and  by  night.  Henoe  he  retained 
aa  intimate  and  tiabitnal  knowledge  of  the  best  wrn 
terv.'  And  this  method  he  atrongly  recommended 
to  his  pupils,  whom,  on  their  departure  from  school, 
he  usually  presented  with  an  Elzevir,  or  some  simi- 
lar edition  of  a  favourite  Classic.  Let  not  this  be 
thought  too  trifling  a  circumstance  to  be  noticed* 
Mr.  Dodwell,  one  of  our  most  learned  writers,  pur- 
aued  this  plan.  For  this  end  he  carried  with  him 
in  bis  journeys  the  Hebrew  Bible  in  four  volumes, 
the  Greek  New  Testament,  and  tlie  Common  Praver 
accordini^ly.  For  the  same  purpose  he  had  '1  iiomas 
a  Keinpis,  St.  Augu^tini^  s  Meditations^  and  other 
books  dp  the  like  nature  and  siae/' 

The  predominancy  of  pride  tends  peculiarly  to 
corrupt  and  debase  the  human  heart.  The  truly 
gfood  iiiiin  i:>  juc.tpaljic  of  ;i(hnitting^  it  into  iiis  bo- 
som. It  is  indeed  incompatible  with  the  Christian 
character.  Mr.  John  Clarke  was  the  sweet  exeniplar 
of  humility  and  condescension.  When  occasionally 
h^  held  an  interview  with  one  of  inferior  oondition 
in  life,  they  conversed  with  each  other,  like  good 
Mr.  Hooker  and  his  Pu ish-cleik,  "  who  never 
talkt-d  together  but  with  tlieir  hats  on  and  their  hats 
qH'  botli  at  tbe  same  time."  He  accommodated 
'himself  w*ith- equal  afikbtiity  and  kindness  towards 
all.  Whatever  inequality  of  rank  there  might  be 
among  his  scholars^  he  observed  no  pther  discrimi- 
nation 
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natioo  tlua  that  which  was  adjusted  bjr  the  rate  of 
e  mott  exact  and  impartial  eqai^.  The  modesty 
the  diligent  ymmg  man  ever  eiperienced  hit  be^ 

nignity  an<i  favour.  And  withal  so  mild  and  i^^ciide 
was  liis  di.s[K)^iUon,  as  to  render  the  path  of  science 
smooth  and  easy,  even  to  those  who  were  less  dili- 
geol  and  attentive,  iiut  if  uufortiinately  the  eaer^ 
tion  of  mi^islerial  aotbority  became  neeemiy,  as 
the  exjianae  of  the  ocean  does  not  always  femain  on* 
ruffled  and  undisturbed,  he  assumed  the  awful  and 
majestic  dignity  of  a  superioi  ,  deiermined  to  restrain 
petulance,  to  correct  abuse,  and  to  punish  delin- 
quency *.  His  severity  was  prudent  and  well-tem- 
pered, while  at  all  times  he  discovered  that  glow  of 
endearing  affection,  with  which  the  parent  anxiously 
consults  the  welfare  of  his  child. 

His  zeal  for  the  promotion  of  elegant  literature 
induced  him  to  embrace  every  opportunity  of  en-

bad  ran  away  that  morning  from  the  fcbool  for  fear  of  besting^ 
it  produced  their  ditferent  sentiments,     Whether  mildnera  or 
severity  hid  the  be-.t  efFect  in  the  scliolastic  education  of  youth  ?*" 
Mr.  A&cham  bed  iiicbncd,  ns  ^i^  \Vil\iam  hiad  done,  to  the  milder 
course,  and  n  >  d  such  aiguiuents^  that  Sir  liichard  Sackviile, 
TreasiiK  i  (1  tin  Exchequer,  then  present,  afterwartls  prcvailfri 
upon  hiin  u>  iiiau  hi^  ihous^hts  out  upon  >hc  icachine:  'I'^d  u-aiii- 
\Qg  of  youtii  into  a  regular  Treatise  for  ilie  u»e,  auiuiig  others,  of 
his  gruidson,  Master  Robert  Sackville;  and  that  was  the  occa.^ 
lion  of  writing;  this  Work. 
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riehing  the  scbooli  of  Beveriey  and  WajKfidd  with 

a  most  Tttlaable  collection  of  books.  He  cliose 
tliciii  with  singular  discei  niuent :  The  libraries  in 
each  of  those  schools  were  luraishe<l  through  his 
means  with  volumes  more  precious  than  the  genota 
of  India  ;  with  the  best  Editions  of  the  Greek  and 
Lfttin  ClaiMicB  ;  with  the  works  of  modern  Critics, 
Hiatofiatis,  and  Poets. .  For  this  instance  of  benev  ch 
lent  and  judicious  care,  the  Corporation  ofBeverlev 
expressed  their  senfuneiit?  of  grateful  remenihrance, 
by  causiug  a  niarble  tablet  to  be  erected  with  tho 
following  inaeriptioo :

If  any  part  of  his  professionahcbarscter  did  not 
so  jostly  entitle  him  to  applause,  it  was  the  scropu* 

lous  exactness  which  he  observed  in  revising  and 
correctincT  tho  exercises  of  his  pupils.  A  perfect 
jud^e  oi  liue  writing,  I  had  almost  said  an  hyper- 
critic,  be  assigned  to  that  employment  a  much  lar^^er 
aOotment  of  time  than  seemed  to  be  consistent  with 
his  other  eogagements.  He  scrntioised  erery  word ; 
he  weighed  every  syllable  witli  a  diligence  which 
was  not,  perhaps,  alv\;ivs  necessary.  He  was  ex- 
quisitely nice  in  the  clioice  of  his  language,  even  in 
Uie  daily  task  of  writing  letters  on  the  topics  of  com- 
mon life.  He  seldom  satisfied  his  own  severe  judge- 
ment. They  were  penned  with  elegance  and  oor<* 
rectnesSj  yet  they  cost  him  more  Ubour  aud  assidu* 

ity 
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ity  than  may  be  thought  requisite  for  the  dispatch  of* 

the  ordinarv  business  of  the  vvorlrl.  It  may  be  con- 
sidered ahiit»>t  a  misfortune  to  possesjs  that  delicate 
refineoaeat  of  taste,  whicli  approximates  to  fiiaUdt- 
oQfness. 

From  the  temper  and  dispoaitiou  of  a  pedknit  he 

was  entinely  removed.   No  superdlioos  (rown  ooa* 

trarted  his  l)ru\v.  The  words  of  contem|)tuous  inso- 
lenc  \  nr  uf  petulant  ceasurc.  flowed  not  from  his  lips. 
No  atlectation  of  superior  icanii ug,  no  bold  C(m&^ 
denceof  dogmatical  assertion,  debased  his  demeanour* 
Such  were  his  native  timidity  and  distrust  of  bim<* 
self,  that,  when  he  was  in  public  company,  he  seldom 
ventured  to  declare  his  scuti meats  on  subjects 
which  were  pei  tcctly  familiar  to  him.  But  in  pri- 
vate conversation  with  two  or  three  select  friends, 
be  communicated  bis  knowledge  with  tbe  most  in- 
genuous freedom  and  openness  of  discourse.  He 
was  equally  ready  both  to  give  and  to  receive  in- 
struction :  with  the  scholar  described  by  Chaucer, 
Suundinp  in  niorii!!  virtue  was  his  speech, 
And  gladly  wouhi  he  learne,  and  giadly  teach. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  he  publislied  no  speci* 
mens  of  his  own  composition.  For  this  omission, 
if  haply  it  may  be  deemed  a  defect,  various  reasons 

might  be  proposed.  But  it  is  sufficient  to  observe, 
that  he  fortjot  not  tlie  (lc  |)ai  t incut  lu  which  Provi- 
dence had  tixed  him.  1  he  arduous  task  of  instruct- 
ing youth,  which  was  his  allotted  portion  in  life, 
engrossed  bis  whole  attention,  engaged  all  his  dili- 
|(ence.  I  have,  however,  some  cause  to  think  that, 
if  he  had  been  fortunate  enough  to  have  obtained 
an  exemption  from  the  labours  of  his  cupation,  by 
a  couiiortable  jjiovision  ;  if  he  had  becu  indulged  in 
the  decline  of  life  with  a  sound  body,  and  the  free 
enjoyment  of  his  mental  faculties,  he  would  have 
enriched  the  literary  world  with  a  work,  which 
would  not  have  di^raced  the  fame  of  the  accom- 
^libhed  scholar. 

Of 
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Of  the  excellency  of  our  civil  and  ecclesiastical 
constitution,  he  entertained  the  most  respectful  aeo* 
timeots.  lime  sentiments  he  stndiously  endea^ 
Tonred  to  inculcate  into  his  scholars.  No  one  loved 
bis  country  with  a  more  cordial  affection.  Every 
event  that  ttndcd  lo  promote  its  prosjjerity  fiiled 
|]i[ii  with  ail  extdtation  almost  ei  ihusiastic ;  whilst 
any  smister  or  disastrous  accident  sr»nk  his  mind  in-  ' 
to  sorrou'  and  dejection.  If  be  had  lived  to  see  the 
romantic  plans  of  tiiosie  men,  who,  under  the  spe* 
cious  idea  of  Reform  both  in  Church  and  State,  are 
vainly  ambuious  to  impede  the  measures  of  (iovern- 
inent,  and  to  excite  murmnrin"-  and  discontent 
amidst  an  happy  people,  how  jpotgnant  would  fiavo 
been  hi?  feelings,  how  serious  nis  indignation !  One 
▼irtnous  effort  of  a  private  individual  to  amend  the 
morals  of  his  fellow  citizens,  would  have  availed  with 
him  more  than  ten  thousand  airy  schemes  of  politi- 
cal innovation. 

His  religious  character  I  contemplate  with  lieartfelt 
pleasure.  Deeply  affected  with  the  momentous 
truths  of  Revelation,  he  had  no  wish  nearer  to  his 
heart,  than  that  of  impressing  a  due  sense  of  diem 
on  the  minds  of  others.  An  exemplary  proficient  in 
primitive  piety,  a  lovely  pattern  of  Christian  faith 
and  Christian  practice,  he  exhibited  m  iiis  life  and 
conversation  the  vital  energy  of  inward  religion ;  he 
uniformly  displayed  that  angelic  innocence,  that 
charming  simplicity  of  manners,  which  so  strongly 
characterised  the  ^reat  Doctor  of  the  Jewish  Law, 
whom  our  Divine  Master  digniiied  with  the  title  of 
"  an  Israelite  indeed,  in  whom  there  is  no  guile'*—* 
A  title  infinitely  surpassing  all  the  frivolous  distinct 
tions  of  earthly  grandeur. 

Difiident  ana  modest,  he  could  seldom  persuade 
himself  to  preach  before  a  crowded  audience:  but 
was  alu  u  s  ready  to  assist  the  country  clergymen  in 
the  neigiibouring  villages.  Once,  however,  he  con- 
quered  this  timidity*   Mr.  Xiiouias  Mease^  an  an* 

cient 
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cient  and  rarareDd  gentleman^  died  at  the  age  of 
^  eighty  yean.   He  had  for  fifty  yean  a«d  upwards 
Tegfolariy  attended  the  seirioe  of  St.  John*s  Orarcb, 

in  Beverley,  usually  called  the  Minster,  twice  every 
day:  diligently  and  fervently  ptriorruing  his  duty, 
which  was  preaching  twice  on  Sundays,  and  once 
on  Wednesdays.  Mr.  Clarke,  thinking  it  a  disgrace 
that  the  remains  of  ao  venerable  a  person  should  be 
carried  to  the  grave  nnnotieed,  went  into  the  pulpit, 
•  and  from  thence  delivered  an  excellent  discourse, 
perfectly  suitable  to  the  occasion. 

7'he  instituLion  of  youth,  in  tins  country,  is  ge- 
nerally consigned  to  the  Clergy.  Those  of  dbein  who 
from  the  earliest  period  of  tt^r  lives  have  devoted 
Uiemselves  to  this  momfntons  function,  are  smely 
entitled  lo  a  public  recompense,  to  a  (grateful  return 

for  their  past  labours.  Have  we  not  reason  to  regret 
that  they  art;  too  often  nc^lecteil  and  unrewarded? 
Detached  from  the  bustle,  removed  from  the  glitter 
of  the  world,  they  know  not  its  intrigues;  tfaejr 
know  not  the  windings  of  that  very  crooked  path 
which  often  leads  to  promotion.  But  this  is  not  in- 
variably the  case.  The  merit  of  a  Gilpin  *  has  been 
distincruished  by  tiic  beneficence  of  an  eminent 
Prelate 

An  unsolicited  preferment,  bestowed  by  the 
same  Prelate  upon  a  gentleman  in  his  Diocese,  who 
for  die  space  or  ibrty  years  had  sustained  the  charac- 
ter of  a  Good  Schoolmaster,  demands  our  approba- 
tion, our  wannest  applaiuse.  Suth  instances  are 
indeed  too  rare;  when  they  do  occur,  they  fill  the 
umd  with  joy  and  genuine  satisfactioo.

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Mr.  Clarke  was  induced  to  expect  a  presentation 
frop.i  a  person  who  possessed  great  patronage  in  a 
distant  county.  A  vacancy  happened  :  A  prior  en- 
gagement was  pi  traded,  A  second,  a  tiiird  vacancy 
followed.  Still  the  promiBed  boon  did  not  arrive. 
At  one  time  several  of  the  Nobility,  with  some 
Members  of  Plarliament,  solieited  for  'hitn  prefer- 
ment from  tlie  Duke  of  Newcastle,  tin  ii  Prime  Mi- 
nister. His  ( J  race  resisted  the  applit:ati(-ii,  ui^ing 
the  liackiieyed  objection,  that  to  conM)ly  with 
their  request,  would  be  to  deprive  the  pubiiek  of  a 
good  Schoolmaster.  He  was  at  lenetli  presented  by 
Sf  r.  Jolliffe,  formerly  one  of  his  schohirs,  and  who 
had  uiarried  Mh^  Metk,  the  daughter  of  Mrs. 
Clarke,  to  a  smali  vicarage  in  Essex.  But  his  im- 
becility both  of*  mind  and  body  incapacitated  him  * 
for  receiving  institution.  The  living  was  held  far 
bis  benefit  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Ingram,  the  present 
incambent,  who  bad  been  educated  under  bim. 
Tliis  Clergyman,  in  the  privacy  of  a  country  village, 
devotes  bis  whole  time  to  the  study  of  tlie  Sa(  rc  <i 
Writings,  and  particularly  of  the  pro|jlietic  parts  of 
them.  The  Remarks  which  he  has  published  on 
several  passages  of  the  Apocalypse  cfeserve  to  be 
more  known.  But  little  encouragement  is  given  to 
pursuits  of  this  kind,  though  of  vist  consequence 
to  Religion,  when  conducted  with  sobriety  and  dis- 
cretion. 

A  considerable  income  annually  accrued  to  our 
truly  amiable  Preceptor  from  the  uniformly  flourish- 
ing state  of  his  ScnooK  Yet  it  is  much  to  be  la>» 
mented  that  various  causes  conspired  to  preclude 

him  even  from  a  moderate acquisitir.n  of  wealth.  He 
was  temperate  indperl  in  !iis  desires,  free  from  excess 
in  his  food  and  mode  o.t  hving,  but  on  all  occasions 
highly  beneficent  and  genennis.  Having  imbibed 
the  very  spirit  of  integrity,  he  entertained  no  distrust 
of  the  good  fiittfa  of  others^  He  haiboured  in  hit 
mind  no  suspicions  of  the  artful  designs  of  interested 

men.

Bien«  Alas  1  unskilled  in  the  lessons  of  secular  pru* 
*  d«Doe,  he  incurred  great  pecuniary  losses.   One  day 

examining  the  state  of  nia  iinances,  he  found  it  so 
ill  according  widi  liis  expectations,  that  he  burst 
into  a  flood  of  ttars  ;  agitated,  no  doubt,  with  the 
dismal  apprehensions  ot  distress  in  that  condition  of 
wretehedness  to  vcbich  he  might  possibly  be  reduced, 
when  bending  under  the  pressure  of  »ge,  or  su&r* 
.ing  iroTn  the  pangs  of  disease. 

A  wise  and  good  man,  when  he  arrives  at  a  cer- 
tain period  of  life,  ron5!cious  of  havin;:^  performed 
the  duties  of  his  station  with  dignity  to  hiir.self  and 
rojj  advantage  to  his  fellow-creatures,  clicerfully  re- 
tires from  each  busy  scene.  In  the  shade  of  pfivacy 
and  sequestered  ease,  he  endeavours  to  place  hts 
mind  in  a  state  of  tranquillity  and  recollection — 
niakino-  a  pause^^  as  it  were,  before  his  departure 
irooi  this  world  ; 

His  anxious  day  to  husband  near  the  close. 
And  keep  life's  flame  from  wastsag  by  repose. 

Thus,  to  proceed  in  the  language  of  the  Poet,  he 
prepares  himself 

—  to  nicet  his  Inucr  end, 

iiiigels  aroii  ul  liefriencling  V  irtue^s  friend, 
Sinks  to  the  grave  with  uuperceiveJ  decay. 
While  resignation  gently  slopes  the  way, 
And  all  bis  prospects  brightening  to  the  last. 
His  bearen  comoiences,  ere  the  world  be  past 

This  tiivied  portion  of  human  felicity  was  not 
granted  to  Mr.  ClarlvH,  7  he  evenintr  of  his  dav 
was  overcast  with  the  dark  clouds  of  inquietude^  de- 
spondency^ and  mental  depression. 

Ab  ttainterrupted  application  to  the  duties  of  bis 
office  too  soon  impaired  his  health.  His  constitu- 
Uun,  naturally  tender,  discovered  symptoms  of  de- 
cay in  175^?.  An  unfortunate  incident  accelerated 
the  approach  of  accumulated  indisposition.  lie  was 
desired  by  a  sick  Clergyman  to  undertake  the  caic 
of  his  Chuwh  at  Roth  well,  near  Wakefield*  The 

ftost 
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froit  ms  icvone.   He  tbiHi|;bt  it  mfer  to  walk  than 

to  ride.    Over-heated,  he  went  into  a  damp  Church, 
and  put  on  a  damp  surplice.    His  perspiration  sus- 
tained so  sudden  and  severe  a  check,  that  the  next 
moroing  be  was  seized  with  a  jnott  alarm  in stroke 
of  an  apoplexy,  from  which  be  never  perfectly  reoK 
vefed.   In  the  beginning  of  1759  he  bad  a  tfoond 
attack,  which  rendered  him  unable  to  pay  any 
tent  ion  in  his  scholars.    When  he  found  himself 
uudt'   lite  necessity  of  reliiK|uisi)ini]^  his  emjjloy- 
menty  the  Ciovcj'iiors  of  tlie  School,  with  their  ao^ 
'  customed  generoiity,  presented  him  with  an  unaoli* 
cited  and  very  seasonable  benefaction  of  fifty  guineas, 
A  pirtttre  still  more  unpleasiog  now  obtrudes  iU 
self  on  our  view.    His  mental  pcnvtrs  were  nearly 
worn  out  hy  continual  exercise  — the  frame  of  his 
body  became  shattered  and  (lel)ilitated — the  fair  and 
beauteous  edifice,  which  lately  attracted  our  admi- 
ration, was  «een  suddenly  to  moulder  itito  rmOf— 
*  the  exertions  of  reason  rufiled  and  discomposed^ 
the  memory  denuded  and  stripped  of  its  noble, 
great,  and  •'pri^htly  ideas  —  the  fire  of  s^enius  ex- 
hausted— theedo;e  of  the  intellecttial  faculties  blunt- 
ed:— surelv  so  miserable  and  forlorn  a  state  must 
excite  the  sentiments  of  compassion*   How  distress- 
ful! how  homiliating  this  to  tbe  pride  of  Science 
and  the  parade  of  Learning  !    In  a  letter  written  to 
me  by  the  aputhccary  who  atteudctl  luui  at  this  time, 
his  situation  is  described  to  have  been  so  mournful 
and  melancholy,  that  I  cannot  read  the  uarrativQ 
but  with  grief  and  bitter  anguish  of  heart* 

Yet^  to  gild  this  scene  of  sorrow,  some  faint 
gleams  of  brightness  were  observed  occasionally  to 
burst  forth.  In  his  short  mcci  vals  of  convak  ;?cence, 
he  amused  himself  with  reading  tlie  works  oi^  Ciietk 
authors,  and  particularly  the  Moral  Characters  of 
Theophrastos.  Though  the  impressions  of  the  pra- 
nedtng  moment  were  almost  instantaneously  erased 
from  his  memoiy,  the  events  of  more  remote  days, 
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the  diicttssioni  of  critidsm^  and  tha  refineuMmts  of 
pbiifilogicftl  disqumcions,  preBeDtedtfawiielves  to  bi> 

mind  at  those  intervals,  in  which  a  rcvivifcenc^  of 
his  intelkc  tual  powers  seemed  to  be  rekindled  u  uiim 
liim.  This  IS  no  nncomoioa  pii^omenon  ia  the 
history  of  humao  life. 

After  the  resignation  of  bia  icbooli  he  removied 
from  Wakefidd  to  Tadcaater»  wbare  be  raaidad  two 
^rcart.  From  thetioe  to  York^  and  mm  afterwarda 
received  inlo  the  house  of  his  brother  Mr.  Francis 
Clarke  at  Scarborough,  where  he  died,  having  sur- 
vived his  wife,  by  whom  he  bad  no  issue,  about 
eleven  months. 

He  was  buried  in  the  Cbon^  of  Kirby^Mispertoni 
the  place  of  his  nativity,  FebruaTy  11,  1761* 

Several  of  his  scholars,  desirous  of  paving  a  tri- 
bute to  the  nietnory  of  their  beloved  Prect  ptor,  li^ve 
caused  an  el^nt  monument  to  be  erected,  on  which 
are  engraven  the  following  lines :

Mr.  Barnard  published,  in  I742,  **  An  Historical 
Charat  ter,  relating  to  the  holy  and  exemplary  LitV  (>[ 
the  Right  Honourable  Lady  Ehzabeth  Hastings. 
To  which  are  added,  1.  One  of  the  Codicils  of  her 
last  Will,  setting  forth  her  Devise  of  Lands  to  the 
Provost  and  Scholars  of  Queen's  College  in  Oxford, 
for  tlie  interest  of  18  Northern  Schools.  2.  Some 
Observations  therefrom.  3.  A  Schedule  of  her  other 
perpetual  Charitie^^  with  the  principal  Rules  for 
their  Administration,"  12mo.— He  wrote  also  the 
very  eikgftnt  Latin  Epitaph  inscribed  on  the  tomb  of 
that  benevolent  Lady  in  Ledsharo  Church ;  a  compo- 
sition on  which  Dr.  Whitaker  observed,  The  splen* 
did  epitaph,  while  it  merely  does  justice  to  her  vir- 
tues, reflects  no  small  honour  on  the  learned  and 
classical  Writer,  the  Author  also  of  her  Life,  who^ 
with  the  fiiculty  of  writing  very  ekgantlv  in  ancient 
language,  never  understood  the  graces  of  his  mother 
tongue.  Of  this,"  the  Doctor  aads,  I  was  assured 
many  years  ago  by  his  more  learned  son." 

Mr,  Barnard  died  May  20,  17f)0;  nnd  was  buried 
in  the  chancel  of  St.  John  s  Church  at  Leeds 

Many  of  the  distinguished  persons,  of  whose  edu- 
cation the  GramiMr  ScImicI  at  Leeds  may  justly 
boast,  would  have  been  dnlyeommemoMrted,  had  Mr. 
Barnard  lived  to  coiii[)lete  his  historical  1  part  of  a 
Catalooue  of  the  Sclioiars  lyeiore  and  during  his  Mas- 
tership. Among  those  under  his  own  immediate  care

pher Wiisoii,  son  of  Richard  Wilson,  Esq.  the  el- 
der. Recorder  of  Leeds,  who  married  a  daughter  of 
the  celebrated  Bishop  Gibson,  and  became  tiimself 
Bishop  of  Bristdi  i  Dr.  Samuel  lUrslMivr^  Yietr  of 
Leeds,  and  Rector  of  Ripley,  an  attentive  and  con- 
scientious parish  jiriest ;  Mr. 'I'heopljuns  Lindsey, 
Vicar  of  Catterick,  an  liouest  and  amiable  man,,  who 
from  a  scrupulous  conscience  relinquished. bis  prefer- 
ment in  the  Established  Church,  and  was  the  first 
Minister  of  the  Unitarian  Chapel  tn  Essax-stmi ; 
Dr.  Berkenhout,  son  oF  a  Dutch  merchant  settt^l  • 
at  Leeds,  a  man  of  lively  and  versatile  talents,  who, 
after  matiy  changes  of  fortune  and  lalhflg,  disUn- 
guished  himself  by  some  valuable  compendia  of  Na- 
tural Hiatory ;  and  bts  own  son  Mn  Thomas  Bar- 
nard a  man  of  great  learning,  but  so  much  greater 
modesty,  that  be  never  displayed  it  excepting  to  bis 
iniimate  friends.

'  Dr.  Burton  was  a  man  of  great  learning ;  bom  in 
1^96  at  Wembworth  in  Devon,  of  which  place  his 
father  was  Rector.  On  the  death  of  his  father,  the 
itev.  Saoioel  Beotharo,  his  first  cousin  by  hit  mo- 
Umv  pot  bim  totehoolat  Ely.  Here  hit  bebeTioai 
tad  appliettieo  wera  to  oontpictioiit,  thatet  17  he 
wet  elioten  into  a  scholarship  of  Corpus  Christi  Col- 
lege, from  the  President  (Dr.  Turner)  having  acci- 
defitally  made  trial  of  his  abilities.  His  behaviour 
here  so  fully  justified  the  opinion  which  the  then 
Bretidteut  had  entertained  of  btm,  that  his  Succpssor 
appoinlad  him  to  the  i  mportenl  ofioe  of  Telor  when 
M  fPM  only  B.  A.  His  oMiging  affiibility^  and  the 
cheerfulness,  ease,  and  pleasantry  of  his  conversa- 
tion, endeared  him  to  every  one.  In  1 725  he  spoke, 
aad  afterwardt  pubiisbed,  a  Latin  Or%tioa,  with  a 
view  to  encaorage  the  salutary  exercise  of  academic 
ari  dhcipliaa;  and  he  heated  the  aalgeet  still  maro 
tn  Fbur  Latin  Sermons  befete  the  fJnnFersity  ; 
which  were  afterwards  published.  When  the  set- 
tling of  Georgia  was  in  agitation,  the  venerable  Dr. 
Bray  (jutUy  dear  to  America,  to  £n^land,  and  to 
Religion,  for  his  inttitution  of  Parochial  Librariet), 
Dr.  Stephen  Halet»  and  other  London  Divinet,  ie- 
quested  Dr«  Bnrton*8  attistance.   He  leadily  gave 

it;  preached  before  the  Associates  in  1732;  aud  in 
17^4  published  **  An  Account  of  the  Designs  of 
tlie  Associates  of  the  late  Dr.  Bray ;  with  an  Ac-

took  place  l)eLween  him  and  tl)e  Meiubers  of  Eton 
College;  aod  such  was  their  esteem  of  his  temper 
and  manmr0^  that,  by  the  interest  of  the  Pfovovt, 
be  wat  cho9eD  a  Fellow  of  that  Societr  tn  1 733. 
A  boot  the  tame  time,  on  the  death  of  Dr.  Edward 
Littleton,  lie  was  presented  bv  the  .same  College  to 
the  Vuarii^e  of  iVJ^ple-] )iu  ham  in  Oxfordshire. 
He  here  found  a  widow,  with  three  iniuit  daugi^ 
ters)  without  a  home^  without  a  forlmMs;  he  gavt 
them  an  Mylani ;  he  fannd  Mrt.  JL  aeeoraplimd, 
ingeniotw,  iw«et-lmnpered,  and  diaomt;  and  he 
married  her.  On  her  death  in  I748  he  continued 
his  care  of  her  daughters;  but  gave  himself  up  to 
his  frietids  and  studies,  passing  most  part  of  the 
year  at  hAon.  In  17^0  lie  was  presentfid  by  that 
Coliege  to  the  Living  of  Worplesdan,  m  Suriej^ 
where  he  spent  pari  his  time.  In  17S9  ba  took 
the  degree  of  D  D.  He  died  Feb.  11,  1771t  in  his 
76th  year,  after  an  erysipelous  fever,  which  dis- 
turbed his  intellects,  and  shnttered  his  decaying 
frame.  For  more  than  two  months  before  his 
dienth  he  seemed  at  intervals  to  recover,  and  to 
be  desirous  of  reaoming  bis  stndiaB*  The  diqr  hn" 
fere  his  death,  whieh  was  a  Snncby,  bia  himp  of 
life  seeined,  as  it  were,  rekindled.  In  the  evening, 
as  was  his  custfjoi,  he  sent  fcjr  five  or  six  proiiiising 
youths^  to  whom,  alter  tea^  he  baraogued  with 
more  tfian  ufnal  ele^nce  and  perspicoi^  on  some 
important  subject  in  Divinitv.  This  aavn  the  phy- 
sician and  by-standers  Aesh  hopes.  His  sleep,  and 
that  serene,  was  succeeded  next  morning  by  death^ 
not  unlike  that  sleep. 

He  was  buried  in  the  Chapel  of  £ton  Coliege ;  and 
the  folfewing  inscriptioB  is  pkced  to  his  memory :

The  Rev,  Robert  Midglcy  was  the  only  son  of  4fae 
Bev.  Joi^ph  Midgl^  f,  M.  A.  Minister  of  Thinks 
in  Yofisnine,  and  Saralv  daughter  of  JMm  Pybosj 
of  that  place.  Of  the  family  of  Midgley  a  pedi- 
gree is  given  in  Tlioresby's  Leeds.  Robert  Miagley 
was  sent  early  to  tlie  University,  and  took  the  de- 
gree of  B.  A.  at  Trinity  Uall,  in  Cambridge,  in 
1703,  wtm  he  was  little  mora  than  eighteen  years  • 
of        and  afterwards  proceodod  M.  A.  in  1733* 

He  was  an  able  Divine,  and  an  enseHent  Cbesic, 
and  presided  upwards  of  53  years  over  the  Free- 
school  of  Coxwokl,  in  Yorkshire  (founded  by  Sir 
Jofcul  Hart,  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  in  I589) ;  du- 
ring which  time  he  educated  leveral  geademen  of 
that  ooonty,  who  were  afterwards  an  honour  ta  it

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The  general  traits  of  his  character  were  abl^ 
drawn  by  the  livv.  Anthouy  Teiuple*,  one  of  his 
aK^holars^  and  who  had  married  niece,  in  a  Latin 
inscription  to  his  meinoiy^  but  an  Eoghsh  one  was 
preferred  for  his  motiuineiit  in  Hmlbwaite  Churcb, 
where  be  was  buried ;  both  are  subjoined  to  this 
Account. 

Btomley,  in  his  Catalogue  of  English  Portrait?, 
besides  the  Portrait  here  <^iven  by  favour  of  the 
Bev.  William  Layton,  of  Ipswicb  (great-nephew 
to  Mr.  Midglqr))  who  bad  it  engraved  nron  a  paint- 
ing  in  his  possession,  and  presented  a  c<  )py^  in  1790, 
to  such  of  Mr.  Midgley*9  scholars  as  were  then  li- 
ving, mentions,  by  some  mistake,  which  cannot 
easily  be  accounted  for,  one  [>reli\erl  to  his  Com- 
pendious Schoolmaster/*  8vo;  as  he  was  not  Author 
of  any  such  work. 

As  the  late  Archdeacon  Pierson,  who  was  also 
^reat-iK  pliew  to  Mr,  Midgley,  was  both  Master  of 
tlie  same  school,  and  Minister  of  the  same  parish,  1 
have  added  the  inscription  his  monument,  which 
was^  in  a  way  most  flattering  to  his  memory,  erected 
in  Husthwaite  Cfatorch.

His  classical  and  boianical  knowledge  were  extensifa^ 
and  happily  adapted  to  the  purity  of  his  taste. 
His  uoaflbcted  humility,  and  the  aimpKcity 
of  his  life  and  manners, 
trained  him  the  affection  aad  esteem 
of  the  Clergy  and  ail  his  acqoaiiiiaiice«

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vigorous  intellect,  was  his  plan  of  teaching  the  Clas- 
sical Authors  chiittiy  grounded.  Uis  great  object 
being  to  explain  the  laws  of  construction,  instead  of 
requiring  the  recitol  of  rules,  be  taught  his  Sdiolars 
hf  a  corrected  Edition  of  Ward^s  Accidence,  with  a 

lew  manuscript  definitions  and  observations  of  his 
own  on  the  Mooiis  and  1  enses,  and  on  some  pecu- 
liarities of  Syntax,  generally  either  misunderstood  or 
npis-taui^t  by  bis  contemporaries.  His  vwd  voce 
ibstructioas  were  couched  in  language  the  most  clear 
and  nervous;  and  his  illustrations  were  ever  forceful 

and  ha])py.  1  he  best  proof  of  the  excellence  and 
success  of  ins  mode  of  teaching  will  be  found  in  the 
distinguished  notice  which  a  sound  and  precise 
knowied^  of  the  best  Authors  of  Classic  Antiquity 
has  derived  upon  his  various  pupib  both  in  ana  out 
of  the  two  Universities.  Though  an  unioterriipled 
state  of  ill-health  had  long  confined  him  to  his 
house,  he  did  not  remit  the  most  painful  and  assi- 
duous attention  to  the  duties  of  an  office  for  which 
none  was  ever  better  qualified.

romninuJs  our  applause.  A  generous  l^atron  and 
Eocourager  of  Learning,  he  took  under  his  protco* 
tion  poor  Schokn,  for  wbooi,  u  well  by  his  own 
libmli^  M  by  a  prvdmt  and  sncoeMful  applicalion 
to  the  Clerpv  and  Gefitry  of  the  neighbourhood,  or 
to  liib  friends  at  Cambridge,  he  procured  the  advan- 
tages of  acadt^n  jit  a]  institution.  Many  of  these  might 
be  named,  w1k>  are  now  an  honour  to  the  place  of 
tlieir  education,  an  oroannent  to  the  Republic  of 
Letters,  and  a  bleasing  to  Sociely.r 

The  firit  situation  which  he  held  in  the  Church, 
after  lii^  cjuitUn"-  Cambridge,  was  the  Curacy  of  Kil- 
burne,  in  tiie  North  Ridin<>  of  Yorkshire.  lie  was 
afterwards  for  sometime  Lecturer  of  Boyston,  in 
Hertfordshire;  bat  the  only  eccletiattical  prefertnent 
which  he  pMii?iiid  was  the  Vicara|e  of  £aaby,  near 
RidiiDOMl,  to  wfaidi  he  was  pretexted  in  1770. 
As  a  Preacher,  there  was  a  gravity  and  an  earnest- 
ness in  his  manner  which  riveted  the  attention  of  his 
bearers.  The  plainness  of  his  style  was  admirably 
•uked.to  a  country  congregation;  and  the  strong 
and  manly  spirit  of  the  Diseourses,  in  which  he  de- 
Kvered  the  pracepts  of  Chrietian  Morality  from  the 

pulpit,  amply  rewarded  every  attention  tliat  Lis 
manner  was  so  well  calculated  to  engage.  As  he 
was  impressed  with  tiie  most  solemn  sense  of  the 
duties  of  that  pastoral  office,  which,  on  account  of 


rtshf  he  had  been  anxious  to  obtain,  so  was  he  onen 

heard  to  regret,  that  an  almost  continued  series  of 
indisposition  had  disabled  him,  for  many  years, 
from  discharging  all  those  duties  in  person.  In 
short,  it  may  with  great  truth  be  said,  he  was  a 
sound  Scholar,  an  able  Divine,  and  lealoua  in  die 
duties  of  his  stetion.

Ham  Paley,  who  was  bom  in  July  174S,  at  Peterbo- 
rough, where  his  lather  watthen  Minor  Caaon  ot"  ihe 
Catnf'clrul;  but  removed  to  Giggleswick  soon  after. 

If  any  thing  can  render  extreme  old  age  desirable, 
it  must  be  to  see  a  beloved  son  risen  to  great  literary 
.  teputation,  and  advanced  by  bis  own  merit  to  wealth 
and  dignities  in  th^  Church. 

Dr.  Paley's  father  was  a  younger  son  of  Tliomas 
Faley  of  Lans^c  lifFe,  sou  of  John  Falev  of  the  same 
place,  who  lived  upon  a  small  e&tate,  which  is  still 
m  the  family.  It  appears  from  an  Inqnisition  given 
ia  Dr.  Whitaker^  Craven,*'  that  at  an  cariier  pe- 
riod thejr  wwe  settled  at  Knight  Stainfertb. 

Will  jam  Paley,  the  first  of  the  name  uponrecordy 
must  have  been  horn  about  the  year  Ij^O. 

Every  anecdote  relating  to  the  ancestors  of  such  a 
man  will  be  interesting  to  posterity  *.  With  r^peet

TliU  llcV.  WULLXAM  GiLFIN 

was  of  J^ueeus  Colleger,  Oxford,  M.  A.  1748.  He 
kept,  for  many  years,  a  respectable  boarding-scb<KJ 
at  Cheam,  in  Surrey^  io  a  house  built  for  the  pur- 
pose,  with  rooms  85  feet  square,  by  his  predecessor^ 
the  Rev.Daniel  Sanxay  *.  He  first  attracted  notice  by 
his  merit  as  a  Biographer,  beginning,  in  1753,  with 
the  Life  of  his  lineal  ancestor,  the  celebrated  Bernard 
Gilpin,  commonly  called  The  ^^urthern  Apostle,** 
Rector  of  Hougiiton-le-Sprine;,  co.  Durham  s  a  stri- 
king instance  of  the  effect  of  attention  and  perse- 
verance of  an  incumbent  on  the  reformation  of  an 
extensive  parish  in  t!ie  NorlliLi  u  Wilds.  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Gilpin  was  a  successful  imitator  of  his  example; 
and  there  are  not  wanting  instances,  in  these  nioderu 
times,  where  patient  waiting  in  an  incumbent  and 
his  wife  has  been  followed  by  the  same  good  conse- 
quence in  Southern  parishes;  and  a  conscientious 
incumbent  will  never  despond.  This  Life  was  ac- 
conipanied,  in  I755,  by  that  of  Latimer;  and  fol- 
lowed by  otlitrs  of  John  Wieklifie,  John  Hus?, 
Jerome  of  Prague,  and  Zisca,  in  1 765,  and  Arch* 
bishop  Cranmer,  in  1 784  -f-. 

In  1768  Mr.  Gilpin  published  An  Essay  on 
Prints,**  of  which  four  editions  were  printed.  "  Lec- 
tures on  the  Church  Catechism,  1779,"  l^Miio;  bixili 
edition.  1805.  In  I788,  two  Seniions  preached  at 
the  Visitations  of  the  Bishop,  I788,  and  the  Chan- 
cellor of  Winchester,  1780 '^  Exposition  of  the 
New  Testament,  1790§/  re-printed  in  two  vo- 
lumes, 8vo. 

He  was  presented  to  the  Vicarage  of  Boldrc,  in 
the  New  Forest,  in  1 77;,  by  his  pupil,  Colonel  Mit- 
ford,  author  of  the  "  History  of  Greece,'*  and  bro*

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The  Uev.  Tuum  \s  James 

was  the  500  of  a  gentleman  of  respectable  opulence 
at  St.  Ive's,  in  Huntingdonahire,  who  gave  him  a 

liberal  education  at  Eton,  where  he  distino^uished 
himself  hv  the  elcj^ance  ot  Ins  r'ompositioii>  m  both 
Greek  and  Latni.  Several  ot  liicse  aj*e  to  be  iound  in 
the  tirst  publication  of  the  "  Mnsae  Etonenses,"  For 
a  Greek  translation  of  one  of  Dr.  Akenside'a  amaller 
pieces,  that  philosophic  and  harmoniooa  Poet  com« 
pli merited  the  subject  of  this  memoir  with  a  superb 
edition  of  the  wui  ks  of  Houicr.  Having  been  elected 
to  l\iu^;'s  Collef^e,  Cambridge,  he  took  the  degree  of 
B.  A.  1771  ;  proceeded  M.  A.  1774  ;  and  D.  D. 
1786 ;  Prebenoaiy  of  Worcester^  and  Rector  of  Har- 
rington»  in  the  same  County.  From  those  who  were 
floquainted  with  Dr.  James  when  he  was  at  Eton  we 
have  been  informed,  that  nothing  could  exceed  hit 
diligence  and  application  in  that  earlv  j)eru)(l  (  f  his 
life.  Perhaps  it  may  be  asserted  with  great  truth, 
that  no  man's  natural  abilities  were  ever  impfoved  ia , 
a  greater  degree  by  incessant  labour  and  study.  His 
talents  were  happily  directed  to  those  particular  pur- 
suits in  which  he  was  most  qualified  to  excel.  Ele- 
gant literature  and  critical  acumen  seein  to  have  hctn 
the  things  for  which  he  was  most  adapted  by  nature. 
That  be  possessed  the  endowments  of  art  and  nature 
in  a  very  eminent  degree  is  evident  from  the  circufl»* 
stance  of  his  having  been  appointed  tutor  in  Kin^

ancKtbe  most  benevolent  wishes  for  the  prosj^erity  of 
those  who-were  corfiftiitted  to  his  eare,  may  be  num- 
bered amons^  the  first  qualilicaiions  for  a  teacher, 
we  Will  venture  to  assert,  that  in  no  man  were  these 
requisites  more  conspicuously  seen,  or  more  success^ 
fully  exerted.  After  continuing  at  Rugby  ]  6  years, 
and  raising  the  school  to  a  dmee  of  celebrity  which 
it  bad  never  attained  before,  Dr.  James,  in  1 j ,  was 
oblig^ed  by  a  verv  painiui  illnessto  resign  his  situation. 
The  Trustees  oi  die  seiiool,  with  a  liberahtv  tfuu  re- 
flects equal  honour  upon  themselves  and  upon  the 
Doctor,  endeavoured,  by  various  means,  to  testify  the 
high  opinion  which  they  bad  always  entertained  of 
bis  talents,  learning,  and  industry.  They  subscribed 
a  considerable  sum  to  purchase  him  a  piece  of  plate, 
and  enhanced  the  value  of  the  present  In*  ordering 
their  own  arms  anil  names  to       eagraved  upon  itl 

to  which  livinffhe  had  been  presented  that  year  by  Us  bvother-in* 
kw,  the  late  K«v.  Thomas  Fretven-lVimer,  of  Cold  Overton.— 
Hs  was  Rector  of  Cotte&bach  in  the  same  county  1763— 1768| 
aod  was  a  very  wortliy  man,  and  an  excelknt  puri^li-priest. 
A  handsome  tomb  in  Srtpmte  church  is  thusiosciibed:

for  the  sale  of  tiic  land-tax,  for  the  teaching  of  ten  poor  children;

Jiad  ^n  an  honorary  member  from  its  first  iustitutiou  in  1791.

This  eminent  Schoolmaster  and  pious  Divine  wat 
bom,  in  1735$  «t  Bousfield,  in  Ibe  pariah  of  Orton, 
WefUnordamly  of  respectable  pnrentSy  who  poiaesied 
a  f  mall  inckspendent  patriniony :  bii  mother  wm  a 

descendant  of  the  same  family  as  the  celebrated 
Joseph  Addison.  He  was  educated  hy  the  Rev, 
Richard  Yates,  M,  A.  of  Appleby,  where  he  was 
contemporary  with  Dr.  John  Langhorne,  and  Dr. 
CotlinfDn  (since  Provost  of  Qoeeiii's  Colkge).  Uc 
afterwards  became  assistant  to  Mr*  Yates,  and  ia 
his  80th  year  removed  to  Newcastle  npon-Tyne  to 
conduct  a  j^thool  upoii  his  own  account.  In  the 
year  17^0  lie  was  admitted  into  Imlv  orders,  and 
appointed  Master  of  the  (irammar  School''^  at  Bishop 
/Auckland.  In  176*2  he  married  Francei,  daughter 
of  Sir  William  KicbardsQn»  Bart-  by  whom  he  had 
an  only  child,  a  daughter  (Margaret),  married  to 
Jaines  Forster,  Esq.  of  Carlisle. 

In  17^*5  he  was  nominated  to  the  IV  rputual  Cura- 
ey  of  Witton-le-wear  ;  and,  not  long  after,  to  Ham- 
atarley,  by  his  worthy  patron  and  friend,  John 
Cathbert,  Esq.  of  Witton  Castle.  Here  he  c<mti- 
naed  in  the  assiduous  discharge  of  his  duties  as  a 
Parish  Priist,  dud  Schoolmaster,  ^'8  years.  In  the 
former  capacity  he  was  a  jx)pular  and  mucli-aduured 
Preacher ;  his  discourses  were  perspicuous  and  ener- 
eetic ;  he  enjoyed  the  advantage  of  a  full^  clear,  and 
narmonious  delivery ;  and  hia  own  life  was  an  illus- 
tration of  the  doctrine  be  tai]^ht«  In  the  latter,  hia 
character  is  so  ably  delineated  in  the  quotation  from 
^uintilian  inscribed  on  liis  niuMument,  that  all  who 
were  under  bis  care  can  bear  witness  to  its  truth*

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In  the  year  IJB3  be  had  the  misfortune  to  loM 
his  wife,  who  was  buried  at  South  Church  (whm  a 
neat  mural  monuiMiit  of  white  marUe  is  erected  to 

her  memory) ;  and  this  heavy  domestic  cahthiity ,  pei^ 

haps,  induced  liim  to  accept  the  Rectory  of  Sunder- 
land, ofllred  him  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  th<»uorh 
the  duty  was  very  great,  and  the  emolument  at  that 
time  but  moderate.  From  this  charge,  however, 
which  was  too  much  for  his  years  aod  declining 
health,  he  was  lelieted  (greatly  to  his  own  sattsfiMS- 
tion,  though  not  in  a  pecuniary  view)  by  his  aj>- 
]:K>intment  to  the  Vicara^re  of  Stanwix,  a  small  vil- 
lage near  Carlisle,  which  enabled  him  to  btcome 
an  inmate  with  his  son-in-law  and  daughter,  settled 
in  thatcity^  whose  filial  affection  anticipated  evciy 
wish»  and  alleviated  every  care ;  and  here^  after  a 
useful  and  well-spent  life,  and  no  long  illness,  he  de- 
parted tins  lile  November  23,  1808,  in  his  73d  year. 
He  was  buried  at  Stanwix,  where  a  plain  stone  was 
set  up.  With  an  mscnption  written  by  himself. 

His  Pumis  have  testified  their  regard  for  him  by 
placing  a  nandsome  monument  to  his  memory  (by 
bacon,  jun.)  in  the  church  of  Wittxm-le-wear.  it 

b  composed  of  a  pyramid  of  black  marble  in  the  back 
ground,  and  an  urn  in  white  marble,  partly  shaded 
with  drapery,  in  the  front*

by  the  poor  and  the  ob«:ure.  At  Orkham,  the  seat  of  the  Lord 
Kmg  (thnseqoDd  who  bore  tho  title),  Mr«  Vftux  (whose  comic

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pen  was  in  ihn^e  (hyn  never  idir )  to  Ijanter,  I  should  rather  think, 
the  rage  of  the  "  rustic  moraluit'  (as  Gray  calls  hnn)  for  Epitaphs^ 
wrote  the  fnllnwin'jc  Impromptu,  but  only,  I  daie  say,  fiir  the 
.aniuaciuiiil  ui  liie  village  piin^tei^,  and  p(  rhaps  for  the  mere 
iuebideof  tlic  IJost,  though  ii  lia^  found  il6  way  lu a  Church -yaid:

Feird  by  Death's  surer  hatcher  here  lies  Spang*, 
Ptets  oft  he  made,  yet  iie*er  a  P^ooe  could  gel.

Wray  hud  such  an  aversion  to  the  uit  of  Intidelsorof  Libertines 
'  on  subjects  of  Religi(;n,  that  a  ba-dmagt  like  this  could  hv  only 
meant     a  joke  upon  the  posthumous  f-inir,  to  which  the  v^ijity 
of  th(  se  admin'd  ei.aracter>,  in  a  world  oj  a  mile  square,  aspired  j 
aiid  lie  would  himself  ii  ive  i,aid  it,  where  it  is  **  no)i  end  Ins  locm.'^ 
—These  Funfi  upon  the  occupation  or  trade  of  the  deceii&ed,  have 
tempted  ^-eat  Poets  and  gocM  men  to  dabble  in  them.  Such^  for 
eawiple,  fs  MiU/onCt  laugh  at  the  espence  ciHobmm  lAe  CmrH^s 
yet  a  more  devout  spirit  never  glowed  in  a  human  breast ;  and 
tlM  efibrts  to  depreciate  him  as  a  man  of  piety,  are  as  impotent 
aa  tbey  are  splenetic  —  Perhaps  the  roost  beautiful  satire  in  the 
form  of  an  Epitaph,  that  ever  came  from  the  pen  of  man,  is  tliat 
of  Jrbuthnot  upon  Colonel  Chnrtren.  There  all  the  wit  is  moral,  dig- 
nified, and  sublime,  under  a  ina>k  of  the  most  comic  ioM-rniiity."

whole  night  In  this  hia  settleiuciit  in  tovvii  hr  i  tiuse  a  jj  uate 
Aiid  retiiied  life,  allhongh  his  carriage  wa^  c  \'er  free  and  ojien. 
He  aimed  at  solid  and  tend  content  ratber  than  she«%  and  gnn- 
dMir;  and  manifested  hto  dislike  of  power  and  dignity,  by  ra- 
Ibsing,  when  it  was  oflefed  to  him,  one  of  the  highest  prefer- 
ments in  the  Church.  He  had  now  books  and  leinut^.  aitd  re- 
solved to  make  Ui>e  of  them  ffe  was  mtv  well  ^killed  in  the 
learned  languages,  Latin,  Cinck,  Hebrew,  Arabic,  &c  ;  to  which 
be  added  as  much  as  wonKI  tn-  useful  to  hini  in  piiilolot^A  .  c? in- 
cism,  rnathi  matic!*,  philosuphy,  hi-ton  ,  antiqtiitie>,  nnd  the 
likf.  He  accustomed  himstlf  to  niui  h  ihiukinti,  ac  well  a?*  to 
nnieli  readioir  :  he  was  indeed  of  opinion,  th.it  a  in;in  might  ea- 
sily n  ad  too  much  j  for,  lie  considered  tht  hcUuo  lihrorum  and 
the  true  scholar  as  two  rery  different  characters.  The  love  of 
truth  and  leason  made  him  love  free  thinking ;  and,  as  fer  as 
the  world  would  bear  It,  free^peakin^  too.  Having  fixed  his 
fesohntion  to  deserve  honours,  but  not  to  wear  them,  it  ua.<i  not 
long  before  he  pi;hli!^hed,  **  The  Design  of  Part  of  the  Book  of 
Ecclesiastes,  or  the  Unreasonableness  of  Man  h  restless  Conten- 
tions for  the  personal  Knjfnments ;  represented  in  an  English 
poem,  IROO/'  Svo.  Hut,  ns  l.e  had  ne\rt  inadr  PfM^ri  v  his  Htudy, 
so  he  was  \eiy  sensible  of  the  'leftcfs  of  this  aticinj'i  in  that  way 
of  writing,  and  was  afte«  wHnl.^  v(  !  v  de-irous  to  supi  i  i"-"^  it.  In 
1703  he  cninposed  u  little  Latin  (iia.iKnar,  which>  lauuj^h  he 
printed  it,  vv«ib  oidy  for  the  use  of  his  family  *. 

In  17^0,  he  Inst  hts  wife.  They  had  lived  extremely  happy  in 
each  other»  and  he  was  much  afflicted.  He  burled  her  in  the  same 
grave  where  be  hhnself  then  intended  to  be,  and  was  afterwards 
hud ;  and  thus  feelingly  ex;  i-essed  himsdf,  on  a  tablet  in  Gmt 
flnborough  diurch,  Sufftilk:

Notwithsrandin^-  Mr.  Wolla^ton  .IccliiitHi  to  accept  of  any  pub- 
lic cmplovnicni,  y  i  \m  studies  were  debiuned  to  be  of  public 
use.  antl  \\'\>  soiilude  was  far  from  beinj^-  einj-luyv  l  in  vain  and 
trifling  auiuscments,  lerminauug  iu  hiiuidi  aluiie.    But,  neither 
in  this  laat  view  could  his  excessive  retirement  be  without  IncoD* 
miehcea.   His  intimates  were  dropping  off,  and  their  places 
nmained  unsupplied  3  his  own  infirmities  were  increasiog ;  the 

auent  remisston  of  study  growing  more  and  more  neceisary  % 
his  solitudes  at  the  same  Ume  becoming  less  and  less  pleasant 
and  agreeable.  But  what  decays  soever  he  felt  in  his  bodily 
strength,  it  certain,  nevertlieless,  that  the  clearness  and  [ler- 
Rpicnitv  of  lii-^  thouglit-^  coiitiriueil  in  full  \!trt>ur.  Not  lont^  he- 
fore  his  deatl>.  he  puhlisliod  "  The  lleligioii  of  Nature  deli- 
neated J  a  work  for  vvhicli  so  great  a  demand  was  made,  that 
more  than  1u,<)(Ki  uvi  c  sold  iu  a  very  few  years.  He  hat!  scarcely 
completed  the  pubiicaiioa  of  it,  when  he  unfortunately  broke  au 
arm  and  this«  adding  strength  to  distempers  that  had  been 
growing  upon  bim  for  some  time*  accelerated  his  death*  which 
happened  Oct.  ^9*  17^*  Perceiving  bis  designs  frustrated  by 
the  daily  attacks  of  nature,  and  that  it  would  be  impossible  to 
finish  and  complete  the  several  works  which  he  had  planned  in 
the  manner  he  wished,  it  seems  probable  be  intended  to  destroy 
the  greatest  part  of  them  ;  and  that  the  few  MSS  which  were* 
found  after  his  death,  vvf-n  indcbtnl  10  the  trcachi  ry  of  liis  me- 
mory for  their  preservation  :  for  he  had,  vvitinn  the  la.-i  two  or 
three  ycaiiJ  of  his  life,  actually  burnt  several  treatises,  in  the 
composition  u hereof  he  had  bestow (  i!  no  small  quafitity  of  time 
and  pains.  He  was  a  tender,  humane,  and  m  all  respects  worthy, 
man  i  but  is  represented  to  have  had  something  of  the  irasdbJc 
in  iu0  comtitiitiaii.
